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INTRODUCTION: 


| 8 following Work, the reſult of many years ex- 
| perience, owes not its preſent publication to lucra- 
tive views, or the vanity of becoming an author. The 
only motive which induced the editor to this undertak- 
ing, was his ſincere deſire of making himſelf uſeful to 
the young practitioner. On this occaſion, the learned 
phyſicians, and authors of the preſent age, have been 
conſulted, and the lateſt improvements, in the art of 
healing, introduced. 

Health is ſo great a bleſſing, that every attempt direct- 
ed towards its preſervation, muſt, at leaſt, deſerve ſome _ 
ſmall ſhare of public approbation. The air we breathe 
has a great effect upon our bodies; it is well known 
that we can exiſt much longer without food than withs 
out air; and the ſalubrious quality of this element re- 
dounds greatly to the well-being of the human frame; 
it is therefore of the utmoſt conſequence, in all our in- 
veſtigations of diſeaſes, to inquire very minutely into the 
ſtate of the atmoſphere z ſince we may probably have 
more occaſion to recommend a change of that, than of 
diet; the latter of which we ſometimes conſider as the 
immediate cauſe of indiſpoſitions, when, in reality, it 
may from a fault in the air, 

The ſeaſons, in our climate, vary ſo much and fo 
ſuddenly, that it requires the greateſt attention to 
guard againſt their effects, in the care of our 
cloathing, and in a proper regard to the non-naturals 
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North and north-eaſt winds are eſteemed bracing and 
healthy; yet, to the valetudinarian, ſouth and ſouth- 
weſt winds are much more comfortable. Dry ſeaſons 
are more healthy than wet: in winter we eat with 
keener appetites, and digeſt better, than in ſummer. 
'The temperaments of the air have a great influence over 
the tempers and diſpoſitions of the human body; and 
I have known perſons of a gay, chearful, and caſy turn, 
who, in conſequence of long-continued earſterly winds, 
have become iraſcible, peeviſh, and moroſe. 

We ſhould be particularly careful in the choice of our 
food: perhaps many of the complaints, ſo frequent in 
this city, ariſe from cur inattention to this article. The 
luxury of the age, and the faſhionable mode of high and 
expenſive cating, are not only a diſgrace to our reaſon, 
but are deſtructive alſo of our fortunes and conſtitu- 
ns. -- 7 | 
A variety of diſhes introduces a variety of diſeaſes. 
Thoſe are the wiſeit men who live the molt ſimply and 
eat moderately. Rich ſauces, ſpicy ragouts, and entre- 
mets heightened with the fragraut aromatics of both the 
Indies, however ſavoury and pleaſing to the taſte, are 
moſt afluredly the deſtroyers of the very beſt conflitu- 
tions. The beauties of a deſert may be admired by the 
eye; but beware how you indulge your palate with too 
many confections, and fwect-meats: nothing palls the 
appetite ſo much, nor is ſo hard of digeſtion. 

Full and hearty ſuppers, even though we may have 
had little or no dinner, are of dangerous tendency : they 
cannot well be too light and ſoaring. 

Bread well baked, made of pure flour, and one day 
old, is the beſt. The fleſh of animals, in the the vigor 
of age, is the moſt proper; mutton is preferable to any 
other butcher's meat, but more eſpecially if the animal 


be avout fix years old. 
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GALEN has obſerved, © That pork is the moſt nouriſh- 
ing food for ſtrong and robuſt men, who are much uſed 
to ſtrong and violent exerciſes.” 'The Athletz, who were 
trained up for the Olympic games, fed upon it ; and 
whenever they altered their method of living, became 
leſs vigorous, and leſs fit to enter the liſts. Notwith- 


ſtanding this, it is remarkable that pork, fed in London, 


is far from being wholeſome diet. 

- Fiſh taken out of ſtagnant or ſtanding waters, and ſuch 
as are of a fat or ſlimy nature, are not eaſily digeſted : 
ſea-fiſh, on the contrary, are light and nutritious. 'They 
are beſt, and eaſieſt of digeſtion, when boiled; fried 
and roaſted, they are not quite ſo ſalutary and nutri- 
tious; and if cooked ſoon after they have been caught, 
they are better than when kept for ſome days. ' 

Water, which conſtitutes ſo great a part of our drink, 
and which 1s, the moſt natural, as well as the moſt 
wholeſome beverage, ſhould be limpid, and pure ; lights 
with reſpeCt to its ſpecific gravity, and without taſte or 
flavour. Our common water in London, ſhould be 
ſtrained through a filtering ſtone, or remain for ſome 
cFnſiderable time in earthen jars or veſſels, ſo that it may 
be purged of its impurities, which will, by this means, 
ſubſide to the bottom. In general, if water mixeth uni- 
formerly with ſoap; or if peas are ſoon boiled to ſoft- 
neſs in it, no inconveninces need be feared. | 
Our ſleep, as well our exerciſe, ſhould be moderate. 

Eaſe and luxury are the banes of health; many evils 
have ariſen from an inactive life, and an indulged appe- 
tite. ä 
HI POCRATESs informs us, © That the paſſions of the 
mind have a very great influence on our bodies, and are 
of infinite conſequence in the regulation of our heath.” 

Every exceſs is an enemy to Nature ; too great a ple- 
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=. INTRODUCTION. 
nitude, as well as too violent an evacuation is dangerous; 
—Habits ſhould not be too ſuddenly changed: the great 
ſecret of perſerving health, lies in a juſt knowledge of | 
proportioning our way of living to our exerciſe ; for as 
moderate aliment nouriſhes, ſo does violent exerciſe debi- 
litate : we muſt therefore keep up the due equilibrium. 

More dangerous and more acute diſeafes happen in 
conſequence of repletion, than from a contrary ſtate. 
The ſymptons of a plethoric habit, a heavy, and interrupt- 
ed reſpiration ; a ſenſe of weight and fullneſs in the day 

and reſtleſſneſs at night; unealſy frightful dreams; pain, 
laſſitude, flatulency, attended in ſome habits with a diar- 
rhœa, and in others with troubleſome dyſenteries, a 
florid complexion inclining to red, a heavy pain of the 
head, and inclination to fleep during the day, are likewiſe 
ſymptoms of this habit. Temperance, exerciſe, and gentle 
evacuations, are in general, the beſt cure. 

Immoderate exerciſe is generally followed by loſs of 
appetite and loathing of food. This will tometimes be 
attended with a pain and heat in the bowels, coſtiveneſs, 

20 rigors, or ſhiverings, weakneſs, laſſitude, and even with 
1 a ſyncope or fainting. In this laſt caſe we may have 
recourſe to a glaſs of wine, but with moderation : warm 
bathing, queit and comfortable fleep, and a moiſt nour- 
iſhing diet, will have very happy and deſirable effects. 
There remains a greater evil, and yet not attended to, | 
which is more alarming as it affects the fair ſex; and gd 
which, I am perſuaded, is very diſtreſſing to them; I | 
mean, the little regard they have to keeping their legs 
and feet warm.—This ſalutary meaſure is unhappily ne- 
glected by them, when, at the fame time, their heads 
are frequently loaded with wool, and artificial and un- 
natural curls, to the diſgrace of nature and of their 
own charms, as well to the ruin of their health and con- 


ſtitutions. 
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We may eaſily account for the puny race ſo frequently 
ſeen in the familics of our nobility and rich citizens, 
when we conſider that diſſipating and pernicious cuſ- 
tom of tea-drinking ; nay, what is of {till more dreadful 
conſequence, the too great indulgence in wine and ſpi- 
rits, card-playing, and late hours; than which nothing 
can be more prejudicial. Hence chiefly ariſes that long 
and diſmal catalogue of complaints which accompames 
chronical diſeaſes. It is a pity that coflee is not ſubſti- 
tuted for tea, ſince it is a much more wholeſome, eſpeci- 
ally when it is boiled over-night, with an equal propor- 
tion of milk. This nut only renders it a palatable, but 
a very deſirable breakfaſt. Coffee ſtrengthens the ſto- 
mach; tea, on the contrary, relaxes it. | | 
They who indulge themſelves much in hearty meals of 
high ſeaſoned meats, ſhould drink largely of cold water, 
either during dinner or afterwards; this might fave 
many the troble and expence of going to Bath, Buxton, 
Tunbridge, or other places where that element is found 
to reſtore the health and appetite loſt by intemperate 
| living.—Old men ſhould eat leſs, and drink more than 
young men. Too free an uſe of the bottle is deſtruc- 
tive, eſpecially to young people. Bacchus and VEnus 
are deities to whom they ſhould by no means too ardent- 
ly devote themſelves: they enervate both the body and 
mind. Sobriety, Temperance, and Virtue, inſure vigour 
to tie conſtitution, and keep the underſtanding free and 
undiſturbed.— This happy ſtate cannot but be the wiſh 
of all men, for, as JUVENAL rightly expreſſes it.

provements in every department, merit the 
higheſt praiſe; particularly, as they have laid 
aſide all hypothetical reaſoning, and depend 
chiefly, if not altogether, on experiment and 
practical obſervation for eſtabliſhing their doc 
trines.

SECT. I. 
ConTINUED, or CONTINUAL FEveRs. 


8 fevers are the moſt frequent of all diſ- 
eaſes, in a work of this kind they claim 

our firſt attention : and before we enter into 
ſpecific accounts of different fevers, it may be 
uſeful to give a general idea how they may be 
diſcovered at their approach : for in this ſtate 
of the diſeaſe, great good may be done by the 
gentleſt means, and often prevent the alarm- 
ing miſchiefs which are too apt to ſucceed a 
B care- 
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careleſs inattention at this period. They ſome- 
times invade gradually, ſometimes ſuddenly. 

When they come on in the firſt mode; a 
languor, debility, with ſoreneſs of the fleſh, 
ſuch as people feel after ſevere exerciſe or la- 
bour, attend : pain alſo, and heavineſs of the 
head]; loſs of appetite, or nauſea, with a clam- 
mineſs of the mouth: theſe are ſucceeded by 
exceſſive heat, violent thirſt, and inability to 
ſleep, perhaps without any previous ſenſation 
of exceſſive cold, or with only ſlight and tran- 
ſient ſhiverings. | 

When in the ſecond, they always make 
their attack with an uneaſy ſenſation of exceſ- 
five cold, attended with weakneſs and loſs of 
appetite : the cold is frequently accompani- 
ed with rigor, or ſhivering, oppreſſion about 
the præcordia, and with nauſea or vomiting. 

- Hence we may define a fever a combination 
of exceſſive heat, thirſt, loſs of appetite, weak- 
neſs, and inability to fleep. 

We ſhall now {peak of thoſe of the conti- 
tinued form, which are of five kinds; the 
the ſimple, inflammatory, nervous, putrid, 
and mixed: and firſt, of the ſimple, and in- 
flammatory fever. The ſimple continued ma- 
nifeſts itſelf by no diſtinguiſhing ſigns of in 

flam-

flammation, no very diſtreſſing nervous ſymp- 
tom, nor any evident corruption of the fluids ; 
and where the heat cannot be faid to be either 
of the truly inflammatory or of the putrefac- 
tive kind, the oppreſſion, nauſea, and weak- 
neſs, are not extreme; and the head, though 
uſually much pained, remains tolerably clear; 
the pulſe, though frequent, is uniform, and 
without any remarkable hardneſs. 

But where there is great vaſcular ſtrength, 
and firmneſs in the conſtitution, the blood 
denſe and copious, replete with the red cruor, 
ſhould the continued fever here make the at- 
tack, the heat and dryneſs will be raiſed to the 
higheſt degrees; and the groſs particles being 
forced into veſſels which only ſuffer the finer 
and more ſubtile fluids to paſs naturally, by 
the force of the ſtimulus applied to the heart 
and arteries, will diſtend the veſſels, and, diſ- 
tracting the ſenſible fibres, produce redneſs, 
and fluſhing of the face and eyes, accompa- 
nied with violent pain in the head and other 
parts of the body. This ſpecies of fever, 
from the full, ſtrong, hard, and rapid pullſe, 
and the remarkable exceſs of heat which diſ- 
tinguiſhes it, is termed the inflammatory fe- 
ver. By thele deſcriptions we ſhall readily

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judge how to diſtinguiſh one of theſe from 


the other, though they both belong to one 
claſs. 


CHA F. 1. 


Of the H ample contin ak and inflammatory 
Fever. 


IT was neceſſary to make the diſtinction 

above, as ſome {light difference may be ob- 
ſerved in the treatment ; but ſome authors 
conciſely ſet down the ſymptoms of both 
unitedly, making them only form © one fever ; 
as follows : 

The ſigns are, firſt, a FRY ; which, if 
great, is ſucceeded by a proportionable degree 


of heat, and a quick pulſe; ſometimes the 


pulſe is ſluggiſh, ſometimes full and ſtrong ; 
the heat ſoon becomes univerſal, and varies 
according to the degree of fever; there is 
great uneaſineſs and anxiety ; pain in the back 
and head; a dryneſs of the tongue, mouth, 


and fauces ; and unuſual thirſt, 


The Cure in general, 


Where the ſymptoms are in the milder de- 
grees, in the ſimple continued fever, the af- 
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fair may often be truſted to nature; enjoining 
abſtinence in the patient, free dilution, and 
keeping in bed to encourage perſpiration : but 
if there is a good deal of oppreſſion and heat, 
the pulſe full, and rather hard, ſome few 
ounces of blood muſt be taken away.  _ 

Dr. Mead lays it down as a rule, that all 
fevers require bleeding in the beginning ; but 
inſtances daily occur where great miſchief 
ariſes from this practice. Bleeding may be 
neceſſary at the beginning, in young perſons 
particularly; and the more ſo, if the pulſe be 
full and ſtrong; though this requires cau- 
tion, moreeſpecially in London, where inflam- 
matory diſeaſes ſoon aſſume a different ap- 
pearance, and require a management different 
from what they do in the country. The pulſe 
will beſt direct us how much blood may be 
taken away, and when and how frequently it 
may be repeated. It is to be remarked, how- 
ever, that perſons lately come from the coun- 
try require larger and more frequent bleeding 
than thoſe who have been refident in London 
for any time. Care however is neceſſary, in all 
caſes, not to reduce the patient too much, leſt 
he ſhould want ſtrength to carry him through 
B 3 the 
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the diſeaſe, After this, if the body is coſtive, 
a ſolution of ſome of the neutral purgative 
falts with manna, in weak white wine whey, 
ſhould be taken once in three or four hours, 
till it procures three or four alvine evacua- 
tions, and at bed-time a gentle anodyne; ſuch 
as the following :

For this will not only tend to compoſe and 
quiet any little diſturbance that the conſtitu- 
tion might have experienced, but aſſiſt in 
taking off the ſpaſmodic conſtriction, which 
we concluae exiſts in fevers. 

If in the ſucceeding day the febrile ſymp- 
toms ſtill continue, fuch as the heat and op- 
preſſion ; the fkin remains dry, the tongue 
foul, and the night has been reſtleſs ; let the 
ſubſequent mixture be had recourſe to:

Theſe may be fo divided, that a fixth, a 
fourth

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fourth, a third, or half a grain, may begiven, 


according to the age and conſtitution of the 


patient, once in three or four hours. 
Small diluting liquors are to be uſed free- 
ly; and where there appears a putrid tenden- 


cy, they may very properly be acidulated. Bar- 


ley- water, baum and ſage- tea, whey, &c. are 
very proper drinks. For food, panada, bar- 


ley-gruel, or light puddings; but all kinds of 


animal food ſhould be abſolutely forbidden ; 
even light broth, though made of the lean part 


of freſh meat. 

An emetic will be very proper, eſpecially 
where a nauſea, or the ſuſpicion of a foul ſto- 
mach, indicates it ; bleeding being, however, 
firſt premiſed, eſpecially in full plethoric ha- 
bits.

produces a diaphoreſis, and terminates the diſ-

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caſe, Aſter the operation is over, and three 


or four hours allowed for the ſtomach to ſet- 
' tle, let the antimonial julep or powder be 


again'returned to, and continued in the ſame 
manner, allowing the patient to drink freely 
of diluting liquids. 

Some recommend the ſubſequent powder, 
to be repeated « every two, four, or fix hours :

If this courſe is applied i in time, we ſhali 
generally ſucceed; but ſhould the ſymptoms 


increaſe, the head. ach grow more diſtreſſing, 


and no ſleep be procured, more blood muſt by 
taken away, unleſs the patient be remarkably 


weak, and the pulſe ſinks; the antimonaal 


continued in ſmall doſes, and if the body is 


not kept open by this remedy, a glyſter ſhould 
| always be thrown up in the evening. 


But notwithſtanding theſe efforts, ſhould 
the fever run on beyond the fourth or fifth 
day, the ſymptoms encreaſing in violence, 
we may look upon it as eſtabliſhed, and will 
continue for ſome days longer : however the 
ſimple-continued fever ſeldom exceeds the 


fourteenth day; ; during which time the pa-

tient muſt be ſupported by ſheathing ſubacid 
drinks; and ſuch thin diet, as the ſtomach 
can reliſh, and bear with caſe. As to medi- 
cine the following julep is recommended:

This will generally keep the bowels free, 
and diſpoſe the cutaneous pores for giving 
way to the ſweats when the time comes for 
their being thrown off.

treſſing, bliſtering betvieen the ſhoulders, 


and bathing or fomenting the feet, will bid 


fair to procure eaſe, and diſpoſe the patient to 


reſt. In caſe of acidities in the ſtomach 
and bowels, magneſia alba may be given with 
the julep above; and towards the cloſe of the 
fever, if the pulſe begins to flag, and there 
appears a neceſſity for rouzing nature, give 
wine-whey, wine and water, or ſometimes 
pure wine, and preſcribe the following julep :

The inflammatory fever differs little from 
this, except in the violence of the ſymptoms, 
and the peculiar diatheſis of the conſtitution, 


the heat in this caſe is much encreaſed, the 
pulſe is frequent, ſtrong, and hard, the urine 
high-coloured, and the functions of the ſen- 
ſorium a little diſturbed. In the beginning 


quantity of blood to be taken away, from the 
degrees of ſtrength and violence of the ſymp- 
toms ; and if the pulſe, in fix or eight hours, 
be little or not at all ſoftened, and the febrile 
ſymptoms do not abate, it muſt be repeated a 
ſecond time, though not in the fame quantity; 

and, 
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and, indeed, a third, if the ſytdptoms continue 
to be urgent. But when the fever is advanced 
beyond the fourth or fifth day, bleeding is 
deemed improper, leſt nature ſhould be diſ- 
turbed in her operations in forming a criſis, 
However, there are cures which will require 
a repetition in the more advanced ſtages of this 
diſeaſe, and thoſe in full and ſtrong habits, 
where the lungs are threatened with inflam- 
mation, which we may iafer from the op- 
preſſion, and great dithculty of breathing; or 
where the brain is in danger of being ſur- 
charged with a load of blood, which will ma- 
nifeſt itſelf from the ſevere pain in the head, 
with high delitium, ſucceeded by a coma. In 
theſe caſes, bleeding at any time of the diſ- 
eaſe will be proper, and may poſlibly relieve 
the patient. 

But, however, if the pulſe is high, and in- 
flammatory ſymptoms continue, to the pulvis 
febrifugus add acids and gentle laxatives. 

In caſe of nauſea and ſickneſs, give antimo- 
nials to create vomiting ; and procure alvine 
evacuations, ſo that the prime vie may be 
cleared from any acrid faburra, or bile, or in- 
digeſtible food; then perſiſt in ſmall doſes, as

If a delirium ſhould come on with watch- 
ing, the pulſe will then be the beſt guide to 
direct us in our future meaſures ; if it proceed 
from inflammation, give a clyſter, and cooling 
and nitrous medicines, and bleed. Leeches 
applied to the temples often do more ſervice 
than general evacuations. But if it be attend- 
ed with ſpaſms, with a ſulſultus tendinum, 
and with a 138 deprelied pulſe, bliſter the

When the ſkin continues dry, and the fe- 
ver has got to a dangerous ſtage, the warm 
bath may be uſeful; as there have been in- 
ſtances where this has brought on a favourable 
crifis ; but a vapour-bath is better, as it may 
be applied when the patient lies in bed.— 
Hence all the inconveniences of the former 
will be avoided, and every good purpoſe an- 
ſwered. See a pamphlet of Dr. Denhman's 
on this ſubject. 

Many of theſe fevers run on to a conſider- 


able length, without any remarkable or un- 


common ſymptoms. Our buſineſs, in this 
caſe, is to watch and aſſiſt nature in her mo- 


tions and intentions; to check the impetus of 
the blood; and to moderate it ſo as to keep it, 


as much as poſſible, within its due bounds.

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CHAP. Il 


Of the Milk Fever. 


1 i IS fever generally ariſes about the ſe- 


cond, though oftener on the third or 
fourth day after delivery ; at which time the 
patient's ſleep becomes more diſturbed, at- 
tended with unpleaſant dreams; and ſome- 
times does not ſleep the whole night through; 
an inquietude comes on, and ſometimes pain 
in the head, the pulſe riſes and becomes 
quicker, a chillneſs is alſo felt through the 
courſe of the ſpine of the back, between the 


ſhoulders, and often through the whole ma- 


chine, which is ſucceeded by an encreaſed 
heat. The breaſts begin to be painful, diſ- 
tended, and tumified, ſhooting frequently to 
the axillæ. Reſpiration becomes in ſome 
degree more laborious, the lochia decreaſe, 
and, at the ſame time, on account of the ten- 
ſion of the neighbouring parts, the arms are 
moved, not without ſome inconvenience. If 
the patient is permitted to reſt quietly, take 
freely of thin diluting liquids, and thin diet; 
in four and twenty hours theſe inconveniences

ſubſide by a general ſweat, ſufficiently copious, 
particularly about the cheſt, and the breaſts 1 
fill with milk; or it continues a day or two, 
and ends ſpontaneouſly on the inflammation 
ceaſing i in the breaſts, and the milk flowing 
freely, at which time there are often profuſe 
ſweats, or large quantities of pale urine. Or, 
if the milk is ſuddenly repelled, the patient is 
ſometimes relieved by a diarrhoea. 

In ſome women, indeed, of good conſtitu- 
tions, this fever is found ſo light, that except 
paſſing rather a reſtleſs night, there is nothing 

of any moment occurs, elpeckilly if the infant 4 
is put to the breaſt. ; 

If it ſhould prove violent, eſpecially in 3 
young women of a plethoric conſtitution, we 
ſhould abate the inflammation by bleeding: 
however, this is rarely neceſſary. But, in 
every conſtitution, the body muſt be kept ; 
open by gentle cooling cathartics, or clyſters. 
The breaſts may be drawn by the child, in 
preference to any other perſon, or contrivance; 
but if the mother does not deſign to give ſuck, 
by ſome proper perſon, by whom no pain 

will be given by ſucking, and only fo as to 
=. leſſen (not empty) the fullneſs the breaſts. 
i 5 „ But 
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But this is rarely required, If the breaſts are 
hard, very turgid, or inflamed, emollient fo- 
mentations and cataplaſms may be applied to 
them. The common poultice of bread and 


milk, with the addition of a little oil, may be 
uſed on this occaſion; and warm milk, or a 


decoction of elder- flowers, for a fomentation, 
or ſuch as are made partly of emollients, 


partly of diſcutient aromatics, in which a pro- 


per proportion of Venice ſoap has been diſ- 
ſolved; all theſe ſhould be boiled in milk, 
by which they loſe much of the volatile ſti- 
mulus of the aromata, and are particularly 


uſeful, when there is an infarction of the 
breaſts, along with an inflammation, not 


very violent. But where there is great heat, 
redneſs, and pain, then the moſt emollient 
remedies are to be preferred. The patient 
ſhould uſe a thin, flender diet, conſiſting 
only of panada, or ſome other farinaceous 
ſubſtances. Her drink may be barley-water, 
milk and water, weak tea, or the like, See 
Inflammation of the Breaſts.

Of the nervous, or flow Fever. 


A the inflammatory fever conſiſts in an 


affection of the vaſcular ſyſtem, in 
which there is an intenſeneſs of motion; this 
is founded on the nervous, which experi- 


ences thoſe morbid affections conſtituting fe- 


ver. Hence, in conſtitutions where the blood 


is poor and thin, and the nervous ſyſtem re- 


markably ſuſceptible of impreſſions, when a 
fever ſeizes, the heat is ſeldom high, the pulſe 
neither full nor ſtrong, though quick and ir- 
regular, and the thirſt ſeldom ſo violent as to 


create any great degree of uheafinefs: : but as 


the ſolids are in W in a ſtate of morbid 
relaxation; the pores of the ſkin, for the moſt 
part, allow the ſubcutaneous fluids to ouze 
forth in clammy ſweats, while the weakneſs is 
fill more remarkable than in the inflammatory 
fever; and there is a much greater tendency 
to ſpaſm, and to the other ſymptoms, whick 
depend on diſorders of the nervous ſyſtem. 
Hence this fever is not ſo rapid in its progreſs, 
nor of ſo ſhort duration as the inflammatory 
ſpecies; therefore called flow or nervous. 
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This fever is brought on by exceſſes of any 
kind, bad food, too thin clothing, a moiſt 


air, grief, &c.; and is frequently epidemic, 


after warm and moiſt weather ; and prevails 
moſt in low and damp ſituations. People who 
drink freely of wine are obſerved to be the 
leaſt ſubje to this complaint. 

It may be diſtinguſhed by dread of dying, 


which is ſometimes ſo great that the patient 


fears to ſhut his eyes ; a pale and deſpondent 


| look, light chills and ſhiverings, great laſ- 


ſitude and wearineſs all over the body, a ſigh- 
ing, amazing anxiety, and dejection of ſpirits, 
pain, load or giddineſs in the head, loathing 
of food, a white tongue, with a browniſh or 


yellow mucous liſt running along the middle 


of it, ſometimes covered over with a thin 
white mucus ; and after the fever is formed, 


and has continued ſome days, grows dry, red, 
and chapped, but little or no thirſt ; the lips 


are dry; there is a nauſea, ſometimes encreaſ- 
ed ſo far as to occaſion retching, which brings 
up nothing but inſi pid phlegm, difficulty of, 
or oppreſſive breathing; a weak, quick, and 
unequal pulſe; the pulſe, heats, and chills, 
are very fluctuating and unequal; ſometimes 
a ſudden glow and florid colour in the cheeks,

while the tip of the noſe and ears ſhall be 
cold, and the forehead perhaps in a dewy 
ſweat ; pale, limpid urine, with a dull ſenſe 
of pain and coldneſs in the back part of the 
head, and drowſineſs, but without ſleep ; at 
the firſt, better when in the air. All the 
complaints generally encreaſe towards night. 
About the time the patients have been con- 
fined in bed ſeven or eight days, the pain 
and heavineſs in the head becomes much 
more diſtreſſing and ſevere, and they are tor- 
mented with a noiſe and buzzing of the ears, 
which are the prelude to a delirium, which 
is ſeldom violent, but rather a continual mut- 
tering and faultering in their ſpeech, which, 
as the fever advances, encreaſes, and, in ſome 
caſes, the power of pronouncing is loſt alto- 
gether. Sometimes miliary eruptions, and 
profuſe ſweats, ſtrike out in this fever, but 
ſeldom give any relief. When the ears, face, 
and head are cold, the face ſeems fluſhed. 
The extremities are cold, while the blood is 
determined to the head. And there is great 
ſenſibility to light and noiſe. | 
The nervous fever hath no regular critical 
days, nor is there often any thing completely 
critical happens. On the ſeventh day ſymp- 
Es L toms 
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toms increaſe. If the patient dies, it is uſu- 
ally on or before the fourteenth day ; if they 
can be ſupported to the twentieth, or there- 
abouts, they commonly eſcape. A continu- 
ance of this fever occaſions idiotiſm, which 
goes off as the ſtrength returns. 

An erect poſture cauſing fainting, is, with 
cold, clammy ſweats, a ſign of great debility. 
In the advanced ſtages of this fever, if the 
tongue and hands tremble when moved, 
weakneſs is extreme; if aphthæ appear nume- 
rous and crop after crop, or if they are con- 
fluent or large, or brown ; if ſwallowing be- 
comes difficult ; if profuſe ſweats break forth 
all at once, without bringing any relief, but, 
on the contrary, ſtill weakening more and 
more ; and looſe watery ſtools ; or if an hic- 
cuping comes on; if the pulſe ſinks conſider- 
ably; or if miliary eruptions appear, there 
is great danger: if the extremities grow cold; 
the nails become pale or livid ; and the pulſe 
ſo quick, that it may be ſaid to tremble and 
flutter rather than to beat ; if from being ex- 
ceedingly ſuſceptible of impreſſions, fearful 
and ſtarting at the leaſt noiſe, they become 
quite inſenſible and ſtupid, ſo as ſcarcely to 
be rouzed by the loudeſt noiſe, or affected 

Cc 1 with 
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with the ſtrongeſt light, we may expect a 
fatal termination, for the delirium now ends 
in a conſtant doſing, the ſtools, urine, and 
tears ſteal off involuntarily, general convul- 
fion enſues, and ſoon cloſes the ſcene. On 
the contrary, an early moiſture on the ſkin, 
a ſalivation without aphthæ, or a conſtantly 
moiſt tongue, deafneſs, ſwelling of the parotid 
glands, angry eruptions about the noſe and 
mouth, a moderate diarrhea, &c. are favour- 
able ſymptoms, | 
As in the inflammatory, ſo in this kind of 
fever, the fate of the patient uſually depends 
on the management during the firſt few days. 
The cure is effected by a gradual change in the 
moving power, not by diſcharge of blood, 
&c. as in inflammatory fevers; or by ſtool, : as 
in putrid ones. | 
A more generous diet than is allowed in 
inflammatory fevers, ſhould take place here; 
thin chicken broth, beef tea, or panada, and 
light jellies, ſhould be allowed. The drink 
may be light cordial liquors, increaſing gradu- 
ally from "the weaker to the ſtronger ; muſtard 
whey 1s uſeful ; and toward the height of the 
diſcaſe, wine and water, cool wine-whey, or 
even pure wine; may be plentifully allowed; 
when 
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when we find the pulſe ſoft, and full upon 
its uſe, it may be indulged in conſiderable 
quantity, for it has been known to allay de- 
lirium and procure ſleep in theſe fevers, and 
has been taken with ſucceſs to the quantity 
of ſome quarts in the courſe of twenty-four 
hours : the indications for giving it with ſuch 
freedom, are, when we find the pulſe ſoft and 


low, and the patients in a comatoſe deli- 


rium. If the patients long exceedingly, as is 
ſometimes the caſe, for cold water, they may 
be indulged ; for it is only in caſes of topical 
inflammations that cold drinks may be hurt- 
ful. Avoid every kind of fatiguing exerciſe. 
In the beginning, a gentle vomit of ipeca- 
cuanha, or a lenient clyſter, may be very 
uſeful. Avoid coſtiveneſs by ſmall doſes of 
P. rhab. tinct. Rhœi kali tartariſatum. man- 
Ke. 

Remedies of the mild, diaphoretic, and 
cordial kind, ſeem to promiſe the beſt ſucceſs: 
give them throughout; but avoid hot ſtimu- 
lants.

It is of great conſequence in this diſeaſe to 
keep the patient in bed, to keep him calm, 
in the dark, and never, if poſlible, to let ſleep 
be wanted in the night. Order him to drink 
freely, yet not ſo as to promote a profuſe 
ſweat ; pedilaves three or four times a day are 
uſeful ; much ſweating in theſe fevers is not 
only very improper, but extremely hurtful, 
and might often prove of fatal conſequence. 
If the ſkin is dry, give the aqua ammonia 

* acetata. & miſtura camphorata. 

But we are to expect the greateſt relief from 
bliſters; and their early application, if they 
are applied before the patient keeps his bed, 
ſo much the more proper; for, if we wait 
till there is great diſturbance in the nervous 
ſyſtem, the ſenſe of hearing, feeling, and 
ſeeing, grow more acute than natural; the ſti- 
mulus of bliſters may increaſe the diſtreſs; if not 
therefore applied in the beginning, they muſt 
be poſtponed till there appears ſome degrees 
of inſenſibility. They ſhould firſt be applied 
to the legs; ſuffered to lay on till they have 

produced their clear ; ; then taken off; the 
bliſters 
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bliſters ſnipped, but not dreſſed with any 
acrid plaſters ; for it is the ſtimulus here 
wanted, not the ſerous evacuation. If the 
head ſhould be affected with ſtupor and drow- 
fineſs, and the uſe of bliſters become requiſite, 
they ſhould be applied to the head ; ſome 
think, if laid on the back, they anſwer every 

purpoſe. 
Light antiſeptic drinks to ſupport nature, 
are, of the utmoſt conſequence throughout, 


_ eſpecially in ſummer. Wine is the moſt 


powerful cordial and ſpecific; old hock or 
Rheniſh are the beſt. It ſhould always be 
moderately diluted with water. During the 


uſe of wine, attend to the pulſe, and direct 


it more or leſs freely, as it renders the pulſe 
ſlower, firmer, and more diſtin&t. Made 
into negus is perhaps the beſt mode of giving 
wine in theſe caſes. If pains come on like 


the colic, bleeding, evacuations are injurious; 


for, in general, ſuch pains are ſpaſmodic, 
and yield beſt to cordials and ſmall doſes of 


anodynes.

Bliſters, ſome advice and affirm, may de 


applied at any time of the diſeaſe, with fafety 


and advantage. Their ſtimulus is wanted, not 
their diſcharge. Apply them firſt on the 
lower extremities, then on the upper ; heal 
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the firſt immediately, and apply others : thus 
a proper ſtimulus will be continued. When 
this fever is neglected, to raiſe it to a proper 
type let the common drink be rum and wa- 
ter, wine and water, and good wine-whey z 
give nouriſhing ſpoon-meats, and apply bliſ- 
ters to each arm and each foot. Thus a kind- 
ly perſpiration comes on, the patient feels 
lighter to himſelf, and the diſorder begins to 
vaniſh. 
In order to reſtore the patient, a light nu- 
tritious diet, (ſuch as chocolate, jellies, ſago, 
and ſalop; which laſt ſhould be always boil- 
ed ſome minutes before it be taken, as it is of 
a crude heavy nature without boiling ; broth 
of lean mutton and beef, whitings, flounders, 
ſoals, &c.) ſhould be adviſed, and taken judi- 
cioully, often in ſmall quantities at a time. 
The patient ſhould get into the country, 
where he can enjoy a healthful air, moderate 
exerciſe on horſeback, and drink aſſes milk 
in its greateſt perfection, 
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c HAP. IV. 


Of the putrid malignant F ever. 


"HOSE fevers on which we have before 
diſcourſed ſeem not to have had much 
injury done to the craſis of the blood, at leaſt 
previous to, or at the commencement of the 
diſcaſe : but we frequently meet with appear- 
ances and ſymptoms that manifeſt high de- 
grees of corruption and acrimony, and ſhew 
the craſis of the blood to be much diffolved 
or broken as the fever advances, particularly 
thoſe which begin with high degrees of in- 
flammatory heat : for from theſe cauſes the 
blood often tranſudes through the pores of the 
ſubcutaneous arteries, or perhaps corrodes 
them, and eſcapes into the cellular parts of the 
ſkin, raiſing up the cuticle, and forming ſpots 
of various hues. But there is another ſpecies of 
continued fever, which, from the very onſet, 
appears to have the fluids in a corrupt or de- 
praved ſtate: hence the name of this fever 
which we are treating of, called putrid, from 
the evident tendency to putrefaction. The 
morbific matter which gives riſe to putrid fe- 


vers appears in ſome caſes to be generated 
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gradually in the body, and is deemed the con- 
ſequence of feeding on ill- cured animal food, 
without a ſufficient quantity of ſound vegeta- 


bles to correct the putreſcent tendency. At 


other times putrid fevers are caught by infec- 
tion, and are cauſed by thoſe ſubtile matters 
called miaſmata, which take their riſe in dif- 
ferent ways, and are capable of being convey- 


ed to diſtant places. The moſt diſtinguiſh- 


ing ſymptoms of this fever are, - more remark- 


able degrees of weakneſs, oppreſſion, and nau- 
ſea, either from the firſt attack, or very ſoon 
enſuing, than what are met with, in any other 
ſpecies; and this extreme and ſudden proſtra- 
tion of ſtrength is, for the moſt part, accom- 
panied with as remarkable a deſpondency, or 
dejection of mind; or, what is ſtill more 


alarming, with an uncommon degree of in- 
ſenſibility, and want of apprehenſion. 


Putrid malignant fevers are preceded by a 
vertigo, or giddineſs, and confuſion in the 
head: the head is ſooner attacked in this than 
in nervous fevers, and often is affected with 
a pain in its fore-part, which ſhoots into the 
eye-brows, one or both, and the bottom of the 


ſockets; the eyes at the ſame time appearing 


full, heavy, and as it were inflamed ; at other 
a times 
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times they have a yellowiſh caſt : both proofs 
of the diſſolution of the blood. The patient 


from the firſt attack feels an exceſſive burn- 
ing inward heat, which far exceeds the cold 


that alternates with it, attended with nauſea 
and yomiting ; great and ſudden proſtration 
of ſtrength ; he is heavy, very much dejected 


and watchful; and in caſe of any ſleep, is not 


at all refreſhed by it : the pulſe is ſometimes 
at the firſt hard, tenſe, and quick, but ſoon 
becomes languid, flow, ſmall, and unequal ; 


the pulſation of the carotid and temporal ar- 


teries inconſiderable; there is great oppreſſion 
at the præcordia, innitus aurium, ſubſultus 


tendinum, delirium, coma ; the tongue in ſome 


is clean throughout the diſeaſe ; but in gene- 


ral, though only whitiſh and moiſt in the be- 


ginning, grows daily more dark-coloured and 


dry, until at length it becomes almoſt black; 


and this blackiſh tinge does not diſappear for 
ſome days, even when the fever terminates in 
a favourable criſis. The urine is equally va- 
rious with the pulſe, both depending on diver- 


ſity of conſtitution, eſpecially in caſes where the 


fever originates from infection, and where the 


putreſcent diatheſis is very prevalent, the urine 


is thin, crude, and often very offenſive in its ſmell, 
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the nauſea and oppreflive ſickneſs never abate, 
and it is uſual for the patients to fetch deep, 
heavy ſighs often, and ſeem, as it were, to pant 
for breath: there is alſo an averſion to animal 
food ſooner and greater than in any other fe- 
ver. The thirſt at firſt is but moderate, but 
increaſes every day as the fever advances : no 
kind of drink pleaſes, but all ſeem either bit- 


ter or mawkiſh. But when the caſe grows 


very bad, the patient loſes the ſenſe of thirſt ; 
notwithſtanding the tongue, together with the 
lips and teeth, are at this time parched up, and 
covered with dark-coloured fordes. On the 
fourth, fifth, and ſeventh day, petechiæ often 
appear without relief, which are therefore ra- 
ther ſymptomatical than critical. The nearer 
they approach to a livid or blackiſh colour, 
the more alarming their appearance; though, 

if they continue of a brighter red, the more 


favourable the prognoſtic. 


The pain, heavineſs, and confuſion of the 


head, which are among the firſt ſymptoms, are 


ſoon followed by delirium, different in degree 
in different ſubjects, in ſome accompanied with 
toſſing and reſtleſſneſs, in others with a doſing 
and lethargic diſpoſition; and it is obſervable, 


that in theſe caſes, where the patient is in this 
D 2 coma- 
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- comatoſe ſtate, the pulſe is ſometimes not 
quicker, weaker, or more irregular, than in 
the time of perfect health. Fevers of this kind 
are moſtly accompanied with remiſſions in the 
beginning, which become leſs perceptible in 
their increaſe : they are ever attended with 
conſiderable danger, even when the ſymptoms 
ſeem moſt favourable. 

Some epidemic fevers are originally putrid ; 
others, though ariſing from common cauſes, 
degenerate, by continuing beyond a certain 
time, into a putrid ſtate, eſpecially where bili- 
ous humours prevail. Though contagion 1s 
ſaid to be a general cauſe of putrid and malig-- 
nant fevers ; yet the bad management of in- 
flammatory and nervous fevers is a very fre- 
quent one. 

At the onſet of putrid 3 fom the full- 
neſs and ſtrength of the pulſe, ſometimes they 
put on the appearance of thoſe of the inflam- 
matory type; but the pulſe ſoon flags, eſpeci- 
ally after bleeding, and ſometimes ſinks ſo low, 
that it can never be raiſed. Hence, where 
great debility is obſervable at the firſt attack, 
and the patient ſeems ſcarce able to ſupport 
himſelf, blood ſhould be taken away, if ne- 
ceſſary, with extreme cautron ; for this ex- 
1 2 treme 
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treme weakneſs 1s a ſure fign of a putreſcent | 
diatheſis. 

A griping in and ſwelling of the belly are 
ſometimes early ſymptoms: whenever they 
occur, if they abate not in proportion to the 
ſtools, a mortification takes place in the bowels, 
and the event is fatal. Numerous and dark- 
coloured aphthæ, hiccup, cold ſweats, fœtid 
urine and ſtools, are amongſt the threatening 
ſymptoms. 

Sometimes an itching angry raſh, or ſcabby 
eruption, appears about the noſe, lips, and 
corners of the mouth; both which are favour- 
able. A depoſition from the urine, if not 
high-coloured, is good: and deafneſs coming 
on in the decline is alſo favourable. 

Theſe fevers are different in point of their 
duration, fome terminating in death in the 
courſe of ſeven or fourteen days; but when 
they ſurpaſs twenty-one, recovery is the com- 
mon conſequence ; yet there are inſtances of 
putrid fevers running on to ſix weeks ; but 
theſe could not be attended from the firſt with 


a putreſcent ſtare of fluids. 


The favourable fjgns are—when the pulſe 
grows ftronger, and more equable ; the ſenſcs 
begin to clear up; warm ſweats break out in 


D 3 mode- 
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moderate quantity, and the patient lies under 
them without toſſing or raving, the urine at 
the ſame time ſhewing marks of concoction, 
by depoſiting a whitiſh ſediment. 

The unſavourable or fatal figns are, when the 
pulſe ſinks, grows more quick, and intermits ; 
the tendons ſtart ; the tongue faulters ; the fea- 
tures change; the ſick perſon lies on his back 
in a comatoſe ſtate, ſlides down in the bed, and 
is conſtantly fumbling with his fingers, and 
picking the bed- clothes; when cold clammy 
ſweats break out; the urine and fæces come 
away involuntarily; the hypochondria being 
tenſe, and the extremities cold. 

All food muſt be avoided here that has not 
a tendency to acidity ; plentiful dilution with 
ſmall red wine, old hock, and orange-juice, 
mixed with water, whey, barley-water, ſmall 
beer, &c. with a very free uſe of acids, will 
be proper. 

Bleeding in general is hurtful in this fever, 
unleſs particularly indicated by the pulſe and 
conſtitution, ſhewing a . to inflamma- 
tion. 

Some eminent practitioners think that there 
is one period, at the beginning, for taking 
away blood; but the pulſe in theſe caſes will 

always 


- "8 


always be the beſt guide. 
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No time is to be hoſt 
in theſe kinds of fever ; for whatever is to be 
done, ſhould be done immediately and in the be- 
ginning. After the operation of bleeding, if 
that be found neceſſary, on account of the hard 
pulſe and head- ach, we ſhould begin the cure 
by giving ſmall doſes of emetic tartar, with 


neutral ſalts, or ſenna, and repeating them every 


third or fourth hour, till they either vomit, 
purge, or throw the patient into a plentiful 
ſweat: but as the patient is to be ſupported 
throughout, if at the firſt attack the debility 
ſhould be ſo great as to forbid bleeding, all 
other profuſe diſcharges are alſo to be avoided. 

Vomits and purges are moſt directly proper to 
evacuate the putrid matter, which ſeems firſt and 
ptincipally to be in the firſt paſſages. Beſides 
laxatives by the mouth, during the firſt ſtage, give 
a glyiter every twenty-four hours, of the com- 
mon decoction, or, in want of it, warm water.

After the neceſſary evacuations from the 
prime vie this effectually ſupports the cuti- 


cular diſcharge ; but ſtill, if neceſſary, a ſtool f * 


mult be daily procured by a few grains of rhu- 
barb or other gentle laxative. 
Bliſters in the beginning of this fever are of 


no uſe; but when patients begin to grow co- 


matoſe and inſenſible, then they are often ſuc- 
ceeded by happy effects. 7 55 

London porter has been lately recommend- 
ed in this fever for drink, and apparently with 
good ſucceſs: the patient may drink it at 


pleaſure, and particularly before being expoſed 


to a cooler air. Some phyſicians adviſe their 
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patients to be carried into the open air (dur- 
ing the height of the fever) or otherways ex- 
poſed to it, as is practiſed in the ſmall- pox- 
and that particularly when a profuſe colliqua- 
tive ſweating is brought on by bad manage- 
ment; and have thereby occaſioned a favour- | 
able change ſooner than could otherwiſe have 
been expected ; with which, a free uſe of 
the bark and cordial liquors, they have rarely 


failed to effect a cure. Due eyacuations being 


made by vomit and ſtool, the bark is to be 


given freely, without waiting for either inter- 


miſſion or remiſſion. It acts in a double ſenſe, 
both as a tonic to brace up the debilitated fi- 


bres, and as an antiſeptic, to correct the pu- 
treſcent ſtate of the fluids; and muſt be given 


as ſoon as the diſſolution of the blood is per- 


ceived, either from numerous petechiæ, or hæ- 
morrhages. In the latter of which it is uſual to 
give the vitriolic acid along with the bark; if 
this does not check the bleeding, give the fol- 
lowing:

Tf the ſtomach cannot bear the bark in 


ſubſtance, a very ſtrong decoction, in which 


ſome of the finer part of the powder is retained, 
ſhould be given; but if the patient can take 
it, leſs than two ounces of the powder, in 
twenty-four hours, cannot be depended on. 
Some, who cannot keep either the powder 
or the decoction, will drink three or four 
pints of the cold infuſion in a day and night, 
with ſenſible advantage. During this free uſe 


of the bark, a ſtool ſhould be procured every 


day. 

In ſtupors, attending this fever, bliſters 
may be applied advantageouſly to the head. 
Though bliſters are not thought to be ſo uſe- 
ful in theſe as in nervous fevers, yet the vio- 
lent head-ach which attacks in the beginning 


is relieved by a bliſter on the back. The 


following preparation of the bark deſerves

There are ſome ſymptoms in this diſeaſe 
which require particular attention when they

This is conſidered as correcting the collu- 
vies in the ſtomach, and flexure of the duode- 
num ; and thus may be of uſe in removing 


part of the ſource of the fever, and ſhorten- 


ing the diſeaſe. 

If a profuſe diarrhea ſhould ſupervene, 
and threaten to fink the patient's ſtrength, it 
muſt not be reſtrained ſuddenly ; we ſhould 
therefore try only ſmall doſes of ipecacuanha 
every third or fourth hour, in order to pro- 
mote a diaphoreſis, and by that means relieve 
the bowels; for ſometimes this diarrhœa 
proves critical. Mild opiates are recommend- 
ed; and a few drops of tinctura opii, properly 
repeated, will check a ſymptomatic colliqua- 
tive diarrhea, Wine, and panada, with 
orange juice, and a free generous regimen, 
muſt be ordered, and cloſely adhered to, ac- 
cording to the exigences of the caſe. 

After theſe fevers, people ſometimes be- 
come dropfical, or have œdematous legs: 


tonics 
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tonics and ſtrengtheners, not purgatives, as in 
other dropſies, are the remedies in this caſe. 

Towards the decline of all fevers, as to 
what kind of food is molt proper, the taſte of 
the patient is generally the beſt guide. 

In eruptive fevers it is commonly allowed 
that the patient ſhould be kept in bed, for 
fear of checking the eruption. But this does 
not always prove true, for ſometimes the con- 
trary will happen ; and fitting up out of bed 
has even been found favourable thereto. 

The air of the patient's room ſhould be 
kept as pure and well ventilated as poſſible, 
and the floor be frequently ſprinkled with 
vinegar. And after the ſickneſs is over, the 
place of confinement may be belt cleared from 
infection by fumigating it with brimſtone, or

gunpowder. 
To prevent a relapſe, it may be proper firſt 
to give a lenient purge, or two, by which 
an accumulation of any offenſive matter in 
the prime vie will be avoided, and then we 
mult attempt to recover the tone of the viſcera, 
and to ſtrengthen the habit in general, by 
means of light and cafily-digeſtible food, mo- 
derately taken ; by exhibiting aromatic bitter 
infuſions

MIXED FE VERS. 


* practice we very often find, that violent 

continued fevers are ſo indiſtinctly marked, 
and accompanied with the ſymptoms both of 
the inflammatory and nervous, or putrid kind, 
fo equally blended, or running into one 
another by ſuch imperceptible gradation, that 
there is no particular ſpecies they can be re- 
ferred to. Thus extreme nauſea, and total 
loſs of ſtrength, which are diſtinguiſhing 
ſigns of the putrid fever, are often found 
along with great heat, and a quick, hard, and 
ftrong pulſe, which are pathognomic ſigns of 
the inflammatory fever. Theſe ſymptoms ap- 
pearing at the ſame time, are obvious proofs 
of both the nervous and vaſcular ſyſtem being 
morbidly affected; and hence ſuch fevers are 
properly ſtiled mixed fevers; hence, how- 
ever, the ſymptoms are combined, 


Wo 
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We mult take the indications of cure from 
thoſe ſymptoms which are moſt prefling, and 
appear to demand moſt the antiphlogiſtic, the 
cordial, and antiſpaſmodic, or the ſtrengthen- 
ing, and antiſeptic courſe: according as we 
happen to find the ſigns of inflammation, 
nervous diſturbance, or putrefactive diatheſis 
to be chiefly prevalent, 


SECT. WM 
REMITTENT FEVERS. 


Emittents are thoſe kinds of fevers, 
which, from the beginning to the end, 
never totally diſappear, but in every ſtage 
return at determinate times ; indeed, many of 
them, with chillineſs, or yawning, coldneſs, 
or ſome ſimilar ſpaſmodic effort, with a ſub- 
ſequent encreaſe of heat and other ſymptoms, 


without any evident cauſe, or procatartic prin- 
ciple. But ſometimes in their courſe they 
often ſo nearly reſemble continued fevers that 
they are not to be diſtinguiſhed but by the moſt 
attentive and accurate obſervation, They are 
indeed of a middle nature, between the con- 

- DS tinued 
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tinued and intermittent, partaking perhaps 
more of the nature of the laſt than firſt, from 
their yielding to nothing with ſo much cer- 
tainty as the bark, from their ariſing from 
the ſame cauſe, marſh miaſma; in the ſame, 
places, at the ſame ſeaſon of years, each * 
them being epidemic together; and very often 
in the ſame man, the ſame diſcaſe which ap- 
pears, ſometimes exhibits an intermittent 
type, ſometimes that of a remittent. 

Thefe fevers generally proceed in the . 
lowing manner: — They begin with yawning 
and ſtretching; nauſea, or bilious vomiting, - 
and a ſenſation of cold; then ſucceeds ex- 
treine heat, thirſt, pain of the head, back, 
and ſtomach; reſtleſsneſs; Cifliculty of breaths 
ing, and generally delirium. The pulſe is 
now hard, though ſeldom very full; the 
tongue white and moiſt; with a yellow neſs 
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very perceivable in the whites of the eyes, 
and ſometimes over the whole body. Theſe 


ſymptoms continue for two or three days ; 
ſometimes for five or fix; at length, a ſweat 
breaking out preſerves the patient, and renders 
him tolerably eaſy for a few hours - but: the 
fever again rekindles, ſometimes with, ſome- 

times 
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times without the cold fit. After the con- 
tinuance of a certain number of hours, diffe- 
rent in different ſubjects, this ſecond fit ſpends 
its force, and again remits; to which a third 
acceſſion of the uſual ſymptoms ſucceeds ; and 
in this manner the diſeaſe proceeds, till death, 
or perfect recovery. This will furniſh a ge- 
neral idea of remittents, which practical uti- 
lity divides but into two ſpecies, inflamma- 
tory and putrid. In the firſt the ſymptoms of 
exceſſive heat, thirſt, and pain, all run re- 
markably high, attended with a dry ſkin, and 


a ſtrong, full, and hard pulſe. In the laſt, 


the ſymptoms of nauſea, vomiting, oppreſſion, 
extreme weakneſs, and dejection; with diſ- 
colouring of the ſkin, and weak pulſe, ſhew 
plainly the putrefactive diatheſis.

Of the fimple Remittent Fever. 


IME moſt perfect of the fevers called re- 

mittents, is that which has received ſe- 
veral names, viz. bilious fever, marſh fever, 
autumnal, remittent ; yellow, - Weſt Indian, 


E 8 Bengal, 
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Bengal, and camp fever. It generally comes 
on ſuddenly, and begins with a ſenſe of de- 
bility, and a very great lowneſs of ſpirits. 
Theſe ſymptoms are attended with a greater 
or leſs degree of chillineſs, a giddineſs, nau- 
ſea, pains in the head and loins, and 
trembling of the hands; the countenance is 
pale, or has a yellow caſt, the ſkin is com- 
monly dry, the eyes dull, and ſometimes yel- 
low, the pulfe quick and fmall, and the 
breathing generally difficult: as the paroxyſm 
increaſes, the nauſea becomes more violent, 
or there is a vomiting of bile. Sometimes 
bile is alſo voided by ſtool. The tongue be- 
comes foul, a delirium follows; a ſlight moiſ- 
ture appears on the face, and from thence 
ſpreads to the other parts, and a remiſſian en- 
ſues. On the fever's remitting, the pate re- 
turns almoſt to its natural ſtate. 

This is the mildeſt degree of this fever; 
but when the diſorder gains ſtrength, or is 
very violent, the remiſſion is ſcarcely obvious, 
and is immediately followed by another pa- 
roxyſm, wherein all the ſymptoms are in- 
creaſed. The mouth, teeth, and inſide of 


the lips, are not only covered with a black 
8 cruſt, 
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_ eruſt, but the tongue becomes fo dry and ſtiff, 
that the patient's voice can ſcarcely be heard. 
And when the diſeaſe proves fatal, the matter 
of the different excretions becomes almoſt ca- 
daverous; the ſtools are involuntary, the pulſe 
quick, ſmall, and irregular; a cold ſweat is 
diffuſed over the whole body ; the face be- 
comes convulſed ; the patient is employed in 
feeling and picking the bed-cloaths ; then 
comes on a ſubultus tendinum, and convul- 
ſions, with which the ſcene cloſes. The 
more favourable ſymptoms are, livid or in- 
flammatory ſpots in the laſt ſtage of the diſ- 
eaſe, particularly on the breaſts, arms, or 
belly : the greater the number of petechiz, 
the more hope of an happy iſſue. A copious 
and univerſal perſpiration ; and the repeatedly 
voiding great quantities of urine, are very be- 
neficial. To theſe, as favourable prognoſtics, 
the abſence of the dangerous figns may be 
added. 
Men of ſtrong rigid fibres, and valetudi- 
narians, are very liable, in the hot dry months, 
to ſevere bilious fevers. In both the danger 
is great, but greateſt and moſt ſpeedily fo in 
the robuſt, Women, children, and thoſe of a 

b „ mm 
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tender habit are more rarely affected; nor are 
the ſymptoms in theſe patients ſo alarming. 

If the pulſe be full and hard, and the heat 
intenſe, bleeding may be performed; but this 
is to be ordered with ſome caution. Though 
the ſtrong tenſe pulſe, with laborious breath- 
ing, may indicate bleeding, and the patient 


feels himſelf more light and eaſy, his pulſe 


more ſoft and open, yet in a few hours, the 
ſymptoms will be more or equally violent, 
and the patient low, feeble, and very deject- 
ed, with rigors and an inſupportable load in 


the precordia, &c. This ſhoald be pecu- 


liarly attended to in hotter © climates. But 


when there is a ſtaring wildneſs of the eyes, 


with redneſs in them, inattention to the at- 


tendants, a profuſe bleeding at the noſe, a 
proneneſs to action, the pulſe low and feeble, 
pain in the hypogaſtric region, &c. a few 
ounces of blood may ſafely be taken away. 
After this CN if required, or if not, 


give the

After the evacuations, which ſhould be 
firſt upward, then downward, the faline 
draughts may be given, in order to bring the 
fever ſooner to a criſis, or to regular inter- 
miſſions. Every mitigated period ſhould be 
watched, and not a moment neglected, in 
which proper medicines may be given, to ſe- 
cure complete, though ſhort, remiſſions. To 


promote perſpiration, give the tartariſed anti- 


mony, in ſmall doſes with nitre, in any con- 


venient vehicle; if this fails, after giving a few 


doſes, add to each, a ſmall quantity of cam- 
phor; or join the mild antimonials with ipe- 
cacuanha and camphor ; and, if needful, 
immerſe the patient in a tepid bath of water 
and vinegar. As ſoon as a remiſſion is per- 
ceived, the bark is to be thrown in, repeated 
very frequently, and in a ſufficient large quan- 
tity, during each remiſſion, in ſuch a manner 
and form that a dram, or two ſcruples, may 
be given, and repeated every ſecond or third 
hour, ſo that five or ſix drams may be taken 
in the courſe of ten or twelve hours, leſt the 
opportunity ſhould be loſt of giving a ſuffici- 
ent quantity of the medicine; as the fits.

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about this period, that the bark is admiſlible, 


are apt to become double, and the fever to 
run into a continued form.

I the bark ſhould vomit, or purge, a few

dof One ounce and an half of the bark is 
generally ſufficient to put a ſtop to the fever; 
= but it is to be continued daily, though in 
1 ſmall doſes, till the patient has recovered his 
[| 0 ſtrength. 
E. The bark, though i it does not always imme- 
diately put a a ſtop to the progreſs of the fever, 
yet 
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yet it invigorates the ſyſtem, prevents the 
more dangerous ſymptoms, and brings on the 


criſis much ſooner, and with leſs diſtreſs than 


where things are left to themſelves, 
It is a miſtaken notion which has prevailed 
relative to the bark exerting too much ofa re- 


ſtringent power, and thus ſuppreſſing natural 


diſcharges ; for its exhibition has been ſuc- 
ceeded evidently by a laudable ſeparation in the 
urine, with warm, profuſe, univerſal ſweats, 
and plentiful bilious ſtools ; though it effec- 
tually reſtrains all thoſe premature and colli- 
quative ſweatings, which are common in theſe 
and intermitting fevers. 

The patient's drink may be pure water, 


toaſt and water, or barley- water, acidulated 
with lemon- juice, cream of tartar, or ſpirit of 


vitriol. The air in the patient's room ſhould 
be kept as pure and cool as poſſible, and he 
ſhould be as much expoſed to it, as he can 
well bear. 

A frequent repetition of ſome proper laxa- 
tive is neceſſary, to clear the alimentary canal 
from indurated, &c. colluvies, which are 
always generating during the progreſs of this 
difcaſe. If the milder laxatives fail, give five 
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grains of calomel with half a drachm of rhu- 
barb for one doſe, which, if neceſſary, may be 
aſſiſted with oily glyſters. Coſtiveneſs muſt 
be oppoſed with reſolution. 
Before we quit this ſubject, it is neceſſary 
to obſerve, that in cold climates, a too early 
uſe of the bark, in this fever, is hurtful ; but 
that in hot climates, ſuch as the Eaſt or Weſt 
Indies, unleſs recourſe be had to the bark on 
the very firſt intermiſſion, though imperfect, 
the fever is apt to aſſume a continued and 
dangerous form. 

In the remittents of an inflammatory type, 
too early an exhibition of the bark may be 


dangerous. Their cure ſhould be begun with 
bleeding, cooling purges, and ſmall doſes of 


antimonials, to break the force of the fever, 
and procure a remiſſion; then the bark may 
be given with advantage; but in thoſe of a 


putrid form, after proper evacuations have 


been made with .mild purgatives, ſuch as 
manna, ſal polychreſt, tartariſed kali, &c. 
and the nauſea and vomiting have been releiv- 
ed by repeated doſes of anti-emetic mixtures, 
the bark may be freely exhibited, which ge- 


nerally completes * cure. 
If 
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Tf this fever attacks a female patient, on or 
near the time of the menſtrual evacuation 
(which is moſt frequently the caſe) and either 
ſuppreſſes or prolongs that diſcharge, the 


event is generally fatal, unleſs relieved by free 


bleeding, or ſuch medicines as promote or re- 
ſtrain the diſcharge, (as one or the other is 
required.) Bleeding therefore is more ne- 
ceſſary in the firſt part of the diſeaſe, in ſuch 
caſes, than ever is obſerved with reſpect to 
men, and the more vigorous of cither ſex, 
who labour under this diſorder. 

Cleanlineſs is a great promoter of health, 
and a ſtrict obſervance of it in all inſtances 


is peculiarly refreſhing to the ſick, in this and 
all other diſorders of the putrid and the bilious 


kind.

Of the Angina Maligna, or Putrid ſore Throat, 


HIS fever is a putrid remittent of the 
eruptive ſpecies, accompanied with an 
ulcerated fore throat. It is epide nic at times 
in the different countries in Europe, very fatal 
7 | among 
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among children, and for the moſt part has for 


its aſſociate a ſcarlet effloreſcence on the ſkin. 
The inflammation is here more of the eryſipe- 
latous than of the phlegmonic kind. It comes 
on with a giddineſs of the head, chillineſs, or 
ſhivering, followed by great heat; and theſe 
interchangeably ſucceed each other during 
ſome hours, till, at length, the heat becomes 


- conſtant and intenſe. There is at the fame 
time a languor, ſickneſs, and vaſt oppreſſion ; 


the pulſe is ſmall and depreſſed, but extremely 
quick ; the breathing frequent, and Jaborious ; 
the ſkin exceſſively hot, but not perfectly dry 
the tongue moiſt, eſpecially toward the root, 
covered with a whitiſh, foft mucus, like 
cream. Sometimes a nauſea, a vomiting, or 
purging, or both, attend; there is a pain in 
the head, ſoreneſs of the throat; the eyes are 
inflamed and watery, as in the meaſles; there 
is a faintneſs and anxiety, together with a 
forid colour on the inſide of the throat and 
tonſils. Inſtead of this redneſs, a broad ir- 


regular ſpot, of a pale white colour, is ſome- 
times to be ſeen ſurrounded with a florid red; 


and on the ſecond or third day of the diſeaſe, 


the face, neck, breaſt, and hands, to the fin-

ny 
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ger ends, become of a deep eryſipelatous 
colour, with a ſenſible tumefaction; a great 
number of ſmall pimples, alſo, of a more in- 
| tenſe colour than that which ſurrounds them, 
appear on the arms, and other parts ; though 
the effloreſcence on the ſkin does not always 
accompany this diſeaſe ; when it does it gene- 
rally appears on the third day, but brings no 
relief; on the contrary, the oppreſſion, diffi- 
culty of breathing, and nauſea, increaſe often- 
times with purging ; and the patient, who 
by this time begins to grow delicious, is either 
conſtantly toſſing in bed, or lies in a comatoſe 
ſtate; the ſtrength, which hitherto has kept 
up more than might be expected, now en- 
tirely fails; the breathing becomes more la- 
borious, and ſwallowing difficult; and, be- 

fore the ſixth day, life ends by ſuffocation. 
The ſoreneſs of the throat is attended with 
ſloughs, and ulcerates, different from what 
happens in the aphthoſe fever; the parotid 
glands commonly ſwell, and are extremely 
painful; a delirium frequently comes on, with 
heat and reſtleſſneſs, eſpecially towards night; 
and a gentle and agrecable ſweat breaks out 
towards the morning, and a remiſſion enſues, 
| - which

which ſometimes gives this diſeaſe the ap- 
pearance of an intermittent: a faintneſs, ne- 
vertheleſs, ſtill attends; the pulſe is quick 
and ſmall; in ſome ſoft and full, but ſeldom 


hard. An offenſive bad taſte in the mouth is } 
perceived in this diſeaſe, and (in the other- [ 
wiſe weak and infirm, who are chiefly the 
_ ſubjects of it) an acute pain affects the head. 
The breath is infectious, and ſhould there- 
fore be guarded againſt. 1 
This fever moſt frequently occurs in the lat- 1 
ter part of the autumn; and attacks children 
and people with lax habits. j 
We ſhould allow ſtrong whey made with 3 
mountain, or any other rich wine, very freely ; b 
ſage tea; and, in caſe of great ſickneſs at the E 
ſtomach, mint tea, negus, or other acidulated 6 
drinks, will be uſctul, if they do not run off 
by ſtool. 1 
The patient ſhould be kept in bed mode - q 
rately warm. 4 
Bleeding ſhould be 3 with the great- : 
eſt caution, and nothing ſhould induce us to 4 
preſcribe it, without the inflammatory ſymp- ö 
toms run at the beginning extremely high; | 
for it 4iſpoſes the blood to run too rapidly into 
a pu- 
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a putreſcent diatheſis, and hurries on the fa- 
tal ſymptoms dependent on that cauſe. Indeed 
all evacuations, except gentle ſweats, are ge- 
nerally injurious in this diſorder; and there- 
fore, if a looſeneſs and vomiting ſhould come 
on, and prove violent, notwithſtanding the 
complaints in the throat, and other ſymptoms, 
may ſeem to indicate their utility, they ſhould 
be checked by ſtimulants and opiates. On 
the firſt attack of the diſeaſe, a vomit is high · 
ly falutary, not only in cleanfing the ſtomach 
and inteſtines of any ſordes which may be 
lodged there, and affiſt in aggravating the com- 
plaint, but by very often putting a total ſtop- 
to the diſeaſe. An emetic, therefore, ſhould 
be exhibited, and chamomile tea drank plen- 
tifully, by which means you may, in a great 
meaſure, ſtop the ſickneſs, and prevent a ſu- 
pervening looſeneſs, which very frequently 
| attends in this diſorder; and then order thus:

By this method the ſloughs will ſeparate, 
and the ſymptoms in general abate; but will 
leave the patient languid, weak, and low, 
with ſome hectic appearances. At this time 
it will be proper to order the cortex, with 
the addition of acid. vitriolic. dilutum, and pre- 
ſcribe aſſes milk, a country air, generous diet, 
and gentle exerciſe. * 


INTERMITTENT FEVERS, or AGUEs. 
1. Quotidian. 2. Tertain. 3. Quartan. 


* fever takes its name from there being 
total ceſſation of all febrile affection 
between the paroxyims : as in remittent fevers, 
there is only an abatement or mitigation of the 
ſymptoms; ſo in this, there is a total freedom, 
and the patient feels, during that interval, as 
it not oppreſſed with the diſeaſe. This fever 
has 
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has three regular ſtages, viz. the cold fit, 
the hot fit, and the ſweating. 

The firſt begins with yawning, ſtretching, 
pain in the back, and at the ends of the fin- 


gers; to theſe ſucceed great coldneſs and 


ſhivering, which laſt is ſometimes very vio- 
lent. There is alſo a difficulty of breathing, 
with great oppreſſion, nauſea, and frequent 
vomiting; the lips and cheeks are pale; the 
nails livid, and the whole ſkin ſhrivelled up, 
and contracted; the pulſe is weak but quick; 
and the urine, if any is made during this ſtage, 
is thin, crude, and diaphanous. 

This cold fit will ſometimes continue four 
or five hours, in other caſes not laſt longer than 
half an hour, butin general it remains between 
one and two hours; afterwards the hot fit 


commences, in which the ficknelſs, anxiety, 
and difficulty of breathing remain, but go off 


by degrees as the pulſe gets fuller and ſtronger ; 


along with the heat there is exceſſive thirſt, 


violent head-ach, and frequently delirium; 
ſometimes, in very dangerous caſes, a degree 
of ſtupidity, or coma. The breathing is quick, 


but free; the pulſe ſtrong, full, and rapid; 


the urine high eoloured.

How long this fit will continue is not cer- 


tain, it has no determinate period, but as a 


ſweat comes on, which generally does, all 
the febrile ſymptoms vaniſh, and appear to be 
carried off by this cuticular evacuation. Then 
ſucceeds the interval of eaſe, which is diffe- 
rent according to the ſpecies of the intermit- 
tent, which is commonly divided into the 
quotidian, the tertian, and the quartan. In 
the guotidian, there is a fit once in every twen- 


ty-four hours; in the tertian, there is an apy= 
rexy, or intermiſſion, for at leaſt twenty-four 


hours; and it is called a guartan, when the 
patient is two days free from the fever; and 
this is more difficult to cure than a tertian or 
quotidian, which laſt are often cured by 36 
of good bark. Quartans frequently extend 
from autumn to ſpring. An autumnal ague 
is more difficultly cured than a vernal. Quo- 
tidians, and double tertains, eſpecially when 
they anticipate the hour of their return, are 
apt to change into continual fevers, and are 
then attended with greater danger. 
Profuſe ſweats muſt never be promoted in 
the courſe of intermitting fevers ; for by ſuch 
methods you weaken your patient to ſuch a 
] F © degree 
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degree as to render the diſtemper dan gerous, 


and the cure difficult. , 

At. the beginning of fevers, it is very often, 
nay almoſt always, impoſſible to tell whether 
they will. turn out continual, remittent, or in- 
termittent; and, therefore, if any thing is 
neceſſary to be done, the ſtate of the conſti- 
tution will point of what nature it muſt be. 
If the pulſe is full, and the habit plethoric, 
bleeding will be required; if the ſtomach ap- 


pears loaded, or foul, an emetic ſhould be 


exhibited; and ſhould it fail to clear the in- 
teſtines, ſome proper purgative ſhould be 
given; or an emollient glyſter thrown up. 
Indeed a vomit ſhould ſcarce ever be omitted, 


when the fever has put on, and manifeſted 
its intermittent type. Four ſpoonfuls of the 


following may be given, and continued at pro- 
per intervals, till it has produced its effects:

By theſe means, very often the diſorder will 
be conquered ; but ſhould they fail, and the 
febrile affections {till keep their gfound, anti- 
monials, as in caſes of continued fevers, may 
be had recourſe to. Let the fever be of what 
nature it will, the method here laid down will 
be proper; but, if in ſome time it clearly 
ſhews it to be a ſpecies of intermittent, if the 


paroxyſm * regular, paſſing through the 
„ cold, 
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cold, hot, and ſweating ſtages, and the inter- 
miſſion 1s attended with an even, ſteady, ſoft 
pulſe, and a well-charged urine, we may 
boldly venture to throw in the bark ; but 
otherwiſe it is of great conſequence to be 
wary in the exhibition of it; as it, if not well 
timed, might be productive of very dangerous 
obſtructions.

It is neceſſary to obſerve, and ſhould be con- 
ſidered as a practical rule, that patients ſhould, 
during the intermiſſion, take as much bark 
as is ſufficient for the prevention of the return 


of the paroxyſm. Adults generally require 


from ſix to eight drams ; and the continuance 
of the apyrexy will point out the times in 
which it ought to be taken. In a quotidian, 
the bark ought to be given every ſecond hour; 
in a tertian, every third or fourth; in a quar- 
tan, the firſt day free from febrile affection, 
the medicine may be omitted; but the ſecond 
and third ſhould be taken every ſecond or 
third hour, 

This medicine, ie adminiſtered, ſel- 
dom fails to ftop the return of the fever in a 
ſhort time; then, in order to prevent a re- 
lapſe, after this has happened, the medicine 
thould ſtill be continued every fifth or fixth 
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hour for two or three days; then twice a a day 


for one week; and once a day for another ; 
the patient avoiding night air, and refraining 


from any ſort of food that. is cold, flatulent, 


and watery. 

Some ſtomachs will not bear the bark either 
in ſubſtance or decoction; in which caſe it may 
be agreeably taken in the following manner :

very bitter, aſtringent, and in ſome degree 
aromatic. 
When bark fails of curing, it has been ſaid 
to be owing either to its not being taken a 
ſufficient length of time, given in too ſmall 
doſes, or in an improper form. Six drams of 
bark in a julep, warmed with ſome ſpirituous 
water, is the moſt effectual mode; but if this 
cannot be ſubmitted to, and a quantity requiſite 
cannot be taken, bark glyſters may be given.

Pyrmont water, and riding on ben 
will aſſiſt much in ſecuring the body from 
farther attacks; and where the viſcera are per- 
fectly ſound, cold bathing may be of great 
uſe in preventing a return of theſe fevers; and 
the bark ſhould be taken at the end of every 
two or three weeks, and repeated at proper 
intervals occaſionally.

Pills made of cobwebs have been known to 
cure the ague. Indeed there are few diſor- 
ders that have ſuch a multiplicity of empirical 
remedies recommended for the cure; Dr. 
Lind has collected no. lefs than forty, in his 
Eſſay on Diſeaſes incidental to Europeans in 
Hot Climates, p. 297. 
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The firſt ſymptoms of the diſtinct ſort are 
like thoſe of moſt other fevers, a ſenſation of 
cold, ſhivering, great oppreſſion, nauſea, and 
vomiting, with pain in the head and back, 
exceſſive heat and thirſt, ſtraightneſs about the 
præcordia, drowſineſs, ſometimes a degree of 
delirium, and, in young children, convul- 
ſions, which in them are conſidered as a fa- 
vourable ſymptom. In ſtrong plethoric pa- 
tients the pulſe is frequent, full, and hard; 
the eyes red and ſparkling, the —_ moiſt and 
bb oh 

About the ſecond, third, or b day 
from the firſt ſeizure, little red ſpots are ſeen, 
like flea-bites, which feel hard in the ſkin, 
when preſſed with the finger ; which hard- 
neſs diſtinguiſhes them from other eruptions, 
particularly the. meaſles, which at their firſt 
appearance can ſeldom be felt in this manner, 
being rather effloreſcences, not elevating the 
cuticle ; and theſe ſpots appear on the face, 
hands, and fore part of the arm, neck, and 
upper part of the breaſt, ſucceſſively, attended 
with reſtleſſneſs. 

The pain, ſickneſs, oppreſſion, and fe- 
brile affections, decreaſe as the eruption ap- 


pears, 
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pears, and, except the ſkin continuing hot 
and moiſt, go off in a day or two. About the 
fixth day from the attack, the puſtules begin 
to ſwell, grow hot, and painful, and round 


their baſis the colour of the ſkin appears of a 
florid red; the whole.face, and particularly 


the eye-lids, are ſoon after ſo puffed up that 
the eyes are often cloſed; and the whole coun- 
tenance ſo changed and inflated, as to have 


ſcarcely any reſemblance of the natural fea- 


tures. Now the febrile ſymptoms begin to 
be rekindled, and encreaſe until the ninth, 
tenth, or eleventh day, according to the par- 
ticular circumſtances reſpecting the quantity 
of eruption, and ſeverity of the diſeaſe, The 
puſtules on the ninth day are at their ſtate ; 


and now the face and eye-lids ſwell ; and, if 


numerous, the eyes cloſe up; the hands alſo 
begin to tumefy ; the puſtules having many 
of them acquired the ſize of peas, and being 


arrived at complete maturation, and filled with 


yellowiſh pus, begin to turf of a dark colour, 
to dry, and become rough ; on the tenth day, 
on the face ; on the eleventh the ſwelling ſub- 
| ſides, and, as that happens, the hands- and 
feet puff up, and the puſtules do not fall till 
the 
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the fourteenth or fifteenth, when the puſtules 
begin to ſcale. off. 

In the confluent kind al the above FR 
are greatly aggravated ; the ſpots are more red, 
thick, and cloſe, and the ſpaces between 
them much more inflamed ; livid ſpots alſo 
frequently attend. This kind of pock firſt ap- 
pears about the fourth or fifth day, and comes 
to its ſtate about the fifteenth. The fever 
does not give way on the eruption, as in the 
diſtinct. A ſpitting, in adults, is a regular 
{ymptom in the confluent ſmall pox, from the 
ſixth day till after the criſis, the ſudden ſtop- 
page of which is attended with dangerous cir- 
cumſtances, unleſs it be ſucceeded by a re- 
markable ſwelling of the hands. A diarrhea, 
in children, often precedes this kind of ſmall

In caſes where the ſurface of the body i is, 
in a manner, entirely covered over with the 
eruption, and this hardening into a continued 
cruſt, what with the abſorption of the puru- 
lent matter, what with the offenſive ſordes 
from the inteſtinal canal, and what with the 
obſtruction of the cutaneous diſcharges, the 
blood again appears to be affected with a mor- 

185 bific 
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| bific acrimony, which raiſes a new fever, that 
Frequently deſtroys the patient, in ſpite of 


every effort to avert the fatal cataſtrophe. 
This ſecondary fever ought, . perhaps, rather 
to be attributed to the incomplete ſeparation 
and expulſion of the vairolous matter; and 
from hence, alſo, proceed nauſea, and want 
of appetite, hectic heat, inflammations of the 


eyes, œdematous ſwellings of the hands and 


feet, abſceſſes, and untoward ulcers, eſpecially 
in ſcrophulous habits, and fooliſhneſs, a de- 
gree of delirium, without fever, a cough, 

and other phthiſical ſymptoms. The ſureſt 
remedy for every one of theſe complaints is 
the cortex, as a tonic, an antiſeptic, and cor- 


rector of acrimony, and grand reſtorative, 


joined to a proper courſe of diet, change of 
air, and the prudent interpoſition of cathar- 
tics. 985 
The danger of this diſeaſe is generally eſti- 
mated by the number and nature of the 


puſtules, and chiefly by thoſe on the face; 
alſo, by the manner of their coming out; the 


more flow and regular their appearance, the 
more univerſal will be the ſeparation of the 


variolous matter. The fewer there are in the

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face, and about the throat, or on the breaſt, 
or the neck, the better. 

Where it is fatal, the patient generally dies 
on the eighth or ninth day, in the diſtinct 
kind; and on the eleventh in the confluent. 

The regimen ſhould be determined by the 
ſymptoms and ſeaſons of the year : the patient 
for inſtance, muſt be kept warmer in winter 
than in ſummer : a hot regimen, at all times, 
is now juſtly and univerſally exploded. 

The diet ſhould be light, and not heating; 
the apartment ſhould be kept cool, and the 
patient ſit up ſome hours every day, if the 
ſtrength will permit. 

The drink ſhould be cold water, or barley- 
water, milk and water, milk-porridge, bar- 
ley-gruel : ſmall white-wine whey, in ſome 
caſes, may be allowed. Attenuating arinks 
cannot be too much inculcatcd in either the 
diſtinct or confluent pock ; but, above all, the 
free admiſſion of pure air. | 

It appears obvious, that the final pox is to 
be treated according to the nature of the fever 
which accompanies it; if the diſeaſe ſhould 


ſeize people whoſe conſtitution labours under 
an inflammatory diatheſis, and have the ſymp- 
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toms of an inflammatory fever, copious bleed- 
ing, and that repeated if the ſymptoms do 


not abate on the firſt evacuation, is neceſlary 


antimonials in ſmall doſes, with nitre, and 
cooling ſub-acid drinks; and glyſters to 
empty the bowels. If, on, the contrary, thoſe 
of an oppoſite temperament, who have been 
exhauſted by previous diſorders, or who have 
weak and relaxed fibres, with a poor and thin 
ſtate of fluids, and ſhould ſteal on in a gradual 
way, like a nervous fever, we muſt endeavour 
to rouze the languid animal motions, by giv- 
ing warm wine, or ſtrong ſack-whey, with 
ſome drops of compound ſpirit of ammonia in 
each doſe ; and, on no account, to attempt 
to leſſen the quantity of blood, or give any 
thing that may bring on a number of looſe 
ſtools : a gentle emetic will be beneficial, as 
its action may not only tend to promote the 
eruption, but, alſo, by unloading the ſtomach, 
may remove the heavy ſickneſs, and relieve 


the anxiety.

Some greatly diſapprove of ſevere purges 
after the ſmall-pox, ſuppoſing that they bring 
on various diſeaſes; ſuch as ſcrophulous tu- 
mors, &c. It is moit certain we often find, 


where they have been neglected at proper in- 
| 64 tervals, 
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tervals, that many troubleſome diſorders en- 
ſue; ſuch as ſtrumous ophthalmies, ſwellings, 
&c. which, when they do happen, are beſt 


removed by alteratives and mild EVacuations, _ 


hut if ſuch complaints tnould ariſe, in ten- 
der habits, from too ſevere purging, or ſhould 


not ſubmit to the former method, we muſt 
have recourſe to the cortex, and to afles milk: 


perpetual bliſters, and, in grols, ſcrophulous 
ſubjects, iſſues, at the decline of this diſorder, 
will be of infinite ſervice.

Of INocuLATION. 


Noculation is the happieſt method of com- 
municating the ſmall-pox : yet, notwith- 
ſtanding the great ſucceſs that generally at- 
tends it, it requires preparation, with reſpect 


to the ſubject of inoculation, and diſcretion, 


with reſpect to the operator. The patients 
ſhould be found and healthy, or at leaſt ee 


from acrimonious khumours, 


The 
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The belt age is from two years, and ups 
wards ; as the proportion of children dying 
before that period ſhews how much they are 
liabie to diſeaſes of other kinds. Indeed very 
young children are ſubject to have a great 
number of puſtules, which always indicate 
danger. "Op 

As to the ſeaſons for inoculation, there is 
no reaſonable objection to be made to any, 
unleſs ſome epidemic ate of the air prevails. 

With regard to the preparation, the great 
point is thought to lie in reducing the patient 
if in high health, and in ſtrengthening him 
if weak; alſo to clear the bowels from all 
crudities. In order to effect this, it is proper 
to abſtain from all animal food, broths, but- 
ter, cheeſe, eggs, ſpices, and fermented li- 
quors; and enter upon a diet of puddings, 
gruel, ſago, milk, rice, fruit, greens, po- 
tatoes and vegetables; with the uſe of tea, 
coffee, and chocolate. This courſe is to be 
purſued for a week or ten days; during which 
time he is to take three preparative pills; or 
the medicine may be given in the form of a 
powder, and taken in currant-jelly or ſyrup, 
going to reſt; and the next morning purged

or ninth day; and the inoculation ſhould be

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off with a doſe of Glauber's ſalt diſſolved in 


barley-water or water-gruel. 

The ficſt doſe thould be given at the en- 
trance of this courſe; the ſecond, three or 
four days after ; and the third, on the eighth 


performed the day after the laſt doſe has been 
taken. Some caſes may occur, of weakly 
patients, where the above plan, both as to 
diet and medicine, may be diſpenſed with; 
and boiled chicken or any light food may very 
judiciouſly be adminiſtered : and where a few 
alteratives, ſuch as æthiops, for ſome days, 
with a gentle purge or two, may be ſufficient. 

The preparative medicine is to be compoſed 
of prepared calomel, and crabs' claws, of each 
eight grains, and one eighth part of a grain of 
tartariſed antimony. Theſe ſhould be inti- 
mately mixed in a glaſs mortar. This quan- 
tity is a full doſe Tor a healthy man or woman; 
and it. muſt be regulated in proportion to the 
age and conſtitution. 

For girls of ten or twelve years I have com- 
monly given three grains of calomel, and three 
of crabs' claws, and one fixteenth part of a 
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Notwithſtanding what has been ſaid on pre- 
paration, previous to inoculation, it mult be 
acknowledged that many eminent practitioners 
now doubt its efficacy, and boldly inoculate 
all perſons in health without any previous 
preparation. Perhaps this method is not leſs 
ſuccefsful, but it will ſcarcely ever be ſo ac- 
ceptable to the patients or their friends, ſim- 
plicity and want of myſtery being always diſ- 
liked by the majority of mankind. 


As to the manner of communicating the in- 


ſection; a little of the matter is to be taken 


from the place of inſertion, if the patient is 
under inoculation, or from a puſtule, if in 
the natural way, on the point of a lancet. 
This is to be introduced in that part of the 
arm where iſſues are cut, deep enough to paſs 


through the ſcarf-ſkin, and juſt to touch the 


{kin itſelf, It is in general proper to make 
two of theſe punctures, cloſe to each other, 
in order to render the infection mote certain. 
Neither bandage, plaſter, or covering is to 
be applied. 

Many recommend the taking the matter in 
a crude ſtate, or during the eruptive fever; 
and it ſeems indifferent whether it be from a 


patient 
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patient who has the ſmall-pox in the nataral 
way, or by inoculation. 

About the third day after the operation, the 
mall punctures appear inflamed. At that 
period it will be proper to give three grains of 
prepared calomel, and as much crabs claws, 
with one-tenth part of a grain of tartariſed an- 
timony, very intimately mixed, going to reſt, 
in the form of a powder or pill; purging the 
patient next day briſkly with jalap or vitriolated 
matron, This ſhould be repeated about the 
fixth or ſeventh day, and by many is again 
practiſed during the eruption, About the fixth 
or ſeventh day, pains come on in the arms, 
which indicate the eruption ; then follow 
pains in the head, back, loins, &c. with a 
fetid breath, and bad taſte in the mouth. 
And now, the eruption being completed, 
little remains to be done, but to give a gentle 
haxative draught of infuſion of ſena and manna 
with 31. or 51. of tartariſed kali, provided 
the feveriſh ſymptoms run high. 

Should the ſmall wounds not appear inflam- 
ed, but remain pale and flat about the edges, 
with other unfavourable appearances, then the 

powder 
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powder or pill firſt ordered muſt be given 
over- night, and purged off next day. 7 

At this period it is indiſpenſably neceſſary 
to keep the patient out of bed, and to let him 
have as much free air as potlble, either by 
walking out, or (if the weather forbids that) 
by having the windows up, and that he be 
kept in gentle motion. Frequent caſes have 
occurred of very tender, delicate girls, who 
chuſe rather to ſit by the fire than move about; 
yet, upon their having a window thrown up, 
and 2 glaſs of cold water given them, even 
when the fever ran high, pleaſing ſenſations 
of relief were the immediate conſequence. 
The ſucceſs of inoculation depends greatly 
upon this method of keeping the patient out 
of bed, and expoling him to the cold air during 
the eruptive fever. 

I have inoculated with matter during the 
eruptive fever, and with matter taken in the 
mature ſtate ; but am not able to determine 
which is preferable, both having anſwered 
equally well. 

I have never had a boil or - ſwelling of any 
kind fo much complained of in this new me- 
thod of inoculation : yet have had frequent 

experience 
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experience of very troubleſome 8 gs in 
the old way. 


Three doſes of phyſic, after the eruption is 


gone, ſeem neceſſary to be given at proper 
periods. 


After the completion of the eruption, the 


1 antimonial medicine is recommend- 


ed to be taken at proper intervals, till the 


puſtules are brought to their height; and any 
light, purging apozem may be uſed to pro- 
cure a ſtool or two every day. 

The patient, during this ſtage, if he be ſo 
unfortunate as to have many puſtules, a thing 
which happens but rarely with ſkilful opera- 
tors, ſhould not be raſhly carried into the open 


air, becauſe nature may ſtand in need, and 


often does, of reſt and nouriſhment ; there- 


fore, lying on the bed, and being at eaſe, 
A plea- 


muſt be the buſineſs of this ſtate. 
fant drink is ordered, at this period of the 


difeaſe, by ſome experienced inoculators, to 


be made with one part of diluted vitriolic 
acid, and two parts of ſp. ætheris vitriol. 
Half an ounce of this is to be added to three 


pints of barley-water, or as much pectoral 
decoction, 
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decoction, and is uſed to much advantage as 
common drink. BE 

To conclude ; the preparation in full ha- 
bits of body ſeems moſtly neceſſary ; but in 
others it may be omitted: and inoculation 
has been as ſucceſsful, where it has been per- 
formed after one calomel pill and a doſe of 
phyſic, as after the long courſe. The laxa- 
tive ſtate of the body, with pure and cool air, 
during the eruptive period, appear always ne- 
ceſſary: and theſe, contrary to former practice, 
are intended to abate any feveriſh ſymptoms, 
which are now looked upon as the greateſt 
enemy, inſtead of nature's friendly agent as 
heretofore, 


G HA it 
Of the Swin? and Chicken Pox. 


HE ſwine and chicken-pox are of a 
milder nature than the ſmall-pox, and 
differ but in the name. 
Theſe pocks break out in many without any 
illneſs, or previous ſign ; in others they are 
preceded by a little degree of chillineſs, laſ- 


ftude, cough, broken ſleep, wandering pains, 
loſs 


— 
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top of molt of them, there is a very ſmall 


little drop of liquor contained in the veſicle 


loſs of appetite, and feveriſhneſs for three 
days. Moſt of the eruptions are the common 


ſize of the. ſmall- POX, but fome are leſs ;. they 
are not conflucnt or numerous. On the firſt 
day they are reddiſh ; on the ſecond, on the 


bladder a the ſize of a millet-ſeed: this 
1s ſometimes full of a watery, colourleſs, 
ſometimes of a yellowiſh liquor, contained 
between the cuticle and ſkin, On the ſe- 
cond, or at the fartheſt on the third day from 
the beginning of the eruption, as many of 
theſe pocks as are not broken, ſeem arrived 
at their full maturity; and thoſe which are 
fulleſt of that yellow liquor very much re- 
ſemble what the genuine ſmall-pox are about 
the fifth or ſixth day, eſpecially where there 
happens to be a larger ſpace than ordinary 
occupied by the extravaſated ſerum. When 
the little bladder is burſt by accident or rub- 
bing, as happens ſometimes on the firſt day, 
there forms a thin ſcab, and the ſwelling of 
the other part abates without its ever being 
turned into pus, as it is in the fmall-pox. 
The few which eſcape being burſt, have the

at the top of them turn yellow and thick, 
and dries into a ſcab: On the fifth day of the 
eruption, they are almoſt dried; arid covered 
with a flight cruſt. The patients ſcatce ſuffer 
any thing through the whole progreſs of the 
illneſs, except ſome languidneſs of ſtrength; 
ſpirits, and appetite. A proper regimen, 
with plenty of dilution; ſeems to be the chief 
intention neceflary for the cure; with a few 
mild purges. The principal marks by which 
the chicken-pox may be diſtinguiſhed from 
the ſmall-pox are; the appearance on the ſe- 
cond or third day from the eruption of the 
veſicle full of ſerum upon the top of the pock, 
and the cruſt which covers the pocks on the 
fifth day ; at which time thoſe of the ſmall- 
pox are not at the heighth of their ſuppuration. 


| Thoſe who have once had the chickeri-pox 
are not capable of having it again. It is pro- 
per to remark here; that they ſometimes are 


ſo large, and come to ſuch maturity, as to be 
miſtaken for the ſmall-pox. Theſe inſtances 
have given riſe to the ſuppoſition of ſome per- 
ſons having had the true ſmall-pox a ſecond 
time; and where inoculators have been fo 
unwary as to take infection from them, have; 

H beſides 
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beſides injuring t the reputation of the practice, 
occaſioned ſome falling ſacrifices to a fatal ſe- 
curity. The predominant epidemic, and the 
way in which the infection had been received, 
ſhould ever be enquired into before infection 
is taken from a natural ſmall-pock, attended 
with a very few eruptions. 

Thhere is a cutaneous diſeaſe believed to be 
2 more malignant kind of chicken-pox, and 
thus deſcribed : the diſorder is preceded for 
three or four days by all the ſymptoms which 
forerun the chicken-pox, but in a much 
higher degree ; on the fourth or fifth day the 
eruption appears with very little abatement of 
the fever; the pains likewiſe of the limbs and 
back {till continue, to which are joined pains 
of the gums. The pocks are redder than the 
chicken-pocks, and ſpread wider, and hardly 
riſe ſo high; at leaſt not in proportion to their 
ſize, Inſtead of one little head or veſicle of a 
ſerous matter, theſe have from four to ten or 
twelve. They go off juſt like the chicken- 
pox, and are diſtinguiſhable by the ſame 
marks ; beſides which, the continuance of the 
pains and fever after the eruption, and the de- 
gree of both theſe, though there be not above 
twenty 
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twenty pocks, are what never happen in the

Of the Meaſles. 
T* meaſles are known by the appearance 


of ſmall eruptions, reſembling tlea-bites, 
over the face and body; but particularly about 


the neck and breaſt, not tending to ſuppura- 


: 


tion. Many of theſe ſpots ſoon join, and. 


ſmaller, which inflame the ſkin, and produce 
a very perceptible ſwelling of the face; each 


ſmall ſpot is raiſed a little above the ſurface, 


eſpecially in the face, where they are mani- 


form only a roughneſs. 


form red ſtreaks, or ſuffuſions, larger or 


feſt to the touch; in the limbs and trunk they 


The ſigns are a general nen chil- 
lineſs, and ſhivering, pain in the head, in 


grown perſons; but, in children, a heavi- 


neſs, and ſoreneſs in the throat, fever, ſick- 
neſs, and vomiting, as happen in moſt fe- 
vers; but the chief characteriſtic ſymptoms 


are, a heavineſs about the eyes, with ſwelling, 
H 2 inflam- 
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inflammation, and a defluxion of ſharp tears, 
and great acuteneſs of ſenſation, ſo that they 
cannot bear the light without pain, together 
with a diſcharge of ſerous humour from the 
noſtrils, which produces ſneezing. The 
heat, and other febrile ſymptoms, encreaſe 
very rapidly; to which ſucceeds a frequent 
and dry cough, a ſtuffing, great oppreſſion, 
and oftentimes retching to vomit, with vio- 
lent pains in the loins, and ſometimes a looſe- 
neſs ; at other times there is great ſweating, 
the tongue foul, and white; the thirſt very 
great, and in general the fever runs much 
higher than in the milder fort of the regular 
ſmall-pox. The eruptions appear about the 
fourth or fifth day, and ſometimes about the 
end of the third. On the third, or fourth 
day, from their firſt appearance, the redneſs 
diminiſhes, the ſpots, or very ſmall paſtules, 
dry up, the cuticle peels off, and is replaced 
by a new one. The ſymptoms do not go off 
on the eruption, as in the ſmall-pox, except 
the vomiting; the cough and head-ach con- 
tinue, with the weakneſs and defluxion on 
the eyes, and a conſiderable degree of fever.

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On the ninth, or eleventh day, no trace of 


redneſs is to be found, but the ſkin aſſumes 


its wonted appearance; yet without there 
have been ſome conſiderable evacuations, 


either by the ſkin, kidneys, or by vomiting, 


the patient will not recover ſtrength, but the 
cough will continue, the fever return with 
new violence, and bring on great diſtreſs and 
danger. A fimilar method nearly as in the 
ſmall-pox is here requiſite ; only in this caſe 
the patient ſhould be in a moderately warm 
air, keep in bed, uſe great quantities of weak 


tepid drink, dilution being very requilite, as 


the diſeaſe is attended with inflammation ; . 


eſpecially of the lungs. 


Bleeding is abſolutely neceſſary, if the fever 
be high, the pulſe hard, the load and oppreſ- 
ſion heavy, and all the ſymptoms violent, 
and, if poſſible, before the appearance of the 
eruption : however, if it has not been dane 
before, it muſt nevertheleſs by no means be 
neglected, or muſt be largely repeated, accord- 
ing to the urgency of the caſe; for as the lungs 
are chiefly concerned in this diſtemper, great 
regard muſt be had to them ; and if the head 
and cheſt are much affected, blood ought to 

3 be 
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be drawn from the feet in preference to the 
arm. | 
Vomits are to be uſed with great caution 
here, as the blood is much agitated, and the 
pulmonary veſſels much weakened by cough- 
ing. Though ſmall doſes of antimonials 
ſhould be given every fix or eight hours, and 
thin acidulated liquids be drank freely, and if 
Goſtive, a gliſter given every day; and, indeed, 
the meaſles, in their dangerous ſtate, ought 
in general to be confidered merely as a  perip=- 
neumony, 

The pediluvium i is ſometimes of uſe to re- 
lieve the head and cheſt; and fteams of hot 
water received into the lungs, are often of 
ſervice in relicving the cough and ſoreneſs of 
the throat.

At the turn of this diſeaſe, when peripneu- 
monic ſymptoms come on, gentle purging is 
neceſſary: if the cough be conſiderable, and 
the fever attended with a difficulty of breath- 
ing, bleeding ſhould be again repeated, eſpeci- 
ally if the ſymptoms be urgent. 

The belly ſhould be kept ſoluble, and a 
bliſter applied between the ſhoulders, and 
made perpetual, if the cough continues ob- 
ſtinate. Iſſues between the ſhoulders, or a 

"6 ſeton, 
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ſeton, are alſo of infinite ſeryice; and the an- 
timonial powder ſhould þe often repeated, as 
preſcribed in the hooping-cough. Repeated 
ſmall bleedin gs are here alſo neceſſary. 

An anodyne draught ſhould be given every 
night, of ſyr. papaveris albi pro ratione æta- 
tis.—If all theſe methods prove ineffectual, 
order the following decoction: a

Where the blood is in 
a weak diſſolved Rate, abſtain from bleeding 
and give aſſes milk, provided the hectic heat 
be not too great; alſo preſcribe the bark, 
country air, butter-milk, goats whey, and 
order ſmall doſes of the tinctur. opii every 
pight going to reſt. | 

A looſeneſs ſucceeding the meaſles will 
often give way to bleedin g. It is by ſome 
ingenious 
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ingenious phyſicians” reckoned a great error to 

urge immediately after the meailes, as this 
diſeaſe is ſuppoſed by them to be occafioned 
by a light active poiſon thrown on the ſkin; 
and which, after the diſappearance, ought 
rather to be carried off by a natural perſpira- 
tion, or gentle diaphoreſis. Cooling lenitive 
medicines are always neceflary after this ma- 
lady, to carry off the remaining inflammatory 
ſtate of the humours ; and perhaps no diſeaſe 
requires a longer continuance of laxative or 
gently purging medicines. Others depend 
much on an early uſe of bliſters, and gene- 
rally obſerve that, by the following treatment, 
the uſual bad conſequences are entirely pre- 
vented: Apply a bliſter, and continue its 
diſcharge from the firſt appearance of the diſ- 
eaſe; keep the bowels lax, alſo from the be- 
ginning and throughout; and for common 
drink give a ſmall proportion of brandy with 
water. The bliſter is ſaid to prevent the eyes 
from being affected, to moderate the cough, 
and prevents the diſeaſe from ſettling on the 


CHAP. 
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CHAP IV. 
Of the Scarlet Fever. 


H Is fever takes its name from the ſcar- 
let effloreſcence which appears on the 


{kin of the whole body, not riſing above the 
ſurface, attended with heat, dryneſs, and 


itching, It commences with a chillneſs and 
ſhivering like other fevers, but without great 
fickneſs; and theſe are ſucceeded by heat, 


thirſt, and head-ach ; ſometimes in a very 


moderate degree, at others more violent. 
The {kin is covered with red ſpots, more nu- 
merous, much broader, of a fuller red, but 


Jeſs uniform than thoſe of the meaſles. Af- 


ter two, three, or four days, the effloreſ- 


cence diſappears, the cuticle peels off, and 


there remains a kind of branny ſcales, diſ- 


perſed over the body, which ſometimes re- 


appears two or three times. 


It generally appears towards the end of 
ſummer, and particularly attacks children, 
Where the diſeaſe appears in this fimple 


ſtate, there is little required from art, but 
the 
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the kindly warmth of the bed, confining the 


patient to diluent drinks, abſtaining from all 
fleſh, and giving a gentle cathartic or two at 
the cloſe of the diſtemper, when the ſkin is 


entirely peeled of and the ſymptoms vaniſhed, 


But 5YDEXHAM obſerves, ** that at the be- 
« pinning of the eruption epileptic convul- 
* flons, or coma, ſometimes happen to young 
< perſons and children; then it is highly pro- 
per to apply a large and ſtrong bliſter to the 
neck, and immediately exhibit a paregorie 
* of ſyrup of white pappies, which is to be 
6 repeated every evening during the illneſs, and 


„ milk boiled with three times the quantity of 


water muſt be given for ordinary drink, and 
* abſtinence from animal food enjoined. Some» 
times alſo the red eruption is intermixed with 
itching blotches like the ſtingingof nettles. The 
fever here is not uſually more ſevere nor di- 
ſtreſſing than where theſe do not make theix 
appearance, and requires no interpolition, 
except the fever runs high; then bleeding and 


the antiphlogiſtic method may be had recourſe 


to. i 
But the ſcarlet fever ſometimes puts on a 
very malignant appearance, It then attacks 
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with a chillineſs, languor, ſickneſs, and OP» 
preſſion; theſe are ſucceeded by great heat, 
nauſea, and vomiting, with a ſoreneſs in the 
throat, a ſmall quick pulſe, and a frequent 
and laborious breathing. The tonfils appear 
inflamed and ulcerated, though not much 
ſwelled ; and on the third day the effloreſcence 
appears, but without any relief. When it 
proves fatal, it generally terminates, by a ſuf- 
focation, before the ſixth day. 
This dangerous kind of the ſcarlet fever 


requires great caution and judgment in the 


method of cure. Bleeding can hardly be or- 
dered with ſafety, but if inflammatory ſymp- 
toms ſhould prevail fo as to indicate that eva- 
cuation, it muſt be made by ſcarifying, and 


afterwards applying cupping-glaſſes betwixt 
the ſhoulders, and repeating the operation as 
occaſion requires. The ſame precaution is 
alſo neceſſary in promoting ſtools ; for anti- 


monials, which are frequently ſo ſucceſsful 


in other fevers, in this frequently bring on 
violent and dangerous purging: however, the 


body, if coſtive, muſt be kept open by gentle 


and emollient clyſters. A bliſter ſhould be ap- 


plied between the ſhoulders, and another 
is round 
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round the throat, if neceſſity requires it. If 
a putreſcent diatheſis be highly predominant, 

the chief dependence muſt be on the cortex, 

joined with ſnake-root, and cordials. If the 
bark ſhould run off by ſtool, three, four, or 
five drops of tinct. opii may be added to each 
doſe. See * Maligna. 


S HAP. V. 
O the Eryfipelatoſs Fever. 


HE eryſipelatoſe fever is a ſuperficial 

inflammation, cauſed by a ſharp, hot, 
acrid humour in the blood; and begins with 
a ſhivering and loſs of ſtrength, and may ariſe 
from a too ſudden cooling after great heat. In 
general it is termed er ſipelas, or St. Anthony's 
fire; and is called by ſome a blight. 

This fever is generally preceded by cold and 
ſhivering, and ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, reſt- 
leſſneſs, and other febrile ſymptoms. The 
face, if that ſhould be the ſeat of the com- 
plaint, ſwells ſuddenly with great pain, and a 
gloſſy, ſhining redneſs, inclining to yellow; 
abundance of ſcurf or ſmall pimples appear, 
which often riſe into little bliſters, and ſpread 
„ conſider- 
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conſiderably over the whole head, the eye- 


lids in the mean time being cloſed up by the 
ſwelling, which is puffy; a difficulty of 
breathing ſometimes attends. The pain, 


ſwelling, and other ſymptoms, conduce to the 


increaſe of the fever, till both are taken off 
by judicious management. The hot ſtage is 


frequently attended with a confuſion of the 
head, and ſome degree of delirium; almoſt 


always with drowſineſs, and perhaps a coma. 
The ſurface of the ſkin in the bliſtered places 
ſometimes become livid and blackiſh. The 
inflammation uſually continues for eight or 
ten days, with the fever and other ſymptoms. 
In the progreſs of the complaint, the delirium 
and coma attending ſometimes go on increaſ- 
ing, and the patient dies apoplectic, on the 


ſeventh, ninth, or eleventh day of the diſeaſe; 
but if not, the inflammation, after having 


affected a part, commonly the whole of the 
face, and perhaps the other internal parts of 


the head, ceaſes, as does alſo the fever; and 


without any evident criſis the patient reco- 

vers. e 5 
Great care and attention is required in the 
eure of this complaint; not to ſink the fever 
6 | too 
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too low by immoderate evacuations, ner pre- 
vent the diſcharge of the morbific matter by 
the imprudent application of cold or aſtringent 
ſubſtances, as there is evidently an acrimonious 


humor thrown off from the blood, and de- 
poſited in the inflamed veſſels of the _ 


from whence it ought to exude. 


Though if attended with much fever, which 
it frequently is, bleeding is requiſite; but in 
the common milder ſort, gentle lenient purg- 


ing will be ſufficient, but muſt be repeated. 


There is not, perhaps, an acute diſtemper, 
which allows of theſe purges more freely than 
this, more particularly where the ſwelling has 
ſeized the head and face. After which,

But ſhould the ſwelling ſuddenly fink, and 
the acrid humor appear to ſtrike in, oppreſ- 
ſion or anxiety come on, and the pulſe grow 
weak ; or when it is in the face, attended with 
a low pulſe and a degree of malignancy, bliſter 
the nape of the neck, or between the thoul- 
ders. Wine ſhould be given with freedom ;

Beware of topical applications. Camphor, 
perhaps, would be no contemptible medicine 
here, preſcribed to be uſed both internally as 
well as externally. 

Flannels wrung out of a foamy decoction 
of elder-flowers, with the addition of a little

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of the liniment. ſaponac. atid applied warm, 
have been recommended ſtrongly; but at pre- 
ſent it is generally allowed that it may be tlie 
ſafeſt and the beſt to apply a piece of ſmooth. 
linen rag only over the part, inipregnated 


with flour, or dry meal, particularly when a 
thin watery humour weeps from the little ye- 


ſications attending eryſipetaloſe inflammation 
and all greaſy and reſinous applications are to 
be carefully avoided. 


CHAP. Vt. 
Of the Miliary Fever. 

T HE miliary fever takes its name from 

the puſtules or bladders, reſembling in 
ſhape and ſize the ſeeds of millet. There are 
two kinds of miliary eruption, the white and 
the red, termed by medical writers; purpura 
alba, & purpura rubra: but the two are often 
intermixed ; though in both the contained fluid 
has a ſouriſh ſmell, and is ſaid to have a very 
acrid taſte, This fever, like other eruptive 
fevers, may be of different kinds, either of 


the ſunply continued, the inflammatory, pu- 
. trid, 
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trid, or nervous; when accompanied by the 
firſt it is generally of the mildeſt fort, for in 
this, before the eruption, the ſymptoms are 
moderate, no great pain, thirſt, or ſickneſs ; 
the pulſe rather depreſſed and hard ; till the 
third or fourth day theſe increaſe, when the 
eruption makes its appearance, chiefly on the 
neck, back, and breaſt, preceded by a copious 
ſweat, of a ſouriſh ſmell, a tingling ſenſation 
in the ſkin, particularly in the fingers, and an 
itching in thoſe places where the miliary erup- 
tion is moſt plentiful. The eruption, replete 
with ſerum, having an inflammatory appear - 
ance, round the bottom of the ſmall veſicles, 
is generally completed in thirty hours. The 
patient, all the febrile ſymptoms now ſubſiding, 
ſweats plentifully, makes higher coloured 
urine, the pulſe becoming at the ſame time 
gradually full, ſoft, and equal; and at the eng 
of ſeven days the eruption dies, and falls off 4 
5 in ſcales. But when the fever js of the inflam- I 
il matory type, the inflammatory ſymptoms, 
notwithſtanding the eruption, go on increaſ- | 
ing, the pulſe continues quick and hard ; the 
urine pale and watery ; the tongue dry and 
white ; the face puffed up, and the head tor- 
2 . mented 
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mented with ſevere internal pain; inceſſant 
toſſing, and inability to ſleep. When of the 
ſlow nervous, the pulſe is weak, quick, and 
unequal ; urine ſometimes turbid, ſometimes 
clear; the voice trembling, the tendons ſtart; 
the head is confuſed, the ſweats are clammy, 
with a diſagreeable ſmell, the eruption. never 
coming out, but appearing to lurk in the 
ſkin, without any fign of inflammation, or 
remarkable degree of heat. This fever con- 


tinues at leaſt three weeks, and is very apt to 


return. 
When of the putrid, it is often attended 


with petechiæ, and always with ſuch ſymp- 


toms, as have been deſcribed in caſes of putrid 


fever. (Page. 32.) 


The miliary fever frequently attacks delicate 


women after lying in. Some think that the 


miliary eruptions are merely accidental, not 
produced by any ſpecific acrimony, whilſt 
others maintain the contrary opinion, and 
conſider it a diſtinct ſpecies, and not to be 
confounded with the petechial or ſpotted 


fevers, which are only varieties of the putrid. 


However, with reſpect to the cure, we muſt 


advert to the nature of the ſymptoms.

too warm. | 
When a violent pain in the head, coma, or 
delirium, attends, a bliſter ſhould be imme- 
diately applied betwixt the ſhoulders, it may 
be repeated as in the cure of nervous fevers, 
for it is allowed that in no febrile affection do 
bliſters anſwer every good purpoſe more per- 
fectly than in this ſpecies of the miliary ; but 
Sn in 
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in that accompanied with putridity, they can- 
not be expected to be of any material ſervice, 
for when this happens, the cortex 85 wine 


are the chief remedies. 


There is one ſymptom which often a accom- 
panies this fever, and requires great ſagacity 
in properly conducting the patient under it; 
that is a purging ; for though its continuance 
to exceſs may contribute greatly to imbecili- 
tate the canſtitution, Rill if it is improperly 
checked by aſtringents, all the febrile ſymp- 
toms will certainly be aggravated. In this 
ſituation we are to ſupport the ſtrength by 
vinous cordials, and divert the fluids to the 
ſurface by ſmall doſes of ipecacuanha, united 
with ſome abſorbent.

f the Aphihoſe Fever, or 7. bruſh. 
T HIS diſeaſe makes its appearance by 


little ulcerations in the mouth and fau- 
ces, of a white colour, affeting much the 
tonfils and uvula; and ſometimes they have a 
yellow appearance. They are very fre- 


quently met with in young children, and are

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perhaps generally owing, in thoſe tender ſub - 
jects, to acidities in the prime viz. In adults 
this complaint is frequently accompanied with 
miliary eruptions ; and may properly be ſaid to 
be an effect of this fever; but the true aph- 
thous fever may be thus deſcribed. There is 
a phlyctænous eruption ſeizing the internal ſu- 
perficies of the mouth, but the ſpots are ſmall 
and roundiſh, very painful in the palate, in 
the tongue of the ſame colour ; the apex per- 
forated, which little ulcers, the cuticle being 
abraded, creep, and are very painful; thence 
in ſwallowing, ſucking, and with adults in 
chewing, give great uneaſineſs. There is 
very often no fever, or a very ſmall degree, 
unleſs the aphtha ſhould be complicated with 
the ſmall pox, &c. The colour of theſe is 
various; commonly they are white in the 
middle, red in the circumference; in the 
tongue of the ſame colour. But in the malig- 
nant aphthe, the papulæ are brown, yellow, 
black, livid. 
In this diſorder, for bete nothing avails 
| more than a little magneſia and rhubarb, with

CHAP. I. 


H 1 Si is a kind of condiinied 1 which 

gradually, after the manner of chronic 
Giſcaſes, and without any remarkable proſtra- 
tion of ftrength, and with a ſlight encreaſe of 
frequency i in the pulſe, is apt to run on for 
many weeks, nay months, with the pulſe 
becoming quicker after eating, This fever 
has been called irregular intermittent, ſympto- 
matic, and the fever of ſuppurations ; though 
it does put on the appearance of an intermit- 
tent, and by common obſervers is ſometimes 
miſtaken for it, yet it is clearly different; for 
even in the cleareſt remiſſion, and during the 


ſtate 
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ſtate of the greateſt quietude between the fits, 
1 there is uſually a feveriſh quickneſs perceptible 
bw in the pulſe, which ſeldom fails to exceed the 
utmoſt limit of a healthy one, by at leaſt ten 
5 ſtrokes in a minute, hence the diſtinction is diſ- 
coverable. The chilneſs of this fever is ſome- 
times ſucceeded by heat, and ſometimes im- 
i mediately by a ſweat, without any interme- 
diate ſtate of heat, and the heat will ſome- 
if times come on without any remarkable chill- 
'i neſs previous to it ; and the chillneſs has been 
„ obſerved to go off without being followed by 
* | heat or ſweat. The duration of theſe ſtages 
'i is ſeldom the fame for three fits together, — 
The hectic patient is little or not at all relieved 
by the coming on of the ſweat, but is often as 
anxious and reſtleſs in the ſweat, as in the chill - 
neſs and heat. When the ſweat is over the 
fever will ſometimes continue, and in the 
middle of the fever the chillneſs will return, 
ü which is a moſt certain mark of this fever. 
* This hectic will return with great exactneſs, 
'* | like a quotidian, tertian, or quartan, for two, 
"kk perhaps three fits together, ſeldom or never for 
four; and the fit will now and then keep off 
for tenor twelve days, and at other times, eſpe- 
* 2 - : cially 
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cially when the patient is very ill, it will re- 
turn fo frequently on the ſame day, that the 
chillneſs of a new fit will follow immediately 
the ſweat of the former. Pains like the rheu- 
matiſm will often afflict hectic patients, even 
ſo ſtrong as to require opium. Swellings of 
the neck, trunk, and limbs, will riſe up almoſt 
inſtantaneouſly, but they are not painful, 
hard, or diſcoloured, and they continue for 
ſeveral hours. 

Sometimes it will attack thoſe in apparent 
tolerable health, in a violent and ſudden man- 
per, like a common inflammatory fever, 
bringing the patient into eminent danger, 
then abate, and little fever remain; but that 
has never ceaſed but with life. This though 
is rare. It commonly creeps on ſo ſlowly, 
that for ſome months people ſcarce think 
themſelves ill, complaining only of being 

| ſooner than uſual tired, of want of appetite, 
and of falling away , but if the pulſe beat 
ninety, perhaps an hundred and twenty times 
in a minute, there is the greateſt reaſon to be 
apprehenſive of the event. 
Though there perhaps is no diſorder, where 
the pulſe is of more uſe to direct our judg- 
1 ment, 


[UP 
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ment, without great caution, once in twenty 
times we may be deceived, if we truſt entire- 
ly to it ; for in that proportion, a patient with 
all the worſt ſigns of decay, | from ſome incu- 
rable cauſe, which irreſiſtibly goes on to de- 
ſtroy his life, will not ſhew the leaſt degree 
of quickneſs, nor any other irregularity of 


the pulſe, to the day of his death. e cure 


of fevers of this claſs depend on artificial ma- 
nagement, as ſcarce any is to be expected from 
nature, and as they are of ſuch long continu- 
ance, the dietetic regimen is thought prefera- 
ble to the pharmaceutic. Hence courſes of 


goat's whey, aſſes milk, and freſh butter-milk, 


with the Seltzer and Briſtol waters, are re- 
commended, and oftentimes the bark is given 
with advantage, as it is found to moderate the 
ſweats, and prevent the violent paroxyſins of 


the fever; but country air, cheerful compa- 
ny. and fung or ſailing, contributę moſt 


ſpeedily to a recovery. Indeed there is little 
doubt, but if, before the diſeaſe is gone too 


far, patients would take a ſea voyage, many 
who are threatened with, or labour -under a 


hectic fever, would have their lives pro- 
longed, 1

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This affords a general ſurvey of the hectic 


fever, and the mode of management; but in 


ſome caſes, other means will be found neceſ- 
ſary, which we ſhall conſider in the two fol- 
lowing chapters, under the titles of phthulie 


pulmonalis, and tabes; 


CHAP 
57 the Phtbiſis Pulmonalis, or Pulmonary Con- 
ſumption. © 
A Pulmonary conſumption is attended with 
a cough, dyſprica, a remitting fever, a 
total waſting of all parts of the body; and 
very often a ſpitting up of pus, proceeding. 
from an ulcer or tubercles in the lungs. An 
effort of nature to clear the lungs from any 
purulent matter irritating them, appears to be 
the cauſe of all the ſymptoms. 


It may ariſe from intemperance, from a 
very tender and delicate habit of body, hæ- 


morrhages, pleurity, long continued coughs, 
bad digeſtion, hard ſtudy, grief, ſcrophula, 
ſometimes from a particular formation and 


ſtraitneſs of the thorax, or an hereditary taint 


in the habit. 
| The 
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The occaſional cauſe is almoſt always cold 
caught from expoſure to cold, damp, or night 
air, or from wet clothes. 

Tt is diſcovered by the ſucceeding eos 


In the beginning there is a dry obſtinate 


cough, with a tone of voice more acute than 
uſual; clangous; a weight and oppreſſion of 
the breaſt, with difficult reſpiration in walk- 


ing, flying pains and ſtitches, with uneaſineſs 


about the diaphragm, a fever which is con- 
ſtant, encreaſing after eating, with a circum- 
ſcribed roſy redneſs of the cheeks, while the 
reſt of the face looks pale, and as it were dirty, 
and grows thin. The fever is attended alſo 
with a ſmall, frequent pulſe, in the evening 
and night encreaſing; whence watching, 
much heat, and early in the morning a ſweat. 
But the fever ſometimes makes the attack like 
a peripneumony, with greater difficulty of 
breathing, ſometimes with ſpit rather bloody, 


and afterwards with a more copious expectora- 


tion, which is purulent ; hence thirſt, high- 
coloured yrine, and emaciation encreaſes.— 
The ſpits in the beginning are few, difficult 
to be expectorated, viſcid ; then the fever re- 
mitting, they become more copious, of an 
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aſh-co'our, rather ſweet, or falt and acrid to 
the taſte, fœtid, yellow when dry, and very 
viſcid; when thrown into water they fall to 
the bottom, unleſs ſupported by froth. Some- 
times the ſpits are in the form of little, white, 
round lumps. When theſe ſymptoms are 
violent, an hæmoptoe ſoon attends, in which 
the blood thrown up appears thin, florid, and 


frothy ; and afterwards it becomes paler, and 


then the diſcharge is gradually changed into 
pus. At length a colliquative diarrhœa comes 
on, ſuppreſſing expectoration; the nails grow 
curved, the ends of the fingers bulbous; the 
hair falls off, the body becomes extremely 


thin; and death, ſcarce ever foreſeen by the 


patient, cloſes the ſcene. 

The phthiſis may be conſidered of three 
kinds; 1ſt, where the cough is not attended 
with any expectoration, but of a white frothy 
phlegm, in ſmall quantities, until near the 
cloſe; 2d, where there is a remarkable ex- 
pectoration of uncoloured viſcid mucus at firſt, 
but in the progreſs changes to a yellowiſh, 
tetid, grey, or greeniſh matter ; 3d, where large 
and frequent hæmorhages happen from the 
pulmonary veſſels. | Sn 
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In our mode of cure, the diet ſhould confilt of 
mild, light, nouriſhin g food; jellies, viper- brotli 


with eringo roots; thin chocolate; and milk; 
and above all; à milk diet ſhould be directed, 
with country air, gentle riding on horſeback, 


failing in a ſhip, agreeable company, and 


Briſtol waters drank on the ſpot. 

Small repeated bleedings will be proper in 
the beginning, and even during the whole 
courſe of the difeaſe; eſpecially in young ſub- 


Jets. If the veſſels ate not tender, and no 


preceding h#morrhage contraindicates, fre- 
quent ipecacuanha vomits, about 98 taken 
thrice a week, with an anodyne at night, of 
pil. e ſtyrac: gr: v. ad viij. with as much pil. 
ex aloe cum myrrh, if neceſſary, and a conſtant 
uſe of butter-milk, or goat's whey, in the 
country, may, perhaps, ſucceed better in this 


diſeaſe than any other method : and a decoc- 5 


tion of the bark given at noon and evening. 
will greatly tend towards removing the fever, 
and ſtrengthening the habit of body. I have 
ſeen its happy effects in a variety of inſtances ; 
and eyen when the lungs wete ulcerated, the 
fymptoms have been reſtrained, and life ren- 
dered, in ſome meaſure, comfortable by it. 
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In a ſpitting of blood, treat it as directed

HE tabes is a general waſting of the 


whole body, attended with a feveriſh 


quickneſs in the pulſe, but without any 
cough, or ſpitting: theſe laſt diſtinguiſh it 
from the phthiſis. It is generally occaſioned 
by a collection of matter in ſome part of the 
body, but more particularly attends upon the 
inflammation of a ſcirrhous gland. 

When it ariſes from an infarction, or ſup- 
puration of the liver, it may be diſcovered by 
a yellow, bilious, or browniſh - ſediment in 
the urine; a fallow, or ſometimes a yellow- 
iſh complexion ; with a fulneſs, pain or ſenſe 
of weight in the right hypochondrium.— 
Sometimes alſo, and very frequently, a cough 


accompanies theſe ſymptoms ; but if the belly 
is tenſe, and there ſhould be a frequent diar- 


haa, with the common hectic ſymptoms, we 


may be pretty certain that it is the meſentery 


which is ſimilarly affected. When it ariſes 
from exceſſive indulgence in libidinous plea- 


ſures,

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ſures, it diſcovers itſelf by frequent noctur- 
nal emiffions, and a conſtant diſcharge of 
mucus and ſeminal fluids from the urethra, 
pain in the ſmall of the back, with a ſenſa- 
tion of crawling down the ſpine, coſtiveneſs, 
and difficulty in making water, joined to the 
other ſymptoms of tabes. In order-to form 
a cure, total abſtinence from thoſe laſcivious 
exceſſes which firſt induced the complaint is 
abſolutely requiſite ; and before the fever comes 
on, a courſe of aſſes milk, chalybeate waters, 
and the cold bath, may be ſucceſsful ; butafter 
the hectic heats, and colliquative ſweats have 
made their appearance, little is to be expect- 
ed. 

In the cure of this malady, a wholeſome 
air, gentle exerciſe, and a proper courſe of 
mild diet, are particularly neceſlary. The 
body, if coſtive, muſt be kept gently open by 
eccoprotic medicines ; but in caſe of a colli- 
quative diarrhea, it. muſt be moderated by 
: opiates, and the teſtaceous powders. When 
5 a ſcirrhus in the liver, or meſenteric glands, 
bt gives riſe to it, the cure muit be attempted 
by the deobſtrubent gums, with ſoap and mild 
chalybeate medicines, aſſiſted by goats whey,

here to be an uſeful medicine. Small doſes 
of calomel and cicuta ſhould be tried, and 
mineral waters which abound with foſſile 
alcali, ſuch as Seltzer, Tilbury, Clifton, &c.

4 faintings, intermitting weak irregular pulſe, 
$ itching of the noſe and of the anus, fits, and 
convulſions ; they alſo may produce hunger, hs 


loſs of appetite, ſometimes one, ſometimes 
the other, voracity, coſtiveneſs, paleneſs, 
fœtid breath, grinding of the teeth, and even 
VVẽ 8 death; 
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death; add to theſe, the ſtomach and abdomen 
are ſometimes much inflated. Beſides theſe 
general ſymptoms, it has been obſerved, that 


ſudden gripings about the navel denote the 


preſence of the round worms; a weight in 

the belly, as if a ball were rolling about in it, 

is held as a ſign of the tænia; and an itching 
about the anus, with a teneſmus, are ſigns of 
the aſcarides. 

The diet ſhould be light and eaſy of digeſ- 
tion, with a moderate allowance of red port 
wine diluted. A pint of water in which Zi. 
argent. viv. has been boiled, is an uſeful 
drink. The lumbrici, or thoſe like earth- 
worms; the flat ſhort white worm, and the 
tænia, may be diſlodged by ſome of the fol- 
lowing remedies: Athiops and rhubarb is 
chiefly proper for children, eſpecially after 
purging, if they can bear that operation.

or, what is as efficacious, blowing the ſmake 
of tobaceo, by a proper contrivance, into che 
rectum, as none of the remedies above re- 
cited are capable of diſlodging theſe worms, 
without the uſe of theſe glyſters.

Of the Phlegmon, or ſuperficial Inflammation. 


S all inflammations have for their im- 
mediate cauſe an exceſs or encreaſe of 
oſcillatory motion, and a diminution of the 
reſiſting power of the coats of particular ſets 
of the ſmaller blood-veſſels, which occaſions 


a diſtenſion of theſe veſſels, a tranſudation of 


— 


the red part of the blood through pores in 
their coats, and its progreſs into the minuter 
branches, which in health appear to carry 
only the ſerous fluids; we ſay that the 
phlegmon is occaſioned by an extravaſation of 
the blood, or by its ſtagnating in the capillary 
veſſels of the ſkin and parts adjacent, which 
being preſſed on, at the fame time, by the 


blood from behind, accumulates there.

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The ſigns are a circumſcribed ſwelling and 
hardneſs, heat, tenſion, pain, and redneſs in 
the part, with a ſenſe of throbbing, attended 
with a quick, full, and hard pulſe Which 
increaſing, the inflammation, if not ending in 
reſolution, terminates either in ſuppuration, a 
gangrene, or ſcirrhus. 

It ariſes often from external Euch, as 
wounds, bruiſes, &e. and when not critical, 
ſhould be, if poſſible, reſolved. For which 
purpoſe the diet ſhould be flender and ſparing, 
with refrigerating and diluting drinks, ac- 
companied with reſt, 
Bleeding, in general, is highly neceſſary, 
and ſhould be repeated occaſionally ; and after- 
wards ſtools muſt be procured, by cooling 
Purges. |

floughs that often fill the bottom of the 
ſore, which, when effected, the red granu- 
lated fleſh will ſprout up, and then dry lint 
and proper bandages will almoſt always com- 
plete the cure. But after opening the abſceſs, 
ſhould there be found a thin acrid diſcharge, 
with flight hectic ſymptoms, the cortex muſt 
be adminiſtered, to bring on a kindly ſuppu- 


ration, and facilitate the healing of the ſore. 


In ſome caſes, mercurial alterants, and die- 
tectic decoctions, are requiſite to correct the 
acrimonious ſtate of the humoum, and me- 
liorate the diſcharge. 

Inflammations arifing. from contuſion are 
the moſt ſucceſsfully treated by immediate 
and large bleedings, applying vinegar to the 
part injured, and procuring ſtools; this laſt 
caution is particularly neceſſary to be attended 
to, eſpecially in blows on the head, or legs. 

But no external application, in the begin- 


ning, exceeds the cataplaſm of oatmeal, oil, 


and vinegar ; or the following mixture:

CHAP. IL 
Of the Furunculus, or Boll. 


IHE furnuculus, or boil, is a ſmall cir= 
cumſcribed tumor, or pointed tubercle, 
attended with redneſs, pain, and hardneſs, 
ariſing promiſcuouſly in all parts of the body; 
theſe are ſeldom capable of being diſcuſſed ; 
they commonly ripen, or turn to matter, in 
the ſpace of ſeven or eight days, and after the 
diſcharge of their contents, which is not the 
pus of a common abſceſs, not ſo fluid, but 
conſiſts chiefly in firm ſloughs, that form a 
core, frequently heal without much trouble. 
The common bread and milk poultice may 

be applied, or, in ſome caſes, gently adheſive 
and maturating plaſters, ſuch as the empla- 
ſtrum commune, & commune cum gummi; 
and, when the ſuppuration is complete, if the 
pus does not make its own way, the tumor 
muſt be opened. In this kind of inflamma-

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tory tumor the ſlough, or core, muſt be caſt 
out before the ſore will heal.

bing in the part, and a quick pulſe; and the

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| whole arm is frequently affected by it; the 
inflammation runs on to maturation, and ſome- 
times to a gangrene. 

Bleeding is proper in the beginning, and 
if the diſorder increaſes, with a violent in- 
flammatory tenſion on the parts, apply emol-

Of the Pernio, or Chilblain,

ful, and, at length, go off, ſometimes with, 


ſometimes without ulceration, When they 
break in the heels, they are called Kibes.

It will 
be proper, now and then, to give ſome gen- 
tle purgatives ; and, if the complaint 1s very 
violent, an alterative courſe of medicine might 
be uſeful before the approach of winter, 
Keep the feet and legs warm, avoid getting

C HAP. V. 


Of the Inflanmation of: the 2 and 
Nipples, 


THEN the breaſts begin to be n and 
tumefy, a few days after delivery, 
from the milk ſtagnating, a ſhivering is ge- 
nerally a preceding ſymptom ; then ſucceeds 
inflammation, with febrile affections, ſome- 

times 
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times more, ſometimes leſs, ; a quick pulſe, 
thirſt, head-ach, and difficult reſpiration. If 
the pulſe is full and hard, and the other ſymp- 
toms violent, we may have recourſe to the 
lancet, and mild purgatives. Gentle diapho- 
retics may be preſcribed, and ſpir. vin. camph. 
applied, or warm cloths, or emplaſtr. com- 
mun. cum camph. or rags dipt in brandy and 
put to the axillæ. Should pain, with inflam- 
mation, .come on, apply a poultice with bread, 
milk, and oil, and an emollient fomentation.

If an inflammation of the breaſts be attend- 
ed with a fever, the treatment muſt be the 
fame as hath been already deſcribed under the 
head of milk-fever, 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of the Hernia humoralis. 


HE hernia humoralis is an inflammation 

firſt of the epididymis, and afterwards 

of the teſticles, with pain and hardneſs, which 
often continues for a conſiderable length of 
time. It may be produced by the ſame cauſes 


as other inflammations, but it moſt commonly 


ariſes from the venereal infection. 

Bleed plentifully, repeat it as occaſion may 
require, and treat the patient as in other caſes 
of topical inflammation ; ſuſpend the parts in 


a bag-truſs, and confine the patient to bed; 


apply Goulard's ſaturnine water, cold, or a 
mixture of vinegar and brandy; and,, if the 
ſwelling and inflammation be great, foment 
with the fotiis communis, with the addition 
of a little ſpir. vin. camph. & ſal ammoniac, 
and apply the bread and milk poultice with 
about 36. of the unguent. cærul. mit. 

If it ſhould ariſe from the ſudden ſtopping 


of a virulent gonorrhœa, that ſhould be re- 


called again, if poſſible; for which purpoſe, 
after bleeding, if neceſſary, and a glyſter,

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- ſhould the patient be coſtive, he muſt fit in a 
warm bath, or the ſteams of warm water, his 
teſticles being properly ſuſpended. From 
thence he ſhould go to bed; a dry bag truſs 
being put on to ſupport the teſtes, a warm 
| bread poultice muſt then be applied to the 
penis, to ſolicit the diſcharge, and a full 
doſe of opium ſhould be given by the mouth, 
or the following glyſter :

The patient ſhould be kept low. If the 
running returns, relief is proportionably ob- 
tained ; and, ſhould it be requiſite, the opiate 
may be repeated every twenty-four hours 
and two or three times a day the parts ſhould 
be expoſed to the ſteams of hot water. 

If theſe fail, vomit with ipecacuanha, and re- 
peat it as neceſſity may require: and, in all 
caſes, give now and then a few doſes of ſome 
briſk cathartic. But if matter does form, in 
tipite of all efforts to prevent it, it muſt be dii- 
charged by a ſufficient opening, and proceed 
in the cure as in other caſes of abſceſs ; ob- 

ſerving, 
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ſerving, that in thoſe which ariſe from vene- 
real virus, the mercurial courſe ſhould not be 
omitted. | 


CHAP. VII 
Of the Phimoſis, and Paraphimoſis. 


WIEN the præputium cannot be retract- 
ed beyond the glans, the diſorder is 


called phimefrs ; and when retracted, and can- 
not be drawn over the glans again, it is then 
termed paraphinigſis. 

Theſe will generally yield to emollient cata- 
plaſms, unguent. hydrargyri, emetics, and 
briſk purgatives. Sometimes it may be proper, 
in the phimoſis, to throw up an emollient or 
ſaturnine injection between the glans and 
prepuce, to keep the parts clean, prevent the 
matter from corroding, and heal the ulcera- 
tions which are ſometimes the cauſe, 

It often happens that theſe diſeaſes become 
fo obſtinate, from miſmanagement, as not to 
yield to any medicines or external applications. 
In theſe caſes the hand of the ſurgeon becomes 
neceſſary to ſlit, or even amputate, a part of 


the prepuce. | 
m_ CHAP. 
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C HAP. VIII. 


Of the Ophthalmia. 


N ophthalmy is an inflammation of the 
| membranes which inveſt the eyes, eſ- 
pecially the tunica albuginea, and is attended 
with a pricking pain, heat, and redneſs. This 
is only when the diſorder is in a flight ſtate, 
but, when it is more violent, it is attended 
with great pain, tenſion, tumors, heat, and 
redneſs ; ſometimes with a pricking fo great 
as if the eyes were ſtimulated by a needle or 
thorn fixed therein ; they are filled with a hot 
humour, and a pituitous diſcharge, ſometimes 
ſmaller, ſometimes very copious in quantity, 
ſucceeds; and alſo a certain kind of ſordes fill 
up the larger angles; and, when the diſeaſe is 
ſtill more violent, the parts, even to the 
cheeks, ſwell, the arteries all round beat vio- 
lently, the ſmall veſſels become turgid, and 
are conſpicuous, which before were imper- 
ceptible in health, in the white portion of 
the eye. It ſometimes extends itſelf to the 
retina, and very often makes the ſight intole- 


rable. It is moſt to be dreaded when an ori-

ginal diſeaſe; when the temples ach, the fore- 


head itches, and the body ſweats in the night. 
It may be occaſioned by any internal cauſe 


whatever, capable of producing an inflamma- 


tion, though it frequently proceeds from ac- 
cidents. When attended with long head-achs, 
it is bad, and portends blindneſs. | 

All hot aromatic food, and wine, is bad : 
a low diet, reſt, and keeping the part covered 


from the light, with plenty of dilution, will 


be here very requiſite. When light it may 
often be cured by external applications alone, 
but when conſiderable we mult bleed plenti- 
fully and repeatedly, more or leſs, according 
to the degree of inflammation. After copious 
general depletion, if the inflammation does 
not yield, apply leeches alſo to the temples 
and the external angle of the eye, and cupping 
glaſſes between the ſhoulders ; or, in children, 
bleed in the jugular ; purge gently with infuſ. 
ſen. kali tartariſat. &c. and order perpetual 
bliſters, ſetons, or iſſues, If great heat, dry- 
neſs, and ſevere pain, ſhew that the diſeaſe is 
produced and ſupported by the increaſed oſcil- 
latory motion, and want of ſufficient reſiſt- 


ance in the coats of the veſſels, emollients, 


and 
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and ſedatives muſt be had recourſe to; if the 
moiſture of the eye, ſlight degrees of heat and 
pain, with an apparent flabby ſtate of the veſ- 
ſels, ſhews it is from relaxation, aſtringent 
applications are our remedies. From theſe, 
therefore, according to the circumſtances of 
the caſe, we mult apply

If 
an aſtringent application be indicated, the 
coagulum aluminoſum, ſpread on a ſoft rag, 
is very proper. A thin ſolution of gum ara-

Iſſues in the arms, or a ſeton in the neck, 
are ſometimes neceſſary in theſe caſes. Or 
perforations through the lobes of the ears, 
paſſing a ſkein of ſilk through them, and 
treating them like ſetons, by that means 
keeping up a continued diſcharge, which is 
thought more efficacious. 

Small tubercles ſometimes appear in the 
corners of the eyes and eye-lids, reſembling a 
barley-corn, or a hail-ſtone, and affect them 
with inflammation ; they are generally of long 
continuance, and very flow in their progreſs. 

The beſt method of cure will be to diſcuſs 
them with the unguent. hydrargyri fort. and 


give calomel. gr. 1. in a pill at night for ten 


days, and repeat or deſiſt juſt as you, find it 
neceſlary. | 
An ophthalmy is ſometimes occaſioned by 


the eye-laſhes turning inwards ; and is then 


eaſily removed by pm out the inverted 
hairs.

If a ſharp ſerum attends, correct it by pro- 
per alteratives, and gentle evacuations.

culty in deglutition, attended with a fever, 


Frequently the uvula and parts adjacent are 


highly relaxed and inflamed, and liquids often 
rejected by the noſe, with redneſs in the face. 

This -is the common inflammatory ſore 
throat, where the tonſils are chiefly affected ; 
but ſometimes the inflammation ſeizes the 
muſcles of the larynx, and membranes lining 
the upper part of the trachea; then no great 
degree of inflammation appears in the fauces, 
nor any remarkable external ſwelling, which, 
in the other caſe, ſometimes happens; the 
internal heat and pain are extremely violent, 


the breathing very painful and difficult, and 


the voice becomes ſhrill and rattling. Some- 
times the inflammation ſpreads from the paro- 
tid and maxillary glands, affecting alſo the 


| ligaments and muſcles, which raiſe up and 


connect the lower with the upper jaw. Hence, 
though there is ſeldom any remarkable degree 
of fever, the external {ſwelling is very large, 
and very often ſevere pain in opening the 


mouth; here the complaint is called the 


Mumps. L 
When the inflammation affects the mem- 


_ brane lining the upper part of the trachea, and 


the 
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the paſſage of air is almoſt filled up with a 
thick ſlough, having a fibrous or membranous 
appearance. It commonly makes its appear- 
ance with the ordinary ſymptoms of catarrh, 


but ſometimes the peculiar ſymptoms ſhew 
themſelves at the onſet, which are a hoarſe- 


neſs, with a ſhrillneſs and ringing ſound both 
in ſpeaking and coughing, as if the noiſe came 
from a brazen tube. At the ſame time there 
is a ſenſe of pain about the larynx ; ſome diffi- 
culty of reſpiration, with a whizzing ſound 
in inſpiration, as if the paſſage of the air was 
ſtraightened, The cough is generally dry, 
and if any thing is ſpit up, it is a matter of a 
purulent appearance, and ſometimes films re- 
ſembling portions of a membrane ; there is 
alſo a frequency of pulſe, a reſtleſineſs, and 
uneaſy ſenſe of heat. The internal fauces are 
ſometimes without inflammation, but fre- 
quently a redneſs, and even a ſwelling appears; 


ſometimes there is an appearance of matter like 
that rejected by coughing; this diſeaſe is called 
the Croup. So that we find the quinſey, or 
angina, may be divided properly into four va- 
rieties, VIZ. | 


M4 2 Angina 
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I. Angina parotidza, or Mumps, 

2, Tonſillaris. 

3. Trachealis. 

4. Trachealis muſcoſa, vel ſuffocatio ſtri- 
dula, or Croup. 

The firſt of theſe is eaſily removed ; bleed: 
ing once or twice, a ſmart faline purgative or 
two, with the application of ſome volatile on 


flannel, applied to the throat, is commonly 


ſufficient. But, in going off, if a ſwelling of 
the teſticles in men, or in the breaſts in wo- 


men, ſhould come on, and, on their receding, 


febrile ſymptoms of any conſequence ſhould 
attend, and threaten an affection of the brain, 
it will be proper to apply warm fomentations 
to ſolicit back the ſwelling, and, in caſe of 
failure, to have recourſe to vomiting, bleed- 
iug, or bliſtering. | 

The ſecond requires that the diet ſhould 
chiefly conſiſt of water-gruel, weak whey, 
barley-water, and enzcken-broth, drank

Large bleedings, if the violence of the 
ſymptoms or feyer require it, and repetitions 
according to the exigency of the caſe; then

lient plants to be received into the throat 
through a funnel; and when the maturation 


is complete, puncture the abſceſs ſo that the - 


matter may be diſcharged. 


After which tincture of myrrh may be added 


to the laſt-mentioned gargle, and the cure 
finiſhed by preſcribing the bark, a milk diet, 
and gentle exerciſe. 

In caſes of great danger, where the reſ- 
piration is much affected, the ſteam of hot 
vinegar, drawn in with the breath, does vaſt 
ſervice ; and where a ſuppuration has taken 


place, a vomit of ten grains of vitriolated 


zinc purified ſometimes breaks the tumor, 
and ſnatches the perſon from the jaws of 


death. 


In the third the ſame method muſt be pur- 


ſued vigorouſly to prevent ſuffocation, of 


which, ſhould great danger appear, broncho- 
tomy muſt be had recourſe to, in order to give 
the only chance for ſecuring the patient from 


death. Which modes mult alſo be followed 


in the laſt, giving a vomit immediately after 
bleeding, inſtantly applying a bliſter acroſs 
the throat, and frequently having recourſe to 


laxative glyſters. b

INTERNAL INFLAMMATIONS. 


CHAPEL 
Of the Phrenttis. 


PEHIRYNITIS is an inflammation of 

the brain, or its membranes, with a 
conſtant delirium, and an acute continual 
fever, 

The ſigus are, difficult but flow reſpiration, 
violent pain in the head, continual watchings, 
fierce delirium, redneſs of the eyes and face, 
a quick, hard, full pulſe, black and dry 
tongue, thin and diaphanous urine, ſudden 
ſtartings out of bed, pulling and fingering the 
bed-cloaths, &c. It is diſtinguiſhed from a 
common delirium attending fevers, by its 
coming on ſuddenly, and preceding, as it 
were, the fever. It is rarely met with in 
temperate climates, but very frequent in hot 
ones, after having been expoſed much to the 
burning heat of the ſun. 

Bleeding largely is here abſolutely wc 


ad deliquum, with ſtimulating clyſ- 
ters, 
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ters, ſmart purges, ſinapiſms for the feet, 
with bliſters on the legs and arms ; warm pe- 
diluvia, and embrocations for the head, it 
being previouſly ſhaved yay cloſe, ſhould like- 
wiſe be made ule of.

Or the head may be waſhed with cold vine- 
gar, or cold water poured upon it ; or even

Three or four leaches may be ſet to the 
temples after venæſection in the arm; and 
large and repeated doſes of nitre ſhould alſo 
be made uſe of. 

A large bliſter ſhould be applied to the 
head. 

If this diſorder happens in conſequence of 


blows or accidents, bleeding will, in that 
| caſe, be more particularly uſeful. 


Smart purges are alſo neceſſary in this diſ- 
order, becauſe they carry off the morbific 
humours lodged about the præcordia; leſſen 
the too great impetus of the arterial blood ; 
derive it from the head towards the extreme 

parts; 
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parts ; and, at the ſame time, diminiſh the too 
great quantity of the fluids diſtending the veſ- 
ſels. : 

| Opiates are ſometimes neceſſary in this diſ- 
eaſe. „ 

Promoting the hæmorrhoidal flux, in this 
caſe, as well as in all diſeaſes of the head, is al- 
ſo ſalutary; the hæmorrhoidal veſſels and ca- 
rotid arteries convey the blood in different di- 
rections; and therefore we may expect, by this 
means, a very great revulſion. 

When we find the raging delirium ſubſide 
early, before the veſſels have ſuffered much in- 
Jury, the patient will recover in a few days, 
and the debilitated parts return gradually to 
their former ſtandard of health; but if relief 
comes, later, ſo that over-diſtenſion of the 
veſſels of the brain has been ſuffered to take 
place, and continue for that time, the ſenſes 
for the moſt part never perfectly return, and 
ſome degree of idiotiſm too frequently re- 
mains. 
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c - TS . 
Of the Pleuriſy. 


A PLEURISY is an inflammation of the 

_ pleura, attended with a high fever, ſhort 
dry cough, and an acute pain or ſtitch, in- 
creaſing always upon inſpiration, in the fide, 
moſt commonly the right, under the fleſhy 


part of the breaſt, attended with a difficulty of 
breathing. 


It chiefly attacks the ſtrong and laborious 


country people. It begins with a chillineſs 


and ſhivering, which is ſucceeded by heat, 
thirſt, reſtleſſneſs, and a moſt fharp pungent 


pain is felt on one fide near the ribs, which 


extends itſelf towards the ſhoulder-blades» 


ſpine, and breaſt, and to the back. The pain 


is moſt violent when the affected ſide is laid 
upon: it is alſo atended with a difficulty of 
reſpiration, nauſea, redneſs of the cheeks, and 
a dry cough. When matter is expectorated it 


is either phlegm, bloody, or yellowiſh. The 
pulſe is remarkably hard, vibrating like a 


ſtretched cord, full and ſtrong. Spitting is 
not a conſtant ſymptom of this diſeaſe; though, 


8 when 
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when it happens, it is conſidered as a more 
favourable ſymptom, provided it be well con- 
cocted. | 

Nitre ſhould be given plentifully in the 
common emulſion, linſeed-tea, bare 
pectoral decoction, &c. 

The body ſhould be kept neither too ſolu- 
ble nor too lax, Bleeding is molt abſolutely 
neceſſary, and that repeatedly, from a large 
orifice. Cupping on the part affected, with 
ſcarification, is very often attended with 
ſucceſs ; and fo are bliſters, laid on the part, 
or between the ſhoulders, which ſhould be 
applied immediately, whether the heat and 
fever be great or not. 

Leeches are ſerviceable applied to the part, 
after the patient cannot bear to have more 
blood taken from the arm. Ether may like- 
wile be externally applied. 

Frequently a cooling emollent clyſter pre- 
vents great miſchief, and anticipates the ne- 
ceſſity of farther bleeding; though theſe reme- 
dies are properly repeated till the fourth 
day.

the pain: But if the expectoration be yellow 
and ſtreaked with blood, and comes up freely, 
by keeping it up with pectoral drinks, all will

The diſorder is moſt dangerous when the

It is worth obſerving, that there ate few 
pleuriſies met with now in this city, ſuch as 
were deſcribed by, and known to that candid 
and great phyſician SYDENHAM : nor will 
the caſes we fee here in general bear large and 
repeated venæſections; for if the body be 
weakly, and the pulſe ſinks on the firſt bleed- 
ing, you muſt ſtop directly: and if, at the 
lame time; the pain and difficulty of breathing 
continue, then ſal; e. c. with bliſters will be 
very uſeful. | 

In caſe of a diarrhea; apply emollient fo- 
mentations to the whole body; and, if an ab- 
ſceſs appears, if muſt be promoted by fomen- 
tation, &c. it ſhould be opened before matu- 
ration, and kept running as long as poſſible.

If there is a ſcirrhus, or callus, &c. at the 
wound, no cure but from hard exerciſe, con- 
Nant riding, and country air, external emol- 
lients, ſoap, juice of quick-graſs, and whey. 
If a gangrene appears, treat it as gangrenes 

in general. 
After the loſs of much blood in this diſeaſe, 
we ſhould be very circumſpect and careful that 
the body be again filled with healthy juices. 
Sometimes this diforder terminates in an ab- 
ſceſs, in the ſubſtance of the lungs, which is 


called a vomica. It is known by the cough 


and difficulty of breathing continuing, though 
the pain has ceaſed; by flight ſhiverings, ſuc- 
ceeded by heat ; by a quick weak pulſe, hec- 
tic fever, a general waſting of the body; and 


by the patient not being able to lie down but 


on the ſide aftected, 
From this there will be little or no proſ- 


pet of eſcaping, unleſs the apoſtem ſhould 


diſcharge itſelf into the branches of the trachea 
ſo gradually as not to occaſion ſuffocation, 
i then

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then, perhaps, the matter may be coughed 
up, and expectorated by degrees. 1 

When there is a collection of purulent mat- 
4 lying looſe in the cavity of the thorax, it 
is named an empyema. In this caſe, there is 
generally an enlargement of the cavity, and 
an œdematous fulneſs of the ſkin and fleſh of 
one ſide of the cheſt, with a dry . and 
difficulty of breathing. 

When a vomica is once formed, gentle me- 
dicines of the terebinthinate kind, with bal- 
ſamics, and dieuretics, ſeem to promiſe the 
beſt ſucceſs, joined with aſſes milk, gentle 
exerciſe, and a mild country air. Balſamic 
ſteams have alſo been recommended to be re- 
ceived into the lungs. In the empyema, the 
operation may ſometimes ſucceed happily ; 
if not, diſſolution is inevitable,

Of the Peripneumony, 


* is an inflammation of the lungs, 

known by a great load and oppreffion 
at the breaſt; a difficult reſpiration, hot 
"9 breath, 
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breath, cough, fever, and a florid redneſs in 
the countenance. There is a ſighing, ſobbing 
reſpiration, with great anxiety and proſtration 
of ſtrength, The pulſe ſometimes is hardly 
perceptible before bleeding; but afterwards 
beats ſtrong; ſometimes it is full and ſoft, at 
other times ſlender and unequal, The cough 
in the peripneumony is commonly more moiſt, 


the pain not ſo acute, or ſuperficial, nor the 


pulſe ſo full, or hard, as in the pleuriſy, 
though the difficulty of breathing, anxiety, 
and oppreſſive weight be more . 

A white and uniform ſediment in the urine 
promiſes fafety to the patient, and ſhortneſs of 
the diſeaſe : and fo does a red ſediment chang- 
ing gradually to white; becauſe it is a ſure 


ſign of a perfect concoction, and change of 


the morbific matter. 

The treatment of the peripneumony is, in 
general, to be the ſame as in the pleuriſy. 
All viſcid food is very improper. Give 
panada, water-gruel, green tea, and milk, 
barley-water, butter-milk, whey, and pecto- 
ral decoctions. 

The room in which the on lies ſhould, 
if poſiible, be large and airy. Bleed in the 


beginning 
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beginning from a large orifice, /and repeat it 
according to the exigency of the ſymptoms : 
but great attention and care is required, with 
regard to this operation ; for if the habit of 
body be ftrong, the pulſe full, firm, and hard, 
it may be repeated the more boldly ; but 
otherwiſe we ſhould be cautious in the repe- 
tition. 

Emollient clyſters are alſo immediately in- 
dicated, with bliſters on the back and ſides. 

Gentle purgatives, or eccoprotics, will often 
be neceſſary to keep the body open. 

In order to promote expectoration, and aſ- 
ſiſt nature in her work,

As caſe the ſymptoms run high, give a ſcru- 
ple of nitre/ every fix hours in a draught of 
the decoct. hord. m— with a little 3 juice of 
Seville orange.

pears pale and jelly like, without the true 
buff, this with other ſymptoms contraindicate 
the uſe of the lancet; and if a ſpitting comes 
an, bleeding will be greatly injurious. 

Should florid frothy blood be ſpit up free- 
Iy, bleed as far as the patient's ſtrength will 
admit, and give plentifully of the lac amyg- 
dalz with nitre. 

Should it put on a putrid appearance, and 
bring on a thin defluxion on the lungs, with 
the blood like the lees of red wine, black and 
fetid, with a looſe craſſamentum, and red- 
diſh- coloured ſerum, forbear the lancet. Ace- 
tum camphoratum, conſerv. lujulæ, red wine 
and water, with orange and lemon juice, in- 
fuſ. roſæ, hartſhorn jelly, &c. are at this time 
very proper. All volatiles muſt be entirely 

Wer omitted, 
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omitted, and opiates very. cautiouſly preſerib- 
ed, if at all. 

Bliſters, iſſues, and ſetons, are very fre- 
quently of great uſe in theſe caſes. 

We ſhould be very circumſpect in this diſ- 
eaſe, and not diſturb nature. In caſe the 
breathing be difficult, and the pain continues 


without any ſigns of expectoration, we muſt 


endeavour to promote it ; but be at the ſame 
time very careful not to bring on a diarrhœa, 
by being too free with the ſquills, &c. 

In this critical diſeaſe, a ſound and very 
diſtinguiſhing judgment is highly required, 
ſince the parts affected are fo eſſential to life. 

When a ſuppuration comes on, we may ex- 
pect that a vomica pulmonum will be the 
gonſequence.

Of the Gaſtritis, or Inflammation of the Sto. 
mach, 


N this diſorder the patient perceives a 
heat and pulſation in the part, with a moſt 


acute pain, which is always increaſed upon 
| {wals 
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ſwallowing even liquids the moſt mild; a 
tenſion at the pit of the ſtomach, extreme 
anxiety, and internal burning heat: there is a 
retching and. frequent hiccough, with a ſmall, 
quick, and intermitting pulſe. 

The treatment depends in a great meaſure 
on the cauſe: if it ariſes from the retroceſſion 
of any febrile exanthemata, little can be done 
without reſolieiting the eruption to the ſkin, 
which mult be attempted by the inſtantaneous 
application of bliſters, If from ſwallowing 
poiſon, little in this cure is to be done with- 
out we are called immediately at the com- 
mencement, almoſt before the inflamma- 
tory ſymptoms can be faid to have taken 


place, at leaſt in any degree. Then the ſto» 


mach ought to be emptied of its contents, and 


large quantities of new milk or freſh butter 


given ; if arſenic has been the poiſon uſed, 


the alimentary canals ſhould be filled with 


ſheathing liquids ; and if the corroſive ſubli- 
mate has been taken, or any poiſonous metal- 
line falt, we ought to aim at its decompoſi- 
tion by the uſe of alcaline falt, which will 
prevent an inflammation from taking place, if 
adminiſtered in time, Should wounds or

other external violence be the cauſe, we muſt 
proceed in the antiphlogiſtic method, and at- 
tempt the reſolution as ſoon as poſſible, in the 
very beginning; elſe will there be very little 
hope. 

Give warm emollient drinks ; for nothing 
acrimonious can haye a place in this diſeaſe. 
Whatever is drank muſt be very ſmall in 
quantity at a time, ſo as not to diſtend the 
ſtomach, 

Bleeding is generally very 1 ; ond 
order emollient oily clyſters, and gentle ano- 
dynes, with fomentations ; bliſters may alſa 
be proper; and a healing medicine, ſome- 
thing like the following, may be preſcribed to

N caſe the liver be inflamed, doch it is 
1 conſidered by many not as a very common 
eaſe, except in the Eaſt Indies, it may be 
known by a pungent pain in the region of 
that viſcus ſhooting up towards the throat and 
clavicle, a dry cough, vomiting, loſs of 
ſtrength, quick pulſe, and a tenfion of the 
hypochondrium : : ſometimes alſo the eyes and 


1kin will be yellow, the urine ſaffron-colour- 


ed, with a difficulty of breathing, watching, 
and coſtiveneſs: and it ſhould have been ob- 
ſerved, that if the patient attempts to lye on 
the left ſide, there is an increaſe of pain; and 


to the touch alſo there is a ſenſe of ſoreneſs, 
"Theſe attend when the convex or ſuperior part 


of the liver is the ſeat ; when the concave, the 
patient can turn with more eaſe, and the pain 
is not ſo ſevere, Here the greateſt danger is 
to be apprehended, ſhould a ſuppuration come 
on ; in which caſe, the patient generally dies 
rabid, Therefore we muſt have recourſe to

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bleodiog repertedly and early, in which the 
pulſe, and 'other attendant ſymptoms, are to 
be our guide, with bliſters on the part : theſe 
promiſe the ſpeedieſt and moſt certain relief, 
together with ſuch antiphlogiſtics as are re- 
commended in inflammatory diſorders in ge- 
neral; ſuch as ſmall doſes of antimonium 
tartariſatum, or oleum Ricini, with rhubarb, 
to keep the bowels gently open, faline 
draughts, cooling clyſters, diuretic emulſions, 
emollient topical SPIN and the pedi- 
luvium. - 
An inflammation of the liver is a very fre- 

quent diſeaſe in the Eaſt Indies. After the 
feyer is ſomewhat abated by veneſection, and 
gentle purgatives, they have immediate recourſe 
to quickſilver, as a ſpecific for this diſorder, raiſ- 
ing a gentle ſalivation of fifteen or twenty days 
continuance, by means of the mercurial oint- 
ment, rubbed upon or near the affected part, 
together with the uſe of mercurial pills, or 
calomel taken occaſionally. 

When, in ſpite of the above methods, an 
abſceſs forms in this malady, the liver fre- 
quently adheres to the peritonzum, and a tu- 
mour appears externally, which may common- 
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ly be opened with ſucceſs, after forwarding 
the ſuppuration by emollient cataplaſms. If 


the adheſion is perfect; if the abſceſs. burſts 
internally into the cavity of the abdomen, 


death muſt be the inevitable conſequence: 
Or, if this diſeaſe ſhould terminate in a ſcir- 


Thus; which moſtly happens from too free an 


uſe of wine or ſpirituous liquors; very little 


hopes of a perfect cure are left; it generally 


ends in a fatal and incurable jaundice or drop- 
ſy.

HIS diſeaſe, beſides the common cauſes 
productive of inflammation, often hap- 

pens after abortion and child-birth, eſpecially 
when the lochia are prevented, by cold or other 
affec-

affections; and is then attended with other 
ſymptoms than thoſe which appear from an 
uterus not lately impregnated. | 
In the firſt caſe, there is a pain at the bot- 
tom of the belly, which in general is neither 
_ throbbing nor acute; the pulſe 1s frequent, 
eſpecially after child-birth ; often ſmall ; 
ſometimes irregular ; in ſtrong habits, and 
after early abortion, hard ; the patient is af- 
flicted with delirium, ſubſultus tendinum, and 
other ſymptoms of irritation ; the womb mor- 
tifies, and death cloſes the ſcene. 
In the ſecond, the pain is more conſtant, 
limited, and throbbing ; there is a heat in the 
uterus, attended with tumour as allo in the 
vagina: the pulſe is hard, full, and ſtrong, 
with other ſymptoms of general in ſammation; 
there is a heat, and difficulty in micturition, 
great coſtiveneſs, and pain in going to ſtool. 
If the diſeaſe riſes to a great height, and in- 
creaſes, the pulſe becomes ſmall and frequent, 
the ſymptoms of irritation attend, and ſuppu- 
ration is more liable to happen. In both, 
ſome of theſe ſymptoms make their appear- 
ance, viz. ſtrangury, or ſuppuration of urine, 
teneſmus, ſwelling, and heat. 
| O 2 An 
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An inflammation in the uterus, arifing from 
common cauſes, as in this laſt caſe, ſhould be 
treated like that of any other part, with bleed- 
ing, gentle emollient clyſters, a light diet, 
and warm diluting liquors, with reſt; and 
apply fomentations, and afterwards the milk 
and bread poultice, with oil, to the pudenda, 
In caſe it thould degenerate into a cancer, the 
palliative cure 1s all that can be expected ; 
perhaps frequent bleeding, gentle anodynes, 
and a due regard to the non-naturals, may do 
as much as can be expected. But when it is 
the conſequence of abortion, or labour, if the 
pulſe is hard, not very frequent, nor the pa- 


tient much weakened, one bleeding may be 


advantageous ; it fcarce can be repeated ; 
therefore relaxants muſt be our reſource ; as 
the pulvis antimonialis, with ſaline draughts, 
taking care not to produce purging: to which 
may be added anodyne and antiſpaſmodic fo- 


mentations and poultices. 


In delicate and feeble conſtitutions, after 
childbirth, and when there is no hardneſs, 


but great frequency of the pulſe, little can be 


done but keeping the patient in bed, mode- 
rately warm; exciting, if poſſible, by farina- 
9 w ceous 


* 
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ceous decoctions, in ſmall quantities at a 
time, but frequently repeated, gentle perſpi- 
ration, and conſtantly applying fomentations 
and poultices, the bowels may be occaſionally 
emptied, by repeated emollient clyſters, and 
the water drawn off, if neceflary. Bliſters 
promiſe leſs in this than moſt other local in- 
flammations, becauſe they quicken the pulſe 
too much. If the pain continues, opiates 
may be ſafely and advantageouſly given: but 
ſtimulants, aromatics, and emenagogues ſhould 
not be adminiſtered till the fever and ſpaſms 
abate ; and at beſt, indeed, they are a dubious 
and uncertain remedy. But, notwithſtanding 
all our efforts, ſhould ſuppuration come on, 
an exit muſt be procured for the pus as ſoon 
as poſſible, which will ſometimes point to the 
perinæum. | 


CHAP 1 
Of the Puerperal Fever. 


== puerperal fever is a diſeaſe peculiar 
to lying-in women; and though it hap- 
pens ſo frequently, yet it hath, till of late, 
O 3 been 
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been ſtrangely overlooked by. authors, even 
thoſe who have written profeſſedly on fevers, 
It commonly begins with a rigor or chil- 
lineſs, on the firſt, ſecond, or third day after 


delivery, followed by a violent pain and fore- 


neſs over the whole hypogaſtric region. There 
is much thirſt; pain in the head, chiefly in 
the forchcad and parts about the eye-brows ; 
a fluſhing in the face; anxiety; a hot dry 
ſkin ; quick and weak pulſe, though ſome- 
times it will reſiſt the finger pretty ſtrongly ; 
a ſhortneſs in breathing; high-coloured urine, 
and a ſuppreſſion of the lochia. Sometimes 


vomiting and purging attend from the firſt; 


but in general, in the beginning, the belly is 


coltive : however, when the diſeaſe proves 


fatal, a diarrhœa generally ſupervenes, and the- 
ſtools at laſt become involuntary. 

There haie been ſeveral treatiſes written 
lately upon this diſorder ; but as the authors 
are not agreed as to the cauſe of the com- 
plaint, nor the proper mode of treating it, I 
ſhall not pretend to give any preciſe method of 
cure. In general, the good ſenſe of the phy- 


ſician will teach him that, when the pulſe is 


ſtrong, 
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ſtrong, and the pain, heat, and thirſt, are 
great, bleeding, laxatives, and the antiphlo- 
giſtic regimen will be requiſite: on the con- 
trary, when there is great debility, the patient 
muſt be ſupported, and all evacuations care- 
fully avoided. 
It is pretty obvious, that as this fever in 
different ſtages ſeems to partake of the inflam- 
matory and putrid type, or may even com- 
mence with the latter, practitioners ſhould 
be extremely cautious what method they 
adopt ; nor can any other rules be laid down 
for its cure than what has been ſpecified when 
treating of the inflammatory and putrid fever, 
which mult be ſeparately purſued, according 
to the ſymptoms ; only taking eſpecial care 
not to puſh on the antiphlogiſtic too rapidly, 
nor to be too haſty in bleeding, or repeating 
that operation in the inflammatory ſtate ; leſt 
the patient ſhould be hurried too haſtily, and 
too fatally, into the putrid ; nor enter upon 
the corrobating and antiputreſcent courſe too 
early, leſt the inflammatory ones ſhould be 
heightened thereby.

E N 1 
Of the Gout. 


WORE gout is an hereditary diſeaſe, ariſing 
without any evident cauſe, but for the 
moſt part has an unuſual affection of the ſto- 
mach preceding, 
There are febgile affections attendant, pain 
in ſome joint, and moſt commonly attacking 
the great toe; certainly the joints of the feet 
and hands, It returns at intervals, and often 
alter nates with affections of the ſtomach, and 
other internal parts. There is one ſpecies on- 
ly of this diſeaſe : but ſome alterations, in par- 
ticular circumſtances, relative to the apparent 
ſymptoms, have occaſioned authors to make 
ſome diviſions into varieties. Thus, when 
the gout comes on, attended with a pretty 
ſtrong inflammation of the extremities, or ſome 
part of them, continues for ſome days, and 
recedes gradually with tumor, itching, and 
iS de- 
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defquamation of the part affected, it is call- 
ed REGULAR GOUT: when it makes its 
attack with atony of the ſtomach, or ſome 
other internal part, and even without the ex- 


pected and uſual inflammation in the limbs, 
or with only flight pains; and theſe fugitive, 
and often ſuddenly alternating, with dyſpepſia 
or other ſymptoms of atony, it takes the name 
of aToxnic. When the inflammation in the 
limbs, ſuddenly receding, and atony of the 
ſtomach, or ſome other internal part, by-and- 
by ſucceeds, it is then denominated RETRO- 
GRADE; and ERRATIC, when with an in- 
flammation of ſome internal part, the inflam- 
mation of the joints have either not preceded, 
or, having preceded, ſuddenly diſappears. 
Thus the firſt of theſe being ſtyled the RE- 
GULAR, the three laſt, conjunctively conſi- 
dered, are called the IRREGULAR Gour. 
This diſeaſe may be acquired ; and when 
that is the caſe, it proceeds from high living, 
a ſedentary life, exceſs in venery when young, 
drinking hard, fitting up late, cloſe applica- 


tion to ſtudy, anxious and intenſe thinking, 


&c. It chiefly affects the tendons, nerves, 
membranes, and ligaments, and comes on at

firſt ſuddenly, about the end of the month of 
of January or beginning of February. The 
_ is ſometimes troubled with crudities 
and indigeſtion before the attack. The pain 
reſembles that of a diſlocated bone, and is at- 
tended with a ſenſation as if water juſt warm 
was poured upon the membranes of the part 


affected; and theſe ſymptoms are ſuccceded 


by a chillineſs, ſhivering, and a ſlight fever. 
About two 1n the morning the fit generally 
attacks the patient, who is diſturbed by the 
vehemence of the pain, which uſually ſeizes 
the great toe; at other times the heel, calf of 
the leg, the ancle, and metatarſal bones; 
at others, the gnawing of a dog, or of a weight 


and conſtriction of the parts affected, increaſ- 


ing often to an exquiſite degree. After much 
toſſing and anxiety, towards morning the pain 
is ſomewhat more tolerable, a breathing ſweat 
comes on, and the part ſwells. I: there be 
much gouty matter, the pain will return again 
on the next day, as the evening approaches. 


In a few days after, it often ſeizes the other 


foot; and thus it goes on, till all the gouty 
virus is ſpent. This is called a regular fit; and 
this is certainly an effort of nature to free the 


habit 
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habit from the morbific matter; yet however 
painful may be the exertion, the ſharper it 
proves the ſooner the fit terminates, and the 


longer and more perfect is the intermiſſion- 


The fit generally returns once, ſometimes 
twice a year, ſpring and autumn: it ſeldom 
attacks before the thirty-fifth or fortieth year. 

i his diſtemper is more fatal in the decline 
of life, when it frequently ſeizes upon the 
nobler parts; ſuch as the head, ſtomach, and 


bowels. 
The affected parts ſhould be kept mode- 


rately warm; the patient ought to go to bed 


early, and not to riſe ſoon: he ſhould rather 
keep in bed entirely, until the ſymptoms 
abate; abſtain from fleſh, fiſh, and high-ſea- 


ſoned food. A flender light diet is beſt. Of 


liquids, London tmall-beer aizdetoaſt may be 
allowed, together with weak ſack-whey, Bath- 
water-whey, water-gruel, and a little wine. 
During the paroxyim, little is to be done 
by medicine. The fafeſt external applications 
are, to wrap the parts affected in new-combed 


wool, or in the ſofteſt flannel. If there be a 


ſickneſs at the ſtomach, the patient may drink 
pleatitully of chamomile, or carduus tea, ſo 
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as to excite vomiting ; and the body ſhould 
be kept gently open by clyſters, or with tinct. 
aloes, or magnef. alb. but ſhould the fit be 
very violent, a gentle anodyne may be admi- 
niſtered. 

Bleeding, though recommended in very full 
habits, and recent attacks of the gout, and 
ſaid to be advantageous, and indeed juſtly, 
ſhould be ſtudiouſly avoided in the aged, the 
weak, and thoſe who have had repeated pa- 
roxyſins. = 

The nature of this diſeaſe, and its irregu- 
lar appearances, are not in general well un- 


derſtood ; and to inveſtigate it thoroughly, re- 


quires perhaps as much fagacity as any dior 
der incident to the human frame. tn fhort, 
the gout ſeizes all parts of the body at diffe- 
rent times; but in general the ſtomach parti- 
Cipates more or leſs of its attack. 

After the declenſion of the fit, the diſorder 
is more eaſily eradicated when confined to the 


extremities, than when the viſcera is affected; 
in which laſt cafe the ſtomach is ſo infirm as 


harely to perform its office.

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common falt and flour of muſtard ; and give 
a large doſe of the vinum alots, and bleed if 
the patient be plethoric. If on the ſtomach, 
preſcribe wine boiled with ſpices, or burnt 
brandy with ſpices, or brandy with garlic ; 
and if theſe ſhould be thrown up by vomit- 


ing, add a few drops of tinct. opii at Proper 
intervals.

Rye-meal poultices to the feet have lately 
come much into eſteem, and may, perhaps, in 
many caſes, prove beneficial.

Topical applications, however, in the gout, 
are not adviſable, but under the moſt ſtrict 
circumſpection, leſt the gouty matter be tranſ- 
lated, and attack the more vital parts. 

In perſons ſubject to frequent gouty attacks 
in the head, and where the fits are not regu- 
lar and critical, an iſſue in the neck or thigh, 
made pretty large, has been found to be of 
great efficacy. 

Soap-and lime-water, with the uſe of ſto. 
machic medicines, proper diet, and exerciſe, 
with Bath-water, and daily friction of the feet 
with flannels, bid faireſt to relieve, if not pre- 

vent the returns of the gout. 

The powder called the Duke of Portland's, 
has been much recommended to keep off the 


gout. It is compoſed of equal parts of the 
roots 
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roots of round birthwort, and gentian ; of the 
leaves of germander, and ground-pine ; and 
of the tops of the leſſer centaury. Theſe are 
all to be well dried, pounded, and ſifted, fo 
as to make a fine powder. The doſe is a 
drachm every morning for the firſt three 
months ; for the enſuing three months, three 
quarters of a drachm ; and halt a drachm for 
the next ſix months. The ſecond year re- 
quires only half a drachm every other day. 
But it is to be remarked, that as this powder 
may, in ſome caſes, be very ſerviceable, ſo an 
indiſcriminate uſe of it may do a great deal of 


harm. 


A milk diet, with a total abſtinence from 


fermented liquors and fleſh meats, has, in 


many inſtances, cured effectually the gout ; 
but then it may be queſtioned whether it does 
not bring on worſe complaints. The ſtomach, 
in particular, is ſo much weakened by it, as 
never afterwards to bear any ſolid food. Be- 
ſides, the young and vigorous, or thoſe of very 
ſtrong conſtitutions, ſhould make the attempt ; 
for the weak or aged, or ſuch as are much 
broken down with the diſeaſe, cannot bear to 


live ſo low. And it muſt alſo be obſerved» 
. " qnat - 
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that the diet muſt be perſiſted in during the 
courſe of life ; for, on a return to the former 


mode of living, the gout generally returns with 
increaſed violence. 


C 16 
Of the Rheumatijm. 
3 rheamatiin is either acute, or chro- 


nic. The acute is that which is at- 
tended with febrile ſymptoms ; and the chro- 
nic, that which is without fever. The for- 
mer can only be relieved by conquering the 
inflammation ; the latter generally proceeds 
from a defect of the glandular and mucilagi- 
nous humour in the joints, inſtead of which 
a {harp irritating acrimony prevails. A local 
rheumatiſm is to be diſtinguiſhed from a more 
general one. 
The acute rhcumatiſm commonly affects 
thoſe who are in the prime of life, and is 
known by wandering pains, with ſwelling and 


redneſs in the part, which increaſe towards 


the evening, and when the patient grows warm 
in bed, and is preceded by a rigor, ſhivering, 
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and thirſt. A fever attends, with anxiety and 


* 


coſtiveneſs. 

The pain generally purſues the courſe of 
the muſcles, and attacks the larger joints, 
rather than thoſe of the hands and feet; ſome- 
times one part is attacked, while another is 
quite free from pain; ſometimes different parts 
are ſeized at the ſame time; and indeed ſome- 
times all parts at the ſame inſtant. 

There is ſcarce a diſeaſe more hereditary 
than this. 

That it proceeds from a ſerous humour, is 
evident from many ſymptoms which attend 
this complaint. 

Bleeding is neceffary, and ſhould be repeat- 
ed, eſpecially when the diſeaſe is attended with 
great inflammation. : | 

Aſter this, if the patient be of a ſtrong habit 
of body, nitre may be given in as large quan- 
tities as the ſtomach can bear. It is beſt ex- 
bibited in water-gruel, 3ij to a quart, and a 
tea- cupful taken every ſecond hour. If the 
ſtomach ſhould reject it, when taken in ſuch 
quantities, it may be exhibited in ſmaller doſes, 
and combined with other things; as,

At the ſame time, ſhould the bowels not 
be kept open, we mult have recourſe to cly 
ſters, or proper doſes of the neutral purgative 
ſalts. 

If the pain be violent, give pil. ſapon: 38. 
h. ſ. but by no means if the fever is high. 

Apply warm cataplaims in caſe of tumor: 
Warm ſteams, conveyed to the parts affected, 
are often of great ſervice. Or the warm bath 
may be made uſe of, after the proper evacua- 
tions, And when the patient can bear frie- 


FI tions, 
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tions, camphorated oil, or the linim. ammon. 
may be ordered to be rubbed in warm, and the 
parts to be afterwards wrapped in flannel ; and 
as the matter of the rheumatiſm is beſt car- 
ried off by the cuticular pores, diaphoretic 

and ſudorific medicines are beneficial ; and in 
this mode the cure is commonly completed. 
Hence decoction of ſeneka may be given in 
ſuch large quantities as to raiſe a ſweat.

The chronic rheumatiſm, which ſhews it- 
ſelf in various parts of the body, without fever 
or inflammation in the part, 1s ſometimes the 
effect of the inflammatory ſpecies ; but chiefly 
attacks thoſe who are advanced in life. The 
pain ſeldom attacks ſo many places at a time 
as in the acute ſpecies, neither are the parts 
affected ſo liable to become red or tumified. 


A milk diet, properly attended to, has great 


efficacy ; ſo has bleeding, if the pulſe will ad- 


mit of it: if not, begin with calomel, in ſmall 


doſes; or with a gentle purge of infuſ. ſenæ.

nauſea, and other ſymptoms peculiar to the 
nephritis. ' 'They may belong either to the 


gout or rheumatiſm, but moſt commonly the 


latter. When the ſciatica is of the arthritic 
ſpecies, the pain is more deeply ſeated than 
when to the rheumatic. Hence they ſeem to 
be the fame complaint, only varying their ſeat, 
and from thence take their names. The /cza- 
tica, termed alſo z/chas, is a fixed pain in the 
hip, and by ſome is called the 47þ-gour. 

We ſhould be careful. to diſtinguiſh the 
acute from the chronic; for, like the rheu- 
matiſm, they may be of either ſpecies, be- 
cauſe of the former, bleeding is neceſſary, and 
repetitions occaſionally ; nitre, plentitul dilu- 
tion, ſaline purges; and in the luinbago, te- 


rebinthinate glyſters, &c. Indeed they both 


demand very nearly the ſame treatment as the 
rheumatiſm, but are much more tedious and 
diticult to cure. The pilulæ terebinthinatæ, and 
thoſe deſcribed in p. 215, are particularly re- 
commended ; and bliſters near the part affected, 
and on the thigh, have often proved efficacious; 
alſo iſſues above or below the knee, though not 
always to be depended upon ; the cauſe of the 
diſeaſe lying too deep to be affected by ſuch ſu-

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perficial applications as veſicatories. Volatile 
' remedies, ſuch as ol. terebinth. æther. given in 
the quantity of thirty or forty drops in decoct. 
guaiac. ſeems to bid the faireſt, together with 
an outward application of the epithema vola- 
tile. A Burgundy-pitch plaſter, with one 
eighth part of euphorbium, and terebinth. Ve- 
net. q. ſ. is alſo well adapted to the diſorder.

C HAP. VI. 
Of the Head-ach. 


ITE head-ach is a painful ſenſation ſeated in 
the contents of the cranium, as the brain, 

dura or pia mater, or in the muſcles, mem- 
branes, nerves, or other parts of the head. It 
is called a cephalalgia, if the head appears full» 
and as it were overloaded with a dull pain, 
attended with heavineſs ; cephalæa, if invete- 
rate, or extremely acute, having a ſpaſmodic 
tenſion, a ſoreneſs of the exterior parts for its 
aſſociates ; and a hemicranza, if only one fide 
or part of the head is affected. If the pain 
be fixed to a point, it is called clavus Hyſteri- 
cus. As theſe affections ariſe from ſuch a va- 
riety of cauſes, which may require different 
treatment, it will. always be uſeful, if poſlible, 
to diſtinguiſh the acting one, as it may ariſe 
from rheumatiſm or gout, from a plethora, or 
inflammatory diatheſis, an intermittent fever, 
venereal virus, foulneſs of the ſtomach, or 
ſome other nervous affection of the prime vie, 
a diſtenſion of the nervous fibres, convulſions, 


or a ſudden tranflation of matter. Where the 
ſtomach 
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ſtomach is in fault, which it generally is in the 
hemicrania, vomits will be very Proper, and 
bitter purges, &c. 

If theſe pains take their origin from a ple- 
thora, which the ſymptoms of a full pulſe, 
florid countenance, and heavineſs of the head, 
will diſcover; bleeding, cupping, bliſters, and 
zentle purgatives, are to be preſcribed. | 

When they ariſe from gouty or rheumatic 
humours, bliſters to the back and legs, put- 
ting the feet in warm water, and vinum aloës 
given now and then, anſwer very well.

When the complaint is found to depend on 
the relics of an intermittent fever, or to be 
periodical, the cortex, with valerian, is the 
chief remedy ; interpoſing now and then a 
gentle emetic. If the venereal taint gives riſe 
to it, then mercurials and ſudorific diet-drinks 
are the only things to be depended on. 

If a weak ſtomach be the cauſe, joined wich 
any uneatineſs of the mind and relaxed nerves, 
pil. gummoſ. Spa- waters, and riding on horſe- 
back, are of the greateſt uſe. Should it be 
foul, and it or the inteſtines be loaded with 
ſaburra, after a gentle emetic, or a purgative, 
ſtomachic bitters, joined with chalybeates, 
will be ſerviceable, taking care to avoid coſ- 
tiveneſs, and promoting all the due ſecretions 
properly. Hence aloetic pills occaſionally 
ſhould be had recourſe to; and the menſes, or 

piles,

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piles, ſhould they be obſtructed, muſt, if poſ- 
fible, be recalled. 


It is worth obſervation, eſpecially to the 
ſtudious, never to write on low. deſks or ta- 


bles, or to tye their ſtocks or neck-cloths 
tight, as many inconveniencies have ariſen 
from thence. Some have fallen within the 


author's notice, where various nervous medi- 


cines have been uſed, together with cupping, 


neutral ſalts, &c. all to no purpoſe. 


It may be proper alſo to obſerve here, that 
people who are much ſubject to headachs ſhould 


always lie high with their heads ; ſleep in thin 


night-caps : if they eat ſupper, it ſhould be 


very light; avoid coſtiveneſs ; go always to 
bed with their feet warm, and well rubbed: 


for by obſcrving theſe directions, many have 


found great benefit, in complaints of this 
kind, which have long evaded the power of 
medicine, where attention to theſe particulars 
have been diſregarded, 
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4 H A P * V. 
Of the Tooth-ach. 


HE tooth-ach is often occaſioned by an 

impure acrimonious ſerum, which cor- 
rodes the membranes and nerves ; very fre- 
quently brought on by colds and rheumatic 
complaints, more particularly after a ſudden 
change of weather, or from a caries : ſome- 
times it is merely ſympathetic, as in hyſteric 
and pregnant women. 

If the tooth be rotten or hollow, burn the 
nervous chord, if poſſible, which is the ſeat 
of the pain, and the cavity may be filled up 
with lead, wax, or maſtich. 

The beſt radical cure is to extract the tooth, 
if it can be conveniently effected. 

If the tooth affected be not one of the grin- 
ders, it may be replaced by one drawn freſh 
from a healthy perſon, which often becomes 
as uſeful and laſting as the original one could 


| have been. a 


Touching that part of the ear called the 
antihelix, with a hot iron, has alſo ſometimes 
been found to remove the tooth- ach.

When the pain is merely ſympathetic, the 
cauſe which gives riſe to the nervous affec- 
tion muſt be ſtruck at; ſo that if either hy- 
ſteria, pregnancy, &c. ſhould be the occa- 
ſion, the cure depends on antiſpaſmodics, 
bleeding, &c. as ae particular cauſe may re- 
quire. 

A fetid breath may proceed from carious 
teeth, putrid gums, bad lungs, or may ſome- 
times be conſtitutional : it is often attendant 
on weak nerves ; and frequently owing to 


mercurials.

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If conſtitutional, it is not to be remedied, 

Elegance and care, however, may palliate 

and render it leſs offenſive : and the ſtate of 

the ſtomach and prime vie deſerve great at- 
tention in this caſe.

HEN children are about cutting their 

teeth, they ſlaver much, are feveriſh, 

hot, and uneaſy ; their gums ſwell, and are 

very painful ; they are ſometimes looſe, and at 

other times coſtive now and then convulſions 
come on. | 


If the child be olethoric; and the fever 


high, a little blood may be drawn, or leeches

CHAP. VIE 
Of the Otalgia, or Ear-ach. 
_ complaint may be occaſioned by an 


inflammation of the internal ear, which 
is ſometimes ſa violent as to render the patient 
delirious ; by a purulent diſcharge ; by inſects, 
or hard bodies getting into the ear, or by 
catching cold. 

If inflammation gives riſe to it, veneſection, 
cooling and ſmart purges ; cupping, leeches, 
and bliſters, to the back part of the head, and 
behind the cars, and the pediluvium, are ne-

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Purulent matter appearing in the meatus 
auditorius, detergent injections are to be made 
uſe of; which may be compoſed of ſoap and 
water, tinct. aloes comp. and water, or de- 
coctum hord, cum mel. roſ. et tinct. myrrh. 

If from living inſects, the moſt effectual 
way to deſtroy them is to blow in the ſmoke 
of tobacco, and then pour in warm oil. Hard 
bodies getting into the ear, are to be extracted 
by proper inſtruments, aſſiſted by emollient 
injections. | 

Pains in the ear, occaſioned by colds, re- 
quire mild diaphoretics, and the patient to be 
kept warm; and cataplaſms of bread and 
milk, with roaſted onions, will be of ſervice. 
If the diſorder gives not way to theſe methods, 
bleed, and bliſter behind the ears, and give an 
anodyne going to bed. The rheumatiſm may 
ſometimes produce theſe complaints; a blad- 
der, filled with warm water, and applied to 
the part, will be of uſe; alſo the ſpir. cam- 
phoratus. Should the pain be merely ſpaſ- 
modic, or ariſe from a defluxion of acid ſerum, 
cupping, and bliſtering the back of the head, 
will be ſerviceable ; and ſoft doſſils muſt at 
the ſame time be put into the ear, dipped in 


. oil 
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oil of almonds; to which a little oleum ſuc- 
cini, and tinctura opii, may be added. 

A noiſe in the ears may be relieved by the 
vapours of aromatic plants conveyed thither 
through a funnel ; or drop the ing into

1 IS complaint is commonly termed the 

heart-burn ; which is an uneaſy ſenſa- 
tion in the ſtomach, with anxiety, a heat 
more or leſs violent, and ſometimes attended 
with oppreſſion, faintneſs, an inclination to 
vomit, or a plentiful diſcharge * clear Iymph, 


like ſaliva. 


This pain may ariſe from various and dif- 
ferent cauſes; ſuch as flatus; from ſharp hu- 


mourg, either acid, bilious, rancid, or pr 
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ing the coats of the ſtomach ; from acrid and 
_ pungent food, ſuch as ſpices, aromatics, &c. 
as allo from rheumatic and gouty humours, 
or ſurfeits; from too free a uſe of tea, watery 
fluids relaxing the ſtomach, &c. from the na- 
tural mucus being abraded, particularly in the 
upper orifice of the ſtomach : this moſtly 
happens with thoſe whoſe blood abounds with 
ſcorbutic ſalts, | 

In all pains of the ſtomach, particular at- 
tention ſhould be paid to the offending cauſe, 
as the cure will entirely depend upon that be- 
ing conquered. 


The diet ſhould be of a light animal kind ; 

the drink brandy and water, toaſt and water, 
| Briſtol or Tilbury-water ; no vegetables ſhould | 
be allowed ; and very little bread, and that 
well toaſted. 

The cure of a common cardialgia, if it 

proceeds from indigeſtion, or an acid acri- 
mony, ſhould be,

This joined with the mineral waters of 
Bath or Pyrmont, where the cauſe ariſes from 
laxity or indigeſtion, has been found very ef- 
fectual.

If from any excoriation, or ulceration, the 
pain will be conſtant, but greatly exaggerated 
by ſwallowing any thing hot or acrid, muci- 
laginous ſubſtances in this caſe are moſt pro- 
per; but probably no remedy ſo effectual as a 
milk diet. 

If it is attended with a diſcharge of clear 
lymph, like faliva, ſometimes inſipid, ſome- 
times acrid, it is called the water-braſh. 
Tincture of bark in lime-water is recom- 
mended as very uſeful, and often given with 
{uccels. | | 


If 
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If the coats of the ſtomach have their tone 
weakened, and cannot protrude their contents 
in proper time, and thus occaſions this com- 
plaint, moderate living is abſolutely neceſſary. 
Vinum amar. with the vitriolic acid diluted, 
or the etherial ſpirit of vitriol, will be ſervicea- 
ble: if coſtive, the aloetic pills are adviſable. 
Occaſionally riding ; but failing is prefera- 
ble as moſt efficacious, 


CHAP IX. 


Of Pains in the Stomach and Bowels from 
Poiſon. 


AR TNT CC 


HIS ſubſtance taken inwardly, produces 
violent gripings in the ſtomach and 
bowels, diſtenfion, vomiting, great heat, thirſt, 
cold ſweats, tremors, convulſions, inflamma- 


tions, gangrene, and finally death. A morti- 
fication of the pudenda is faid to be peculiar to 
the poiſon of arſenic. 


Give large quantities of milk, honey, and 
fugar mixed, of warm water and oil, and add 
8 ipeca- 
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ipecacoanh. or, what is much more briſk and 
certain in its operation, zinci vitriolati purifi- 
cati gi. to be repeated ſo as to promote as 
quick a diſcharge upwards as poſſible, and in- 
ject oily clyſters. In a word, fill the whole 
tract of the alimentary canal with ſoftening 
emollient liquids, ſuch as new milk, freſh but- 
ter melted, chicken or veal broth, ſweet oil, 
to dilute and ſheathe the poiſon, giving them 
largely, both by the mouth and clyſters. 
And when you have obtained a free evacuation 
both ways, let the perſon continue to drink 
very plentifully of decoctum hord. cum g. 
Arabic. ſperm. cet. pulv. tragacanth. fat veal 
and mutton broths, milk, oil, &c. not forget- 
ting to keep the body open for ſeveral days, in 
order to carry off the poiſon. 

Theſe rules hold good, as to poiſons in ge- 
neral, when taken into the ſtomach. If there 
be a plethora, or the pulſe be ſtrong and full, 
it will be very neceſſary during the above cure 
to take away blood. 

When the mouth and fauces appear exco- 
riated and ulcerated, as they will do ſometimes 
when corroſive ſublimate, nitrous, vitriolic, 
or muriatic acid have been taken, little doubt 

155 . remains 
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remains of the cauſe ; but when they are want= 
ing, and death has enſued, and on opening the 
body, eroſions, livid and mortified ſpots, appear 
on the coats of the ſtomach, we are not raſhly 
to conclude that poiſon has been taken, becauſe 
theſe may originate from internal cauſes; 
therefore the contents of the ſtomach ſhould 
be examined. If a white powder is found in 
the ſtomach, and that arſenic, it has a milky 
whiteneſs, is gritty and inſipid: part of it 
ſwims on the ſurface of cold water, like a pale 


ſulphureous film; the greateſt portion ſinks 


to the bottom and remains there undiſſolved; 
thrown on a red-hot iron, it does not flame, 
but riſes entirely in thick white fames, which 
have the ſtench of garlic, and cover cold iron 
held juſt over them with white flowers. If it 
be incloſed between two plates of copper, and 
put into the fire and made red hot, the copper 
will become white. Ten grains boiled in 3iv. 
of clear water, and then paſſed through a fil- 
ter, I divided into five equal parts, and put in- 
to as many glaſſes. —In one I poured a few 
drops of ſpirit of fal ammon. into another ſome 
of the aqua kali, into a third ſtrong vitriolic 


acid, into the fourth ſome muriatic acid, and 
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into the fifth ſome ſyrup of violets. The firſt 
threw down a few particles of pale ſediment, 
the ſecond gave a white cloud, which hung a 
little above the middle of the glaſs ; the third 
and fourth made a conſiderable precipitation 
of a lightiſh-coloured ſubſtance, which in the 
former hardened into glittering cryſtals, ſtick= 
ing to the ſides and bottom of the glaſs. Sy= 
rup of violets produced a beautiful pale green 
tincture, &c. Theſe are methods we muſt 
make uſe of for the certain diſcovery of its ex- 
iſtence, and conſequently its effects. 

Another method is to ſoak a piece of bread 
in the liquid contents of the ſtomach, and give 
it to a dog, and then from the conſequences it 
produces form our concluſions. It is neceſſary 
to be as certain in theſe points as poſſible, that 
when called before a bar of juſtice, in the un- 
happy caſes of people being poiſoned, to give 
evidence, we may act with clearneſs and preci- 
ſion. 


MuRIATED QUICKSILVER. 


Beſides the general cure for expelling poi- 


ſons delivered above, the antidote for corrofive 


ſublimate is a weak ſolution of any mild alka- 
line 
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line falt; about one ounce of ſalt of tartar, ſalt 
of wormwood, or common pearl-aſhes, may be 
diſſolved in a gallon of water, and the ſtomach 
filled with the ſolution, which will decom- 
pound the ſublimate, and * its ſaline ſpi- 
culæ. 


VEGETABLE Polis os. 


The plants which chiefly produce unhappy 
effects are, ſome kinds of muſhrooms; hemlock 
gathered for parſley, and eaten in fallads ; the 
roots of the hemlock-dropwort, eaten inſtead of 
carrots, and the berries of the deadly night hade, 
which children eat by miſtake for wild cherries. 

All the poiſons of this claſs ſeem to prove 


mortal rather from a narcotic or ſtupefying, 
than an acrimonious and ſtimulating quality. 
A ſtaring wildneſs in the eyes, confuſion of 


fight, palpitations, giddineſs, lofs of memory 
and voice, ſtupor or fury, convulſions, and 
reachings to vomit, are the chief ſymptoms. 
The patient ſhould immediately take a ſolu- 
tion of the zincum vitriolatum purificatum, 


and repeat it till it cauſes him to vomit plenti- 


fully, aſſiſted by a large quantity of warm 


water, and other ſoftening fluids, as above re-

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commended. After the operation of the vo- 
mit, and the evacuation of the inteſtinal canal, .

by oily and emollient clyſters, the patient 


| ſhould continue to take large quantities of 


water, or whey, ſweetened with honey or ſu- 
gar, and medicated with a conſiderable quan- 
tity of vinegar, which 1s eſteemed a ſpecific, 
or antidote, againſt this ſort of poiſons.

take, or otherwiſe, in too large a quantity, is 
converted into a poiſon. - The cure is to be 


the fame as already deſcribed, except that there 
may be a greater neceſſity for ſpeedy veneſec-

| ſymptoms ſimilar to thoſe of the ſanguineous 
apoplexy. Bliſters may be applied betwixt 
the ſhoulders, and to the ancles, and vinegar * 
to the noſtrils, and dilute vitriolic acid, cream 


of tartar, lemon-juice, or any convenient pa- 
latable acids may be added liberally to what- 


ever liquor the patient drinks. The common 
ſaline mixture is here particularly recommend- 


ed, and that to be given freely.

Of the different Species of Colic. 


HE colic is an acute pain, and obſtruc- 

tion in the inteſtines. When the colic- 

pain is accompanied with vomiting of bile, 
it is called a Gilious colic. When the pain 
ariſes from flatus, without any inflammatory 
or bilious ſymptoms, it is termed the flatulent 
or Windy colic, If it takes its origin from hy- 
| | ſteric 
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ſteric complaints, it is named the eric colic. 
When it is accompanied with tenſion in the 


abdomen, ſoreneſs to the touch, heat, thirſt, _ 


quick pulſe, and other inflammatory ſymp- 
toms, it gets the name of 7fammatory colic. 
When it is attended with an obſtinate conſti- 
pation of the bowels, and a vomiting of every 
thing that is taken, indicative, from the nature 
of what is diſcharged, that the paſſage through 
the inteſtines is entirely cloſed, the diſeaſe is 
termed the iliac paſſion. When the pain is 
violent, and ſeated in the umbilical region, 
ſtriking through to the back, with obſtinate 
coſtiveneſs, and a retraction of the navel, ſuc- 
ceeded by ſpaſmodic contraction, or palſy of 


the lower extremities, it is called the zervous 


colic. 
Bilious Colic. 


The bilious colic generally ſeizes the pa- 
tient about the beginning of ſummer, with a 
vomiting of a yellow greeniſh caſt ; a bitter 
taſte in the mouth, with great heat; circum- 
ſcribed pain about the region of the navel ; 
ſometimes with moſt excruciating pain all 
over the abdomen; then ſhifting from place to

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place; little or no diſcharge of urine ; a pul- 
ſation in the abdomen, with a ſenſe of cold 
about it : frequently it is attended with a 
hoarſeneſs, which continues during the whole 
ſtage of the diſtemper, with thirſt, fever, and 
coſtiveneſs; and ſometimes terminates in the 
iliac paſſion. 


Bleed repeatedly, if the pulſe will admit of 


it, and avoid every thing that will tend to in- 


creaſe the vomiting.

In the mean time, give ſmall thin broths, 
gruel, whey, or warm water, to be drank very 
plentifully; and order emollient and opening

as he can well bear it. The vomiting, in this 
colic, is often very diſtreſſing. Give a faline 
draught every hour, in the act of efferyeſcence, 
till the complaint ceaſes; and add to each a 
few drops of tinct. opii. if occaſion requires. 
Mithridate confectio opiata, in the form of a 
cataplaſm, may be laid to the pit of the ſto- 
mach. The leaves of common mint boiled in 
red wine, and applied to the ſcrobic. cord. are 
alſo ſometimes effectual in this caſe, when 
other things have failed in ſtopping the vomit- 
ing. After ſtools have been obtained, and the

Hock, if not with Madeira, Liſbon, or Sherry, 
particularly if the habit is rather cold and 


phlegmatic, form the beſt beverage for drink. 


Flatulent Colic. 


The flatulent colic is known by a wander- 
ing pain in the bowels, following the track of 
the colon, attended with borborygmi, which 


abates when the air is ſet free; the pain is not 
exaſperated by preſſure, but rather relieved ; 


there is no extraordinary thirſt, and the pulſe 
but little diſturbed. The habit is generally, 
nay indeed almoſt always, coftive ; and ſome- 
times ſo ſtrong, that the periſtaltic motion of 
the bowels is inverted, and the inteſtinal con- 


tents puſhed upward, and ejected by the mouth. 
This, as well as ſome other ſpecies of colic, 


is ſometimes attended with nephritic ſymp- 


toms ; hence the nephritic or /tone-colic. Hows 


ever, they may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the 
nephritis, by the pain not being fixed in the 


- --kidney, 
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kidney, and propagated to the genitals, but 
being more extended towards the centre of the 
belly, and by the ſudden relief after a diſcharge 
by ſtool. In the colic, after eating, the pain 
increaſes, but in the nephritis it is rather mi- 
tigated. In the nephritis, the urine is firſt 
clear and thin, and afterwards lets fall gravel 
or other ſediment : in the colic, the urine is 
generally thicker in the beginning. 

Though we know that this diſeaſe ariſes 
from ſpaſm in ſome part of the alimentary ca- 
nal, the moſt common places are either the 
valve of the colon, or its flexure, where it turns 
up under the ſpurious ribs to the left fide, the 
lower part of the duodenum, the pylorus, or 
cardia. Yet ſtill it is very difficult to diſcover 
what is the cauſe, there are ſo many different 
ones; moſt of which can only be gueſſed at: 
therefore the patient's conſtitution is to be en- 
quired after with great nicety, reſpecting its 
particular nature, as well as conduct reſpecting 
the non-naturals previous to the attack. For 
the obſtruction may ariſe from acrid biles, 
different kinds of ſaburra, ſtoppages of the 
ductus communis choledochus, from ſpaſm,

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or from biliary concretions, hardened ſzces, 
worms, ruptures, remains of undiſſolved food, 
earthy or ſtony concretions lodged in the in- 
teſtines, compreſſion of the inteſtines from tu- 
mors in any of the contiguous viſcera, intro- 
ſuſception or volvulus of the inteſtine, a thick- 
ening of its coat from ſchirrous, cancer, &c. 
hence, whatever the cauſe, we muſt endeavour 
in our plan of cure to take off the ſpaſm, and 
promote a free paſlage through the We 
downwards. 

If the patient be plethoric, or of a ſtrong 
habit of body, bleeding is generally neceſſary ; 
after which, order him to drink plentifully of 
warm water, or chamomile tea, ſo as to pro- 
mote vomiting ; then procure ſtools by emol- 
lient clyſters, which muſt be repeated, and 
made ſtronger, if neceſſary, till an evacuation 
is obtained; or to a decoction of ſena or co- 
Jocynth add oil, honey, and Common 1 falt, or 
crude fal ammoniac.

Hyſteric Colic. 


Women of a groſs and lax habit of body, 
of an irritable diſpoſition, and thoſe who have 
juſt recovered from very difficult labours, are 
particularly ſubject to it. It attacks the re- 
gion of the ſtomach, and ſometimes the parts 


juſt 
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juſt below it, with violent pain, and is ac- 
companied with exorbitant vomitings of green 
or yellow matter, ſucceeded by great lowneſs 
of ſpirits. The pain goes off in a day or two, 
and frequently returns again, in a few weeks, 
with as great a violence as ever. It is ſome- 
times attended with a jaundice, which vaniſhes 
ſpontaneoully in a few days. 

When the ſymptoms are all gone of, and 
the patient is pretty well recovered ; grief, 
anger, walking, or any other exerciſe uſed too 
| ſoon, will occaſion a relapſe. 

Bleeding and purging, in this ſpecies of 
colic, generally do harm; unleſs the woman 
be of a ſanguineous conſtitution and robuſt 
make, and then they are very proper. 

The patient muſt drink a large quantity of 
warm poflet-drink, whey or carduus tea, till 
there be a thorough evacuation of the contents 

of the ſtomach ; after which,

Inflammatory Colic. 


In the inflammatory colic, a vehement 
burning fixed pain is felt in thoſe parts which 
are moſt affected, alſo accompanied with a 
preternatural heat of the whole body, quick 
pulle, loſs of ſtrength, anxiety, and inquiet- 


ude. 
When 
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When the inflammation is in the upper 
part of the inteſtines, the ftomach will be 
diſtended with wind; and where it is very 
violent, convulſions will ſucceed in the dia- 
phragm, attended with vomiting, painful in- 
flation, rumblings, and ſharp griping twitches, 
which may at laſt be productive of the oy 
iliaca. 

When the 5 pain, attended with fever 
and nauſea, appears to be betwixt the navel 
and the pit of the ſtomach, it may then be 
ſuſpected that hat part of the colon is affect- 
ed which lies under the ſtomach. If it be in 
the right hypochondrium, under the ſpurious 
ribs, then that part of the eolon which joins 
the ilium, may be inflamed : but when the 
pain is in the middle of the abdomen, about 
the nave], it indicates the ſmall inteſtines to 


| . be alleftesd. 


In the inflammatory colic, bleeding 1 
and repeatedly will in general be abſolutely 
neceſſary; eſpecially if the patient be pletho- 
ric, and the ſymptoms urgent: in this, the 
pulſe will be the ſureſt guide; alſo warm ſof- 
tening emollient drinks and clyſters ſhould be 
preſcribed. After theſe, if the vomiting be

and repeated occaſionally. Warm ſomenta- 
tions are alſo uſeful, and the ſkins of newly.

footed on a cold flag : and in deſperate caſes, 
tobacco glyſters, either by infuſing a dram or 
two in the decoctum pro enemate, Or blow- 


ing the ſmoke into the rectum by means of 


an inſtrument made for that purpoſe; Should 
any of theſe means ſucceed, the patient mult 


8 con⸗ 
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continue for ſome time his courſe of cathar- 
tics and opiates occaſionally, till all the ſymp- 
toms perfectly vaniſh, and the freedom of the 
alvine evacuation convinces us all the harden- 
ed feces are entirely removed. To prevent a 
relapſe, crude flatulent vegetables, animal food 
of difficult digeſtion, ſhould be avoided, coſ- 
tiveneſs always prevented, and riding perſiſt- 


_ ſiſted in; for in this caſe it is fingularly ſer- 


viceable. 
But if, notwithſtanding the helps above 
preſcribed, the fever ſhould continue, and 


clammy ſweats come on, with paleneſs, di- 


arrhœa, fœtid black ftools, or like the waſh- 
ings of fleſh, with a ſmall intermitting pulſe, 
and at laſt a total ceſſation of pain, you may 


prognoſticate a gangrene coming on, and that 


death is near at hand. 


Ihac Pajjion. 


Tur iliac paſſion is owing to an inflamma- 
tion and obſtruction in the inteſtinal canal, ſo 
as to allow no paſſage for either the faces or 
flatulence. It may be occaſioned by harden- 
ed fxces, violent vomitings, ruptures, earthy

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or ſtony concretions lodged in the inteſtines, 


tumors, introſuſception, or volvulus of the 


inteſtine, a thickening of the coats of the in- 
teſtines, &c. and is attended with an acute 
pain of the bowels, an oppreſſion at the ſto- 
mach, tenſion of the belly, bilious or even 
ſtercoraceous vomiting, great thirſt, heat, fe- 
ver, and at laſt with ſingultus, cold ſweats, 
delirium, convulgons, gangrene, and death. 
The method of cure 1s nearly the ſame as 


preſcribed in the inflammatory colic, the iliac 


pation being only the greateſt degree of that 
diſeaſe, 

The common drink ſhould be weak chic- 
ken-broth, beef-tea, chamomile- tea, or the 
dococt. hordei comp. the lac amygdalæ may 
likewiſe be drank freely; and a quantity of 
nitre may be added to it. 

Bleed largely and repeatedly, more particu- 


larly if it ariſes from a ſtrangulated rupture; 


next inject emollient oily, and ſtimulating 
clyſters; and give oily aperient remedies, by 
the mouth : but the chief hope here is in 
bleeding, cathartics, and opiates.

In caſe of an hernia, you muſt never fatigue 
your patient by attempting to reduce the in- 
teſtine, till the ſpaſm and tenſion be entirely 
removed: when that is done, and the part 
reduced, keep him quiet for ſome days, and 
preſcribe a ſoft, eaſy, and low diet. 

The warm bath, with the ſmoke of tobacco 
blown into the rectum by means of a proper 


inſtrument, are often of the greateſt ſervice;

Nervous Colic. 


This diſeaſe is alſo called colica Piclonum, 
colic of Poictiers; Devonſhire colic ; convulſive 
colic ; and in the Weſt Indies, where it is 
endemic, they term it the Dry velly-ach. 

It begins with a ſenſation of weight or pain 
at the pit of the ſtomach, attended with loſs 
of appetite, yellowneſs in the countenance, a 
{light degree of ſickneſs, and conſtiveneſs. A 
vomiting ſucceeds of acrid dime, and beef 
ceous bile. 
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The pain will frequently deſcend to the re- 
gion of the navel, and thoot from thence to 
each fide with exceſſive violence. Its ſeat 
ſeems to be the centre of the melentery ; and 
the inteſtines ſeem as if drawn in towards the 
ſpine, with convulſive ſpaſms; ſo that it is 
ſometimes impracticable to throw up glyſ- 
ters. The pain does not, as in moſt colics, 
abate and increaſe ſeveral times in a few mi- 
nutes; but generally obſerves the ſame te- 
nour, for ſeveral hours together. The pulſe is 
commonly low, and as quiet as in health, 
without any appearance of fever or inflamma- 
tion; but rather, on the contrary, a faintneſs 
and lowneſs of ſpirits. When the pain has 
continued long and violent, and begins to 
abate, the patient commonly feels an unuſual 
ſenſation and tingling along the ſpina dorſi, 
which extending to the arms and legs, they 
thus become weak and paralytic, 

Before the diſorder is confirmed, its pro- 
greſs may perhaps be ſtopped by glyſters of 
the decoction of colocynth, ſena, and the car- 
minatiye ſeeds, diffolving therein common 
falt or crude ſal ammoniac, with a proper 
quantity of oil, eſpecially oleum ricini, and 


keep- 
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keeping the body open with mild aperients, 
of which the caſtor oil is the moſt effectual. 
The patient ſhould avoid catching cold, and 
be careful that he takes nothing acid or indi- 
geſtible by way of diet. 

This colic is often the effe& of lead acci- 
dentally taken in drinks, ſuch as cyder, &c. 
and too frequently cating and drinking things 
of an auſtere acid quality. It is common in 
cyder counties; and often happens to plum- 
bers, painters, and thoſe who attend the 
melting of lead, or making of white lead. 
When it is confirmed, the following me- 
| thod has been found ſucceſsful : order the pa- 
tient to drink warm chamomile tea, to waſh 
the ſtomach two or three times, and then 


have recourſe to opium :

The patient is to uſe a thin ſpare diet, ſuch 
as weak chicken-broth, panada, or gruel ; but 
after ſome time, bread and boiled chicken, and 
ſometimes a little ram well diluted with water, 
may be allowed ; but all fermented drinks and

I have known four grains of ipeca- 
coanha given to an infant ſcven days old in a 
clyſter with great advantage. 
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CHAP.; Xx 
Of the Stone and Gravel. 


THE ſtone and gravel are calculous concre- 
tions in the urinary paſſages, occaſioning 


pain in the back, pubes, &c.—When in the 
' kidneys, they are attended with a nauſea and 


vomiting ; urine at firſt made in ſmall quanti- 


ties, and watery ; afterwards more copious, 


turbid, and alſo bloody, if the ſtone be point- 
ed and rough, ſtrangury, coſtiveneſs, a painful 
retraction of the teſticle of the affected ſide, 
and a numbneſs down the thigh and leg. 
When the obſtructing matter is got into the 
bladder, the pain in the kidney abates, but is 
perceived in the bladder, eſpecially about the 
neck; the urine becomes turbid, and is diſ- 
charged in drops, with a frequent inclination 
to make water, and it is oftentimes bloody in 
conſcquence of riding, or being jolted in a car- 
riage; there is alſo a frequent deſire to go to 
ſtool, a ſenſe of weight in the perinæum, an 
itching in the penis, and a mucous ſediment 
in the urine. If from the ſtimulus occaſioned 

in 
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in the kidney, or in the ureters, an inflamma- 4 
tion ſhould be induced, it mult be treated as 
ſet down in the nephritis, 

Bleeding is, in general, very neceſſary ; ; the 
urva urſi to gi. or 35 in powder, has done 
good; and the following drink is N proper 
with it:

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ed with much ſucceſs, as ſolvents for the ſtone. 
The kali purum, or aqua kali puri, is generally 
thought to be the moſt efficacious. The pa- 


tient muſt begin with ſmall doſes, ſuch as x. 


xx. Or even xxx. drops, to be taken in half a 
pint of veal-broth, or new milk, and gradually 
increaſe the quantity of lixivium as far as the 
ſtomach and urinary paſſages will bear. 

An infuſion of the ſeeds of daucus ſylveſ- 
tris, or wild carrot, ſweetened with honey, is 
greatly extolled by ſome in complaints of the 
ſtone and gravel. And a decoction made by 
boiling thirty berries of raw coffee in a quart of 
water till it becomes of a deep greeniſh colour ; 
and taken night and morning to the quantity of. 
eight or ten ounces, with ſpir. ætheris nitroſi 
gutt. x. and occaſionally purged with caſtor oil, 
has been known to bring away gradually a large 


quantity of calculous matter. Acids are alſo 


faid to be as powerful ſolvents in ſome kind of 
calculous concretions as even the pure kali. 
The acidum muriaticum may be mage uſe of 
for this purpoſe. 

The uva urſi has likewiſe been much recom- 
mended as a lithontriptic. ; 
During the uſe of all ſolvent medicines, 

: 2 0 
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the body ſhould be kept open now and then 
with ol. ricin. or ſome other gentle cathartic. 
But it ſometimes happens that the attempt 
at diſſolving is not only impracticable, but 
may be dangerous; we have then no other re- 
ſource but palliatives: hence the body ſhould 
be kept open occaſionally with ſome eccopro- 
tic ; and mild diuretic infuſions and decoctions, 
ſuch as are pleaſant and the ſtomach will eaſily 
bear, and will paſs freely, ſhould be admini- 
ſtered. 2 

With reſpect to diet, heavy and flatulent 
food ſhould be avoided, as alſo high ſeaſoned 
viands, or ſuch as are apt to turn rancid; like- 
wife butter, fatty ſubſtances, and acids. The 
diet ſhould be of the lighteſt kind, eaſily di- 
geſtible, and ſuch as will rather prove laxa- 
tive. 


C H A P. An. 
Of the Iſcburia, or Suppreſſion of Urine. 


Total ſuppreſſion of urine is called by 
authors zſchuria, and differs in its ſymp- 


toms according to the parts affected: when 
ͤ;ͤ 
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the x1DNEYs, ſome diſeaſe having preceded, 


there is a pain and uneaſy ſenſation of weight 


in the renal region, without any tremor of the 
hypogaſtrium or ſtimulus to micturition. When 
the URETERS, ſome diſcaſe of the kidneys 
having preceded, there is a ſenſe of pain or 
uneaſineſs in ſome part of the ureter, without 
any tumor of the hypogaſtrium or defire to 
make water.—When the BLADDER, there is 
a tumor of the hypogaſtric region, with pain 
at the neck of the bladder, and a frequent ſti- 
mulus to make water.—When the URETHRA) 
there is a ſwelling of the hypogaſtric region, 


with a frequent deſire to make water, and pain 


in ſome part of the urethra. 

A partial and painful ſuppreſſion of urine is 
called dyſuria, or ſtranguria, which have dif- 
ferent ſymptoms according to the cauſes ; and 
1s either attended with heat of urine without 
any evident diſeaſe of the bladder, or a ſpaſm 
communicated from other parts with the blad- 
der, or with figns of calculus in the bladder, 
or with a large excretion of mucus; or it is 


occaſioned by preſſure from the neighbouring 


parts affecting the bladder, or from thoſe parts 
being inflamed, 
As 
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As there are ſo many cauſes which give riſe 
to theſe complaints, we muſt particularly ad- 
vert to them in our modes of cure. If it is 
cauſed by inflammation, we muſt depend upon 
the antiphlogiſtic method as laid down in ne- 
phritis and cyſtitis: If from ſpaſmodic affec- 
tions, to opiates, terebinthinate glyſters, and 
the warm bath. If from ſuperabundance of 
mucus, to ſaponaceous medicines and ſtimu- 
lating diuretics, viz. horſe-radiſh, muſtard- 
ſeed, ſquills, with alcaleſcent ſubſtances, and 
terebinthinate balſams as attenuants. If from 
gravel or calculus, no inflammation being at- 
tendant, to lithontriptics. 

Total ſuppreſſion of urine, when from cauſes 
exiſting in the kidneys, or ureters, is ſeldom. 
cured, unleſs they ariſe from ſpaſmodic affec- 
tions; but when it is partial our hopes may 
be more flattering. If urine gets into the 
bladder, and is there ſuppreſſed, ſhould the 
common methods fail of ſucceſs according to 
the cauſe, the catheter ſhould be paſſed with 
caution, and be had occaſional recourſe to till 
the original defect be cured, whether it ariſes 
from inflammation, weakened tone of the coats 


of the bladder, paralytic affection, a ſtone plug- 
"0 ging 
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ging up the neck, an ulcer there, or the womb 
preſſing upon its neck, which happens in caſes 
of pregnancy. But as ſuppreſſion moſt com- 
monly proceeds from ſpaſms or inflammations 
of the neck of the bladder, bleeding, fomen- 
tations, and clyſters muſt be purſued.

If the ſuppreſſion ſtill continues, repeat the 
bleedings, have recourſe to the warm bath, and 


give ſolutions of gum Arabic, &c.—Some- 


times the introduction of the bougie, firſt oil- 
ed, may aſſiſt much in removing theſe com- 
plaints by its ſlight irritation, and only 6 dilat- 


ang the paſſages. 


When there is a total ſuppreſſion of urine, 
the catheter or bougie muſt be uſed to draw it 
off. If we try the latter, it muſt be allowed to 
remain in the paſſage for a length of time, and 

on 


/ 
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en its being drawn away, the water moſtly 
follows; it gives leſs pain, and is eafier in- 
troduced than a catheter, but is not ſo certain. 

If it ariſes from paralytic affection of the 
coat of the bladder, during the uſe of the ca- 
theter, the cortex and cold bath are adviſable, 
with cantharides, or probably a bliſter to the 
ſacrum might be attended with advantage. 

If from an ulcer in the neck of the bladder, 
d=tergent bougies and injections we muſt de- 
pend upon, and a courſe of ſulphureous waters 
may be beneficial. If from pregnancy, the 
preſſure muſt be removed occaſionally by ele- 
vating the uterus, inflammatory affections pre- 
vented from coming on, the body kept con- 
ſtantly cool and open, and in a recumbent 
poſture as much as may be till nature removes 
the cauſe, which will happen in due courſe, 
and bleeding muſt be now and then ſubmitted 

to. | 

If a painful diſcharge of urine ariſes from 
caruncles in the urethra, they are moſt effec- 
tually removed by bougies, which ſhould at 
firſt be uſed with lenity and caution; and if 
on their firſt introduction (being previouſly 
ſmeared with oil) any inflammatory ſymptoms 
py” come 
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come on, bleed and purge, and confine the pa- 
tient to his bed; and when theſe complaints 
are gone off, let him continue to uſe them con- 


ſtantly till the diſorder be removed. 


C H AP. XIV. 
Of the Hemorrhoids, or Piles. , 


> ge piles are painful tumors in the lower 


part of the inteſtinum rectum. 
Thoſe who lead ſedentary lives, are of a 
looſe texture of fibres, high feeders, hard 
drinkers, and ſuch as are conſtitutionally coſ- 


tive, or have uſed themſelves to aloetie pur- 


ges, &c. are more particularly a e to theſe 
diſorders. e 6 | 

Sometimes they are internal, and occaſion 
great pain in going to ſtool : when external, 
they are likewiſe very painful, and apt to 
bleed : after which, the pain generally abates. 

If the patient be plethoric, bleed ; and or- 
der a light cooling diet, ſuch as broths, gruels, 
whey ; and avoid liquors, which are heating 
and inflaming.

Some commend a ſolution of vitriol. cœrul.

tion is neceſſary how we repel the piles, the 
habit of body being, in general, much reliev- 
ed by their appearance, and they certainly free 
it from many acute diſeaſes; and a ſudden 
ſuppreſſion of any habitual evacuation has been 
the primary cauſe of the worſt and moſt dan- 
gerous diſeaſes ; ſuch as apoplexies, epilepſies, 
madneſs, &c.

CHAF IL 
Of the Tetanus. 


ETANUS i is a rigid and painful contrac- 
tion of the muſcles of the neck, and 
trunk of the body. It is divided into two 
ſpecies : the op;#hotonus ; and the epiſtbotonus, 


or emproſtbotonus. In the former, the whole 


trunk of the body is convulſed and drawn 
backwards in a curve, with the head bent to- 


wards the ſhoulders ; in the latter the trunk 


of the body is drawn forwards, with the chin 
1-0 | 0 
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to the breaſt, This diſeaſe is moſt. frequent 
in hot climates, and 1s ſaid to be endemic in 
South Carolina, eſpecially among the negroes. 
It ſometimes comes on ſuddenly ; then the 
patients rarely ſurvive more than forty-eight 
hours; ſometimes gradually; firſt affecting 
the back part of the neck, and about the 
ſhoulders, with an uneaſy ſtiffneſs, the rigi- 
dity of the muſcles in general gradually in- 
ereaſing. From the manner of the attack 
muſt the danger of the diſeaſe be eſtimated ; 
the more gradual and flow, the better ; and if 
nine or ten days are got over, the patient ge- 
nerally recovers. A painful drawing in un- 
der the ſternum is the diſtinguiſhing charac- 
teriſtic of this diſeaſe. 

In this dreadful ſpaſmodic caſe, TOY if 
the pulſe will admit of it. If it ſhould hap- 
pen in conſequence of an irritation from a 
wounded nerve, or tendon, divide it directly, 
and dreſs the wound to bring on a proper di- | 
geſtion and cicatrix. But the cure principal- 
ly depends upon a liberal uſe of muſk, opium, 
and the warm bath. Preſcribe twelve grains 


of muſk, and one, two, or three grains of ſo- 
e a 
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lid opium, with theriaca, in a bolus ; and let 
them be repeated every four or fix hours, with 
the julepum e camphora. If the patient can- 
not ſwallow, opium muſt be given in clyſters, 
with the addition of oil, or turpentine diſſolv- 
ed in the yolks of eggs: the boy at the ſame 
time ſhould be kept open by manna, ſal. amar. 
ol. ricin. &c. or by clyſters. In the mean 
time, the warm bath muſt be made uſe of, 
and when the patient is taken out, he muſt 
be wrapt up in warm flannels, and put in bed; 
the belly muſt be fomented, and a bladder 
half-full of warm water, muſt be — to 
the pit of the ſtomach.

If the pulſe, during the convulſive ſpaſm, 
is firſt ſmall, languid, and flow, then quick, 

intermitting, and irregular ; cordials ſhould 
- be interpoſed, ſuch as caſtor, ſpir. amm. fœtid. 
fal. cornu cerv. &c. and fœtid glyſters — 
ed occaſionally. 

Where you ſuſpect a tetanus coming on in 
children, evacuate gently by ſtools, and give 
ſmall doſes of muſk and opium, and you may 
frequently prevent the bad conſequences of 

the approaching fit. 

JI 0o reſtore the patient, after the tetanus, a 
courſe of the cortex and the balſam. Peruv. 
is to be tried, and the ſpine is to be rubbed 
with ſome ſpirituous liniments. But bliſters, 
and all other ſtimulants, during the fit, are 
reckoned injurious. 


CHAP. 
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CHAT 
Of the hcked Jaw. 
HIS diſeaſe is termed, by Savvacrs, 
 triſmus tonicus, and is a rigid contraction 


of the muſcles, which raiſe the lower jaw. It 
may be either primary, or ſecondary ; that is, 


either ariſe ſpontaneouſly, without any evident 


cauſe, or. be the conſequence of wounds, or 
other morbid affections. 

The true ſpecies are divided into that which 
affects infants within the firſt fourteen days 
from their birth ; and that from a wound or 
cold attacks all ages. 

The treatment is nearly the ſame as that 
preſcribed for the tetanus. A bliſter may be 
applied between the ſhoulders, or acroſs the 
throat, and the jaw anointed with the oleum 
lateritium; and purgatives given by the 
mouth, or opening glyſters injected, and re- 
peated occaſionally. On the intermediate days 
the following draught may be given :

A flannel moiſtened with camphorated oil, 
and tinct. opii may alſo be frequently applied 
to the neck and jaws; and muſk and opium 
ſhould be given internally, as propoſed in cures 
of tetanus. 

Mercury has been lately given internally 
with ſucceſs in this dangerous diſorder; and 
the unguent. hydrargyri, rubbed externally, 
has been found ſerviceable. 

This may be conſidered as a ſpecies of teta- 
nus; only the affections are more partial? 
and alſo may that diſeaſe, called caTocuvs, 
wherein there is a general rigidity and ſtiffneſs 
of the muſcles, accompanied with inſenſibi- 
lity, or without the pain and difficulty of 
breathing, which are peculiar to the tetanus ; 
though this is of the chronic kind, whilſt the 
other is a diſeaſe belonging to thoſe of the 
moſt acute claſs.

_ Of the Hydrophobia, or + anine Maaneſs. 


W may eaſily diſtinguiſh a dog to be 
mad, by his dull and heavy look, en- 
deavouring to hide himſelf, and feldoin or 


never barking ; and yet he is angry and ſnarls 


at ſtran gers, and fawns and :eaps on his owner; 


by refuſing meat and drink, drooping, hang- 


ing down his ears and tail, and laying often 
down as if going to ſleep.— This is the firſt 


ſtage of madneſs, which is dangerous, though, 
. not ſo infectious. | 

= Scon after this he begins to breathe quick 
and heavy; ſhoots out his tongue, ſlavers a 
good deal, and froths at the mouth; looks 


Half aſleep, flies ſuddenly at the bye-ſtanders, 
and runs forward in a curve line.—As theſe 


ſymptoms increaſe, he knows not his owner; 


his eyes are thick and dim, and water, like 


tears, runs from them; his tongue is of a lead 
colour; he grows faint and weak, and often 
falls down; then riſes and attempts to fly at 
ſomething, grows mad and furious. — This is 
the laſt ſtage, in which he ſeldom lives above 
thirty hours. The nearer to this ſtate, the 


more 
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more dangerous 1s the bite, and the more dire- 
ful its effects. 

The general ſymptoms, attending the bite 
of a mad dog, are, 

A little time before the diſtingniſhin g ſymp- 
toms make their appearance, the patient is af- 
fected with languor, a general uneaſineſs and 
heavineſs, diſturbed ſleep and frightful dreams, 
accompanied with toſſings of the body, ſud- 
den ſtarting and ſpaſms, ſighing, a love for 
ſolitude, and anxiety. Theſe ſymptoms con- 
tinue through the whole courſe of the diſtem- 
per, increaſing daily. Pains begin to ſhoot 
from the place where the ſkin was torn, all 
along up to the throat, with a ſtraitneſs and 
ſenſation of choaking, and a horror or dread 
at the fight of water or other liquids, (and 
{ome ſay on ſeeing a looking- glaſs), great tre- 
mor, and loſs of appetite. The perſons af- 
fected can, in general, ſwallow any thing 
which is ſoft and ſolid; but when their lips 
come but in contact with a fluid, they ſtart 
back in the greateſt fury and agony, though 
this does not always attend the inability to 
ſwallow from the firſt : there have been in- 
ſtances where people have been extremely de- 
ſirous to drink, and have made the attempt in 
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prevailed upon to take any liquid. 
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various ways; they vomit a bilious matter ; a 
fever with great heat comes on, attended with 
a continual watching, ſometimes with a pria- 
piſm; the tongue becomes dry and rough, 
and often lolls out of the mouth; the voice 
becomes hoarſe; the thirſt is very conſider- 
able, and yet they cannot drink; they endea- 
vour to ſpit at the by-ſtanders, even involun- 
tarily, with an apparent defire of biting thoſe 
they can come at ; and yet have ſenſe enough 
to beg they would keep from them, for fear 
of an accident of that kind ; they rage, and 
foam at the mouth; they cannot bear to ſee 


a dog come into the room, and diſlike a per- 


ſon in ſcarlet ; their pulſe finks, and their 
breathing fails; cold clammy ſweats come on, 
with convulſions, which finiſh the melancho- 
ly tragedy. 

This diſeaſe has been khown to come on 
ſpontaneouſly, ſometimes; and in hyſteric 


caſes it has been met with in an inferior de- 
gree, the patients finding ſuch extreme dif- 


culty in ſwallowing, that they can hardly be 
AT 2 

The wound ſhould be immediately entarged, 

or the part entirely cut out ; then apply: a cup- | 
> 29 Df Aft 'pliig- 
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ping-glaſs with a ſcarification ; after which, 
cauterize the wound, waſhing it daily with 
falt-water and vinegar, and keep it open with 
eſcharotics. Some prefer rubbing the wound 
daily with the unguent. hydrargyri fortius. 
Bleeding is recommended, by forme, to eight 
or twelve ounces ; but that is not neceſſary, 
unleſs the patient be of a plethoric habit. 
Emetics, eſpecially the hydrargyrus vitrio- 
latus, may be very proper; and at _—

| The ſame evening, or next day, put the 
patient into a cold bath, or dip him in the 
fea, rub him dry, and put him to bed, repeat- 
ing the muſk bolus, with #8. of the infuſion 
of valerian and ſaſſafras, with as much warm 
ſmall white-white whey as you can get him 
to drink, to encourage ſweating.— This ſhould 
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be repeated, together with bathing, &c. ſuc- 


ceſſively, for four, ſix, or ſeven nights, if the 


animal was raving mad; and for three or four 


nights at the next full moon, and the change. 


The hydrargyrus vitriolatus has been of 
late recommended as an excellent preſervative 
againſt the hydrophobia. There are ſeveral 


examples given by Dr. JaMEes, in his Trea- 
tiſe of Canine Madneſs, of its preventing mad- 


neſs in dogs that had been bitten; in ſome, 
of its performing a cure after the madneſs 


was begun. From fix or ſeven grains to a 
ſcruple are to be given every day, for a little 


time, and repeated at the two or three ſuc- 
ceeding fulls and changes of the moon. Some 


few trials have hkewiſe been made on human 


ſubjects, bitten by mad dogs ; ; and in theſe 
alſo the vitriolated quickſilver, uſed either as 
an emetic or alterative, ſeemed to have good 


effects. Quickſilver, applied externally, is al- 


ſo propoſed a 48 an efficacious preſervative againſt 


this malady. The unguent. hydrargyri fort. 


may be rubbed in gradually, ſo as to excite a 
flight falivation, which ſhould be continued 


for ſome weeks. 


In caſe the hydrophobia has ſcized the pa- 
tient before aſſiſtance has been had, bleed 


freely, 
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freely, then proceed on the ſame principles as 
laid down by the ingenious Dr. NuGzNT, in 
his Eſſay on the Hydrophobia. Opium and 
muſk are what we are chiefly to rely upon. 
Solid opium, to the quantity of gr. 16. may be 
directed to be given, in the form of a pill, 
every three hours; and a bolus, with moſch. 
gr. xv. cinnab. fact. gi. every ſix hours. At 
the ſame time ſponges dipt in hot vinegar, 
may be conſtantly put to the mouth and noſ- 
trils; and a piece of thin flannel, moiſtened 
in the following liquor, may be applied to the 
throat, three or four times a day:

A caſe has lately occurred, where the great- 
eſt benefit has been derived by the application 
of oil thrown into the habit, by eyery means, 
by the mouth, by the anus in form of a glyſ- 
ter, and by general frictions frequently repeat- 
ed: the laſt mode we ſhould recommend to 
be moſt depended upon, as the largeſt quan- 
tity of oil may be thrown into the habit by 
theſe means, in the ſhorteſt ſpace of time; 
and perhaps it is to this that the efficacy is 
moſt to be attributed. Though the applica- 
tion of oil in this dreadful malady is mention- 
ed by Celſus, who recommends a bath of 
warm oil, ſtill that mode has proved ineffica- 
cious'; therefore we ſhould have recourſe to 
friction and the other methods, when Practi- 
t in preference. 


CHAP. I. 
Of Spaſms and Convulfions. 


"HEN muſcles continue in a ſtate of 
contraction like the former, they are 


: termed TONIC; when there ! is violent agita- 


tion, 
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tion, and they do not remain in that perma- 
nent ſtate, they are called cLonic ; hence 
| theſe we are now to treat of are involuntary 
contractions of the muſcles, which invades ac- 
cidentally, the patient remaining ſenſible ; ow- 
ing to an irregular influx of the nervous fluid, 
_ irritation, weakneſs, pain, ; c. 
Spaſms are now and then attended with a 
fever, thirſt, coſtiveneſs, aſthma, anxiety, pain; 
thin, pale and crude urine; reſtleſſneſs and di- 
arrhœa. Bleeding ſhould not be preſcribed 
in theſe complaints but with the utmoſt cau- 
tion; when they ariſe from inanition, occa- 
ſioned by preſſure, diſcharges, or evacuations, 
medicine is of little uſe, except ſuch as is 
eſteemed dietetical: a light nutritious diet, 
Vith plenty of warm ſuppings, ſhould be re- 
commended; and theſe are to be varied accord- 
ing to the ſtrength and other circumſtances of 
the patient. If they ſucceed wounds or ex- 
ternal injuries, after bleeding, according to the 
circumſtances of the caſe, emollient cataplaſms 
and liniments are to be applied, and opiates 
with aptiſpaſngdicy are to be had recourſe to.

However, as it ſometimes happens that the 
cauſe cannot certainly be diſcovered, we mult 
then purſue the general method of relieving 
theſe ſpaſmodic affections by. the uſe of anti- 
ſpaſmodics and opiates, as the ſymptoms may 
require, chuſing ſuch as are found to be moſt 
agreeable to the patient's conſtitution : we 
may alſo apply bliſters, they have been found 
ſerviceable; and in local ſpaſmodic complaints 
externally, you may apply æther, with a few 
drops of the ol. nuc. moſchat. or eſſence of 
lemons ; or the following liniments :

Of the Chorea Sancti Viti. 


HE Chorea Sandi Viti, or St. Vituss 

1 Dance, is a ſpaſmodic diſeaſe, chiefly in- 
cident to children of both ſexes, but more eſ- 
pecially girls, from ten to fourteen years of 
. 

In this malady, the legs and arms are in 
conſtant convulſive agitations; and ſo is the 
head: lolling out the tongue, inarticulate 

ſpeech, and a ridiculous drawing of one of the 
legs after them like ideots, attend theſe pa- 
tients, If a glaſs of liquor be put into their 
hands to drink, they cannot direct it properly 
up to their mouths, but uſe a thouſand odd 
geſtures, and when it reaches their lips they 
drink it very haſtily, as if they meant to divert 
the ſpectators. It is conciſely deſcribed: con- 
vulſive motions, partly voluntary, for the moſt 
part on one ſide, in the motion of the hands 


and arms, reſembling the antic geſtures of buf- 
foons ; 
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foons ; attacking the younger part of each ſex, 
from ten to fourteen moſt frequently, who 
alſo in walking rather drag one foot after them 
than raiſe it up. | d 

Cold bathing and ſteel medicines are in ge- 
neral of uſe in this caſe; and if the ſtrength 
of the patient will admit, bleeding, though 
that is ſeldom neceſſary: vomits and purga- 
tives are alſo occaſionally uſeful, but after them 

an opiate ſhould be adminiſtered : chalybeates 
and cortex are extremely beneficial. If worms

"HE $a: Ste" or falling PO IE is a con- 
vulſive motion of the body, in which all 
or many parts of it are violently contracted 
and variouſly agitated ; owing, perhaps, to the 
too great action of the brain upon the motory 
nerves. It 1s attended with a deprivation of 
all, ſenſe. This ſymptom, its returning period- 
ically, though not always at regular inter- 
vals, 
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vals, and its being a chronic; diſeaſe that often 
laſts for a number of years, without proving 
fatal, diſtinguiſhes it from a convulſion. In- 
deed, it is the total loſs of ſenſe which diſtin- 
guiſhes the true epilepſy; and though thoſe 
who are affected with this diſeaſe fall down 
ſuddenly, like thoſe ſtruck with an apoplexy, 
they do not lie quiet like theſe, as if in a 
profound ſleep: hence the diſtinction be- 
tween the two. If it be hereditary, it is molt 
difficult to cure; if it ariſe from other cauſes, 
or be ſymptomatic, it may be remedied. | 
The fit is commonly preceded with a lan- 
guid pulſe, pale countenance, and afterwards 
great pain in the head; then a ſtupor and 
_ drowſineſs, and the patient ſuddenly falls 
down, gnaſhes his teeth, froths at the mouth, 
and uſes many ridiculous and diſagreeable diſ- 
tortions and geſticulations; followed ſome- 
times by involuntary emiſſions, and diſcharges 
by ſtool as well as urine; yet the patients are 
frequently ſeized without any previous know- 
ledge of a fit coming on. The duration of 
the fit is various; but when the agitation 
ceaſes, the patients lie quiet as if aſleep: after 
an hour or two the ſenſes are recovered, they 
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are inſenſible of what has paſſed, and feel ex- 
tremely tore and fatigued. It is probably an 
effort to diſengage thoſe humours that oppreſs 
the brain and its ventricles ; and, in the inter- 
mediate ſtate, requires nervous warm medicines 
to increaſe the moving powers. 

| Hippocrates obſerves, that a quartan fever 
ſucceeding an epilepſy, is ſalutary. It is often 


purely nervous and ſympathetic, or morbus 


fine materia ; and proceeds, in ſome caſes, from 
a bad formation of the cranium. 
Hyſteric women are extremely ſubject to a 
complaint ſimilar to this, though it may be 
diſtinguiſhed from the truc epilepſy by the ſex 
of the patient and conſtitution, being liable to 
many hyſteric ſymptoms previous to the at- 
tack ; for though they fall down ſuddenly and 
ftruggle violently, they are ſeldom fo totally 
inſenſible. They generally ſhriek, laugh, or 
utter ſome incoherent words during the pa- 
roxyſms; beſides they generally come on at 
the time the menſes ſhould appear, and are 
conſequently cauſed by the catemenia being 

-obſtructed. 
Ihe diet ſhould be 1 and fund, of digeſ- 
ä tion; 
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tion; and the mind kept as free as poſſible 


from all turbulent emotions.

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CHAP VI. 
Of the Huſterie Diſeaſe. 


Tur S complaint, called alſo the hyferic 

paſſion, appears under various ſhapes, and 
18 attended with a variety of ſymptoms which 
denote the animal and vital functions to be 
greatly diſordered. It is often owing to a lax 
tender habit, obſtructions of the menſes, fluor 
albus, &Cc. | 

In the fit, the patient is ſeized with an op- 
preſſion of the breaſt, and difficult reſpiration, 


accompanied with a ſenſe of ſomething like a 
ball aſcending into the throat, which puts the 
patient under great apprehenſions of being 
ſuffocated: there is a loſs of ſpeech, and gene- 
rally violent convulſive motions. Theſe, with 
the train of hypochondriac ſymptoms, may 
be ſufficient to determine the diſeaſe; to which 
may be added, frequent laughing and crying, 
and various wild irregular actions: after which 
a general ſoreneſs over all the body is felt; 


the ſpirits are low and the feet are cold. The 
urine 
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urine is clear and limpid and diſcharged in 
great quantity. The hyſteric fit may be eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed from a ſyncope; for in this the 
pulſe and reſpiration are entirely ſtopped ; in 
that they are both perceivable. A ſyncope 
ſcizes the patient at once, without any previ- 
ous notice; but the hyſteric paſſion is pre- 
ceded by ſymptoms which denote the approach 
of the diſorder ; the face is paler in the ſyn- 
cope, but in hyſteric fits there is generally a 
higher colour in the cheeks ; moreover, in 
the firſt the fit is ſhort, and ſoon determined; 
but in the latter it may ſometimes (ſhort in- 
tervals interpoſing) laſt two or three days. 
This diſtemper is ſeldom fatal, though it of- 
ten continues for a conſiderable time, and may 
very properly be called a chronical one. 
This diſorder is conciſely marked by the fol- 
lowing appearances : a rumbling of wind in the 


belly ; a ſenſation of a ball rolling in the abdo- 
men, aſcending to the ſtomach and fauces, and 
there ſtrangulating ; drowſineſs; convulſions; 
profuſe diſcharges of limpid urine; the mind 
involuntarily whimſical and mutable. The 
remote cauſes are generally too ſparing a flux 

| 1 * of 
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of the menſes; too profuſe fanguinary cate- 
menia; the whites; obſtructions of the viſ- 
cera; ſome fault in the ſtomach; or too great 
laſciviouſneſs. But the ſpecies the moſt ex- 
quiſite and frequent is that which attacks up- 
grown women who live luxuriouſly, of ſangu- 
ineous, plethoric, and ſtrong conſtitutions ; 
and who, being free from any other diſcaſe, 
have this originating from mental affections 


alone. 
In general, a light animal food; red wine, 
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ken company, and a good clear air, with 
moderate exerciſe, are of great importance in 
this diſorder. Drinking tea, and ſuch like 
tepid: relaxing fluids, ſhould by no means be 
\ _. indulged. Bleeding in the plethoric may 
j| be ſometimes neceſſary, but the cure conſiſts 
[i _ chiefly in whatever tends to ſtrengthen the ſo- 
lids, and the whole habit in general ; and no- 
thing will effect this more ſucceſsfully than a 
long continued uſe of the mineral chalybeate 
waters, riding on horſeback, I, liga- 
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ul. tures, &c. 

The body ſhould be wy ſoluble with vi- 
num aloes in ſmall doſes, or the pil. aloe

Nothing recovers a perſon ſooner out of the 
hyſteric fit than putting the feet and legs in 
warm water. | 

When low ſpirits ariſe from the nerves of 
the ſtomach and bowels being weak, tincture 
of bark and bitters, and chalybeates, with ex- 
erciſe, are the beſt remedies.

fections, whilt the latter are calculated to 
prevent their return. | 


CHAP. VL 
Of the Palpitation of the Heart. 
A Palpitation of the heart is 3 quick, ſtrong, 


and irregular motion of that organ ; and 
is generally occationed by violent and ſudden 
paſſion, by hectic heats, by an aneuriſm, po- 
lypus, &c, Indeed various cauſes occaſion 
this diſorder, which muſt be attended to, and, 
if poſſible, found out before we can expect to 
lay down rules for a ſucceſsful practice. If 
it ariſes from aneuriſm, or polypus, or in ple- 
thoric conſtitutions ;| bleeding often and freely 
is the chief and only remedy in ſuch caſes: if 
from weak nerves or a lax habit, then corro- 
borants will be proper; ſuch as _ en 
mineral waters, &c.

In cafe of an aſthma, bliſter and give ſome 
volatile drops in an infuſion of valerian, twice 
or thrice a day.

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In a polypus, the patient ought to be very 
regular in diet, moderate in exerciſe, and to

When palpitations ariſe from gouty ſpaſms 
affecting the heart, volatiles, bliſters, . and 
warm pediluvium for the feet, with bleeding, 
if the patient is plethoric, will anſwer beſt. 
Indeed, when it is occaſioned by. any other 
diſorder; in the human machine, by curing 
that, we can only expect to be uſeful in this 
complaint. Thus if it ariſes from hyſterics, 
green 
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green bekneſs, gout, &c. our endeavours muſt 
be to remedy theſe diſeaſes, by ſuch rules as 
are laid down. in treating of them particu- 
larly. 


CH 
Of the Singultus, or Hiccougb. 


* hiccough is a convulſive motion of 
the ſtomach, eſophagus, and muſcles 
ſerving for deglutition : the diaphragm is ge- 
n-rally thought to be principally affected in this 
caſe, but perhaps without any juſt foundation. 

The particular cauſe of this complaint is 
very difficult to diſcover ; for in ſome, cuſ- 


tom is only neceſſary to produce it, as a hic- 


cough may be voluntarily excited, ſo as to be- 


come natural, or occaſioned at pleaſure: nor 


is there greater irritation required to bring on 


this than is required towards yawning and 
ſtretching; and as great nauſea often may be 


brought on and renewed by the power of ima- 
gination, ſo may a conſiderable hiccough. 


However, the general principles are, what- 


ever irritates or diſturbs the ſtomach, particu- 
larly 
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larly the upper orifice, the extremity of the 
| eſophagus, or the diaphragm itſelf, with or 
without pain. 

HippoCRATES obſerves, that it may pro- 
ceed either from too much emptineſs or full- 
neſs, particularly of the brain. Much de- 
pends on its being a ſymptomatic, or a pri- 
mary diſeaſe. | 

It is frequently a very dangerous ſymptom 

in diſcaſes, particularly after large hæmorrha- 
ges or other evacuations. TY 85 

The muſk julep has proved b in 
this diſorder, when ſymptomatic, and attend» 
ed with flatus ; alſo the following:

In phlegmatic and relaxed habits, the cough 
1s moiſt ; and in the hypochondriac and ſcor- 
butic, dry. The diſcharge is frequently viſ- 
cid, and lodges in the glands of the trachea : 
when its more fluid parts evaporate, and the 
nerves of the trachea are left bare, a hoarſeneſs 
and tickling, &c. enſue. - 

A regular warmth is here of uſe. Malt li- 
quors, ſpices, high meats, and wines, ought 
to be omitted; inſtead of which, recommend 
linſeed-tea, Ter INST LT bran-tea, light pud- 
dings, &c. | ch | 

Bleeding is neceſſary, unleſs extreme weak- 
neſs and old age forbid it. A vomit of ipe- 
cacuanha is often indicated, eſpecially in caſe 
of nauſea, or where tough phlegm 1s lodged 
in the ſtomach or bronchia.—Stools may be 
procured, and the irritation on the lungs, ſo 
troubleſome at night, may be allayed, ”y the 
followed method:

CHAP. XL 
Of the Tuffis Convulſiva, or Hooping-Cough. 


YHildren, upon account of the weakneſs 
and laxity of the viſcera, are particularly 
lubject to this diſtemper. 

It is a quick, violent, convulſive cough, 
attended with an acute ſonorous inſpiration like 
the crowing of a cock, together with an effort 
to vomit, by a viſcid and thick matter lodged 
about the bronchia, trachea, and fauces, which, 
{ticking cloſe, cannot be eaſily expeCtorated ; 
and therefore the poor infants, in endeavour- 


ing to bring it up, ſtrain moſt violently, till 
they become almoſt ſuffocated, and convulſed. 
For the moſt part it begins with ſlight fe- 
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brile affections, the cough gradually increaſes, 


with a ſound like the crowing of a cock ; then 


à clear mucus is only expectorated; a tickling 


of the throat, or a kind of ſenſe of ſuffocation, 
precedes the paroxyſm : in the fit the veins 


ſwell, the arteries beat forcibly ; there .is a 


pain in the head ; the eyes look prominent ; 
tears trickle down the checks ; the eye-brows 
ſwell ; the face appears turgid, red, or livid ; 
the patient, as if ſuffocated, would ſoon ex- 
pire, unleſs there was an hemorrhage from 
the noſe, or the breaſt, or he vomited. Thoſe 


who vomit are in the beſt ſtate. If neither 


occurs in the violence of the coughing fit, 
convulſions or apoplexy are to be feared, and, 
from the length of the diſcaſe, a phthiſis. 
This cough is epidemic, and is thought to be 
contagious, Once in lite it attacks moſt peo- 
ple; but oftener infants. | 

Hence we are plainly taught the indication, 


which ſhould be attempted, firſt, by antiſpaſ- 


modics, attenuants, and diſſolvents; and, next 
by corroborants. It is of great conſequence, 


in the cure of this diſeaſe, to prevent chil- 


dren 
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dren cramming themſelves ſo much as they 
generally do. | 

Bleeding may ſometimes be uſeful, to pre- 
vent inflammation of the internal membrane 
of the trachea and lungs; though I ſhould 
prefer cupping between the neck and ſhoul- 
ders, —Oxymel vomits ſhould be given, and 
repeated.

CHAP. I, 


_ Of he Apoplexy. 


* n is a ſudden privation of all 

the ſenſes and motions of the body, ex- 
cept thoſe of the heart and lungs. It may be 
divided into two ſpecies, the ſanguineous and 
ſerous. They are diſtinguiſhed by attending 
to the different ſigns of the ſanguineous and 


phlegmatic temperaments. The firſt is cauſed 
by the blood diſtending the veſſels, and com- 
prefling the brain; or by an extravaſation of 
blood. The ſecond ariſes from a collection of 
ſerous or pituitous humours in the ventricles 
Ws + of the brain. 
== In this diſeaſe, the patient fills down ſud- 
denly, with a total and inſtant privation of all 
the powers of ſenſe and voluntary motion; 
the mouth is generally open, and a ſpontaneous 


diſcharge 
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diſcharge of urine and ſtool frequently attends, 
The face is red and bloated ; a pain or giddi- 
neſs of the head commonly precedes the fit ; 
the veſſels are full and turgid about the tem- 
ples; the eyes ſwell and ſparkle ; the heart 
beats quick and ſtrong ; the pulſe at firſt is 
ſtrong and full, and then often languid and 
flow ; reſpiration is high, and ſometimes, 
though rarely, the patient foams at the mouth; 
but a ſtertor, or ſonorous breathing, generally 
_ attends. The chief difference between a per- 
{on in an apoplexy and one aſleep is, that you 
c:n wake the one, and not the other. 

We ſhould very carefully attend to the diſ- 
tinction between the ſanguineous and ſerous 
apoplexy : the latter of which is often follow- 
ed by a palſy. The ſanguineous apoplexy 1s 
ſuppoſed to attack more ſuddenly than the ſe- 
rous; without much oppreſſion, or unuſual 
ſleepineſs, the face appears red and fluſhed, the 
veins turgid, the eyes half open but not tranſ- 
parent; the reſpiration tolerably free, though 
accompanied with ſnoaring and rattling in the 
throat, and the pulſe full and ſtrong. The 
ſerous apoplexy is apt to be preceded by unu- 
ſual heavineſs, giddineſs, and drowſineſs ; and 


aſter 
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after the ſtroke the face is not remarkably red 
or fluſhed, the veins are not turgid, the reſpira- 
tion is more ſtraitened, and there is more of 
the rattling and ſnoring, with a working of 
froth from the mouth: the pulſe is not ſtrong, 
nor remarkably full, and inclines to intermit. 
In the ſanguineous bleed plentifully and 
boldly from the jugular, by a large orifice ; 
alſo cupping the back part of the head, with 
deep ſcarification, in order to open the occi- 
pital veins, is of great uſe. Bleeding in the 
foot is alſo proper; indeed nothing but ex- 
treme weakneſs can contraindicate a loſs of 
blood. —Next, inje&t ſtimulating and ſharp 
clyiters.

head, back, legs, and thighs, and ſinapiſms to 
the feet; and if none of theſe means ſhould 
rouſe the patient, put an actual cautery to 
the ſoles of the feet. After he returns to 
his ſenſes, the body ſhould be kept open with 
vinum aloes, or ſome other gentle cathartic. 
As emetics are highly dangerous in the ſan- 
guineous apoplexy, ſo they are often eſſentially 
neceſſary in the apoplexy ariſing from a pituit- 
ous or ſerous humour. 
The zincum vitriolatum antimon. tartari- 
ſati. or vin. antimon. are proper on this occa- 
ſion. |

To prevent relapſes, due care ſhould be 
taken to keep the body open with ſome aloetic 
medicine, the feet warm, and the neck never 
too tightly bound, and no meat ſuppers ſhould 
by any means be allowed. Ifſues, ſetons, and 


perpetual bliſters are of great advantage in 


theſe caſes. If the recovery is from a ſangui- 
neous apoplexy, the patient ſhould carefully 
avoid malt liquors, and all ſalt acrid diet; 
ſuch as ſalted and high-feaſoned meats, muſ- 
tard, 
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tard, onions, ſpices, generous wine, &c. and 
| ſhould confine himſelf chiefly to a ſoft, mild, 
opening vegetable regimen. | 

But this kind of diet will be very proper 
after a recovery from the cold pituitous apo- 
plexy ; aſſiſted with emetics and cathartics, 
repeated at proper intervals, and a courſe of 
chalybeate waters, briſk exerciſe, and dry 
frictions. - 

When apoplexies are known to be occaſion- 
ed by blows upon the head, or from falls, oc- 
caſioning a concuſſion of the brain, we muſt 
have recourſe to large and repeated bleedings, 
with brifk purges; when from exceſſive drink- 
ing, or taking too much opium, acids are 
chiefly to be relied on, as lemon- juice and vin- 
egar, which ſhould be poured freely down the 

throat, and perſiſted in occaſionally till the ſtu- 
por abates; or the ſaline mixture may be co- 
piouſly adminiſtered, 
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CHAP. IL 
Of a Coma, Lethargy, and Carus. 


HESE diſeaſes have a great affinity to the 
apoplexy : indeed by ſome noſologiſts 


T 


they are arranged with apoplexy. They ſeem 
but to differ in ſome flight appearances ; 


and the modes of cure are ſimilar to what we 


have before laid down under that head. In 


a coma, the patient ſleeps profoundly ; but 


when called, awakes, opens his eyes, an- 


ſwers, and immediately falls aſleep again. A 
lethargy is a more profound fleep, attended 
ſometimes with a fever, and ſometimes with 
delirium. A carus is only a ſlighter degree 
of apoplexy, in which you get ſome broken 
incohercnt anſwers from the patient; when 


called, he ſcarce opens his eyes; yet, if he be 
pricked, he has feeling. 


Theſe diſorders ſhould be treated by ſtimu- 
lating clyſters, volatile fœtids, bliſters, cau- 
teries, cupping, and vomits. Out of the fit, 
# the patient be plethoric, or the $ pul be

Of a Vertigo. 


A Vertigo is the appearance of objects 
which are at reſt, turning in a circular 
direction, attended with a fear of falling, and 
a dimneſs of fight. This diſeaſe may ariſe 
from plethora, affections of the ſtomach, and 
too great irritability in the nervous ſyſtem ; 
as it is a complaint hyſteric people are very 
ſubject to. If it owes its origin to the firſt 
cauſe, or ſhould a ſanguinary plenitude attend 
the ſecond or third, bleeding in the jugulars, 
s or 
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or cupping with ſcarification between the 
ſhoulders, or rather in the back part of the 


head, demand the firſt attention; then apply 


bliſters and ſetons, which ſhould by all means 
be kept open. Vomiting is neceſſary when it 


proceeds from a foul ſtomach, and afterwards a 


few drops of the acidum vitriol. dilutum may 


be taken iwo or three times a day, Lenitive 


purges are generally adviſable in all cafes of 
this malady.

A ben called alſo catoche, catochus, 


catalepſis, and congelatio, is a very 1 rare 


and uncommon diſtemper, ii in which the pa- 
tient 
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tient remains ſtiff, ſenſeleſs, and motionleſs 
as a ſtatue, in whatever pofture he be ſeized 
in, or put into. He neither hears, nor ſees 
though his eyes be wide open; neither does 
he feel, though ever ſo ſeverely pricked or 
burnt. He generally ſwallows voraciouſly 
whatever is offered him, his countenance ap- 
pears florid, and towards the cloſe of the fit, 
he ſighs very deep, and thus recovers himſelf. 

Bliſters, cupping, vomits, and cathartics, 
with the moſt active nervous ſtimulants, ſeem 
to promiſe the gre-teſt advantage; ſetons, and 
fontanels, are alſo of uſe. The following 
cataplaſms may not be improper in the pa- 
roxyſm:

Of the Palſy. 


PALSY is a diminution or total privation 
either of ſome voluntary motion often 
attended with drowſineſs, and ſometimes with 
loſs of feeling. When it happens to all the 
parts below the head, or to the lower half of 
the body, it is called paraplegia ; if one whole 
fide be affected, it is termed hemiplegia ; and 
7 af 
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if it be confined to any particular limb, or 
ſome muſcles, it is conſidered and called oy 
ralyſis partialis. | 
When the muſcles of the face are paralytic, 
the ſource of the diſorder is in the brain; 
but if thoſe be free, the nerves only of the 
ſpine, or medulla oblongata, are affected. 
Palſies may ariſe from a conſtant, and ex- 
ceſſive uſe of warm water. Extreme cold is 
alſo very injurious to the membranes, and 
nerves ; in the ſmalleſt of which it is capable 
of producing obſtructions, and thus give riſe 
to paralytic diſorders. Again, moiſt and cold 
air may cauſe this diſtemper ; for by moiſ- 
ture the veſſels of the human body are gene- 
rally relaxed, by which means their action 
upon the humours is diminiſhed ; in conſe- 
quence of which the true cauſe of heat in the 


| body will be ſoon weakened. Palſies ſucceed 


the colica pictonum, venereal exceſſes in el- 
derly men, the fumes of certain metallic ſub- 
ſtances, ſuch as lead, or quickſilver; alſo an 
apoplexy, and different ſpecies of coma; the 
moſt common is that which follows an apo- 
Plecte ſtroke, which, when that happens,

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or comes on in old age, it is ſeldom cured. 
The two beſt ſymptoms attending a palſy are 


when a ſenſe of itching is perceived in the 


parts affected, or a fever coming on, theſe af- 
ford hope of a recovery. 


It is only the lighter ene of ally. in 
which we can hope for relief, and where the 
ſenſe of feeling remains, a perfect cure is more 
likely to be accompliſhed than where that is 
loſt, as well as the power of motion. 

The regimen ſhould be light, nouriſhing, 
and ſtrengthening where the ſanguinary mals 
is rather inclined to a watery ſtate. 

Clyſters, and vomits, ſeem to be the firſt 
and immediate indication; then bliſters, freely 


and long continued. —Muſtard ſhould be ex- 
ternally uſed, the flower of which mult be 


mixed with water, and the parts well rubbed 


with it; internally, likewiſe, it ſhould be 


ſwallowed whole: ſtimulating frictions, alſo, 
promiſe ſucceſs.

When the blood ſeems to be in a Nate of 
viſcidity, attenuant gums, with fixed alka- 
line falts, and chalybeate waters, promiſe to 
be of the greateſt uſe, accompanying ſuch 
external applicatious, as ſeem likely to ſtimu- 


late the living ſolids and nervous ſyſtem to 


action. But when palſy ſucceeds the rheu- 
matiſm, ſcurvy, ſcrofula, lues venerea, or 
nervous colic, it will be neceſlary at the fame 
time to advert to the primary diſeaſes, and 
adminiſter ſuch things as may be ſerviceable 


iu theſe caſes a. to the nature of the 


complaint. 

Tremors, or paralytic ſhakings « or trembliogs 
of the hands and other parts, frequently fol- 
low upon hard drinking, profuſe venery, or 
any other exceſſes in the non- naturals, 20

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may, in general, be treated as a partial pally, 
omitting the evacuations, which would in

ters both of Bath and Briſtol, under proper

F H E 8 E are diſcaſcs nearly connected 
though they are diametrically oppoſite 
in ſome of their ſymptoms; for the firſt is 
attended wwith great fear and penſiveneſs; and 
the latter with great fury and boldneſs ; but 
they both agree in being accompanied with a 
conſtant delirium, without fever. 
Melancholia, by ſome noſologiſts is de- 
| fined a partial inſanity without any dyſpepſia, 
by which is meant, when a man is in ſuch a 
ſituation, that the relation of things altogether 
falſe are conceived in the mind, ſo that his 
| 2 4 | paſ- 
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paſſions and actions may be excited beyond all 
natural bounds, or contrary to-ceaſon ; and as 
hypochondriafis and melanchaly cannot al- 
ways be diſtinguiſhed when they are, there 


appears no other ſign but that in the firſt, 


dyſpepſia is always preſent, in the laſt, it is 
often totally abſent. Mania is defined uni- 
verſal inſanit . 

They may be occaſioned by whatever ſo 
diſturbs the brain as to affect the mind; ſuch 


as intenſe thought, anxious cares and trou- 


bles, watchings, frights, fearful and ſhock- 
ing dreams, ſtrong paſſions, profuſe evacua- 
tions, or an obſtruction of them. Whatever 
renders the blood and ſpirits too volatile, cauſes 
the mirthful and raving; and whatever, on 
the contrary, depreſſes them, will occaſion 
the melancholy ſpecies. If hereditary, they 
ſcarce admit of a cure, Or thoſe which grow up 
with people from their early youth, are in- 
incurable; and ſo, in general, is that which 
has continued above a year. | 
The general ſigns, preceding melancholy, 
are, ſadneſs and dejection, without any ante- 
cedent cauſe ; timidity, fondneſs of ſolitude, . 
troubleſome nights, fretfulneſs and fickleneſs, | 
3 coſtive- 
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coſtiveneſs, little or no urine; indolence, and 
paleneſs of viſage.-Qn the contrary, in ma- 
niacs there is an unuſual boldneſs, with all 
the ſtrong appearances of irregular paſſions ; 
rifing ſometimes ſo high, as to give room to 
apprehend the patient my attempt his own 

life. | 
In order to the cure, adviſe travelling, but 
do not acquaint the ſick with the occaſion. 
Introduce new ideas ; oppoſe them to the pre- 
ceding ideas. | 
In bold maniacs, a lender and weak regi- 
men is required ; ſuch as gruels, thin panadas, 
whey, water, and fruits, barley gruel, butter- 
milk. Bleeding is proper in the beginning, 
and ſhould be frequently repeated in ſmall 
quantities: but the pulſe and other ſymptoms, 
will be the beſt guides. Clyſters and vomits 
ſhould not be ſpared; for they are moſt un- 
doubtedly of very great uſe, and ſhould be ei- 
ther antimonium tartariſatum, vin. antimon. or 
ipecacoanha, according to the ſtrength of the 
patient. Purging muſt not be forgotten; 
nor iſſues, bliſters, ſetons, &c. —The hot 
bath ! is often BE the greateſt ſervice, in ma- 
.

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niacal caſes ; bleeding and nitrous medicines 
being firſt premiſed for promoting the diſ- 
charge by urine copiouſly, that by the cuta- 
neous. pores are conſidered of the utmoſt 
conſequence in theſe caſes. The following 
may be ufeful, as general medicines, in me- 
lancholic diſeaſes:

the whole ſyſtem, by the uſe of the cold 
bath, and chalybeate waters.

Of the Furor Uterinus. 


HE furor uterinus 18 a ſpecies of mad- 
neſs peculiar to the female ſex, ariſing 


from too great a ſenſibility, or inflammation 


of the pudenda ; or too great an abundance, 
or acrimony, of the fluids ſecreted in thoſe 
parts. Its principal characteriſtic is, an im- 
moderate deſite of coition, accompanied with 
libidinous geſtures and ſpeeches. The ſigns at 
firſt, are melancholy, great taciturnity, though 


with laſcivious caſting about of their eyes, 


and a rednets of the face. As the diſeaſe in- 

creates, they cold, cry, then laugh, &c. 
The cure confiits in removing the heat and 
irrita- 
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irritation, by refrigerants and evacuants, and 
interpoling gentle anodynes. The diet ſhould | 
be cooling and light; ſuch as whey and ve- 
getables. Bleeding is proper, and ſhould be 
repeated, eſpecially where the pulſe is quick. 
and ſtrong. Cooling purges are alſo uſeful;

HIS Share is likewiſe called of 
hypochondriaca, vapour, and ſpleen... 
is a chronic difeaſe, in which the wu 
imagines himſelf in danger of dying from 
palpitation of the heart. Eructation, borbo- 
ygmi, or other diſagreeable, though flight 


and 
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and mutable ſjmptoms, ariſing without any 
evident cauſe. Men are kno n to be hypo- 
chondriacal, becauſe they ſpeak to us of mul- 
tiſarious miſchieſs connected together by no 
evident principle, often only to be diſcovered 
from the relation of patients, which are deli- 
vered with a ſerupulous attention to the moſt 
minute circumſtances, and in the very terms 
of the medical art; alſo, becauſe thoſe incon- 
veniencies which other men would deſpiſe, 
they attack with a thouſand remedies, and of- 
ten change them, wearing out phyſicians 
with their complaints, ſometimes one ſome- 
times another. Sollicitous about the event, 
and prognoſticating moſt unfavourably, though 
their appetites are good, themſelves vigorous, 
having the perfect exerciſe of all their func- 
tions, except the judgment relative to the 
diſeaſe. It affects the imagination, and is at- 
tended with great anxiety, melancholy, and 
fear; and ſometimes uncommon chearfulneſs, 
and defined a diſpepſia, or difficulty of digeſ- 
tion, attended with languor, uneaſineſs of 
mind and fear, from cauſes inadequate, in a 
melancholic conſtitution, and ariſes in gene- 


; 
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ral, from a ſedentary life, too intenſe appli- 
cation to ſtudy, groſs and viſcid diet, profuſe 
evacuations, and violent paſſions. 

The ſigns are, indolence, tremors, deſ- 
pondency, low-ſpiritedneſs, dread of dying, 
coſtiveneſs, difficulty of breathing, ſhort 
cough, flatulence, pale crude urine, ſpaſmo- 
dic pains of the head, &c. 

The regimen ſhould conſiſt of ſuch food as 
is light and eaſy of digeſtion. Pyrmont wa- 
ter ſhould be recommended to be drank in 
common, and exerciſe on horſeback. Re- 
peated vomits are very proper here, and a due 
attention that the body be kept ſoluble with 


ſtomachic purgatives. The cold bath, bark, 


_ chalybeates, bitters, and volatiles, ſeem the 
beſt remedies, together with the gums, as aſ- 


ſafœtida, galbanum, ſagapœnum, and myrrh ; 


and caſtor, muſk, camphor, valerian, &c.

Of the Peripneumonia Notha. 
PHE peripneumonia notha, or baſtard pe- 


ripneumony, differs from the true perip- 
neumony, or inflammation in the lungs, in | 
having neither extraordinary heat, pain, nor 
thirſt; and by its commonly ſeizing the old 
and phlegmatic ; and thoſe of weak and lax 
fibres, and groſs habit of body : and particu- 


lerly hard drinkers. It generally appears at 
the cloſe of the winter ſeaſon, and is moſt pre- 


valent in moiſt fituations, and in foggy wea- 
ther. | | 
This diſeaſe is by ſome only eſteemed a 
ſlighter degree of the true peripneumony, 
and differs from that, in the inflammation 

being milder, and the afflux of humors into 
the lungs more copious ; whilſt others eſteem 


it a very different diſeaſe, ranking it under 
L thoſe 
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thoſe of aſthma, and allow for its cauſe an ac- 
cumulation of ſerum in the cellular cavity of 
the lungs, when great oppreſſion in the air- 
veſſels, and ſome degree of obſtruction in the 
pulmonic and bronchial arteries, thereby hin- 
dering the free and regular circulation of the 

blood. 
It comes on with a ſenſe of heat and cold 
alternately; there is a giddineſs, and an acute 
pain in the head, when the cough is moſt 
troubleſome ; frequent vomiting, ſometimes 
with, and at other times without coughing ; 
turbid urine, with red ſediment ; a quick dif- 
ficult breathing, and a remarkable wheezing, 
whenever the patient coughs. A pain of the 
whole breaſt accompanies this diſeaſe ; but 
there are no ſigns of fever, eſpecially in groſs 
habits. | 
Thin broths, and ſpoon-meats, with pec- 
toral apozems, are the moſt proper regimen. 
Muſtard-whey, or decoction of madder-root, 
may be proper as a common drink. Bleed- 
ing, in this diſorder, is ſeldom of any ſervice, 
but on the contrary generally does harm. If 
_ comatoſe ſymptoms ſhould appear, with a 
pretty full pulſe, it may be neceſſary to uſe

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the lancet once, and that immediately; but 
cupping in this caſe would be preferable. 


Bliſters applied to the back, ſides, and arms; 
and puking now and then, with ſmall doſes 
of antimon. tartarfat. vin. antimon. and oxy- 


mel. ſcillæ, are what we are chiefly to depend 
upon; and the patient ought not to drink much 


after the emetic, that the agitation it occaſions 
may be ſtronger. Emollient opening glyſters, 


and gentle purgatives, are alſo very proper, and

But notwithſtanding all our efforts, it ſel- 
dom happens that patients thus afflicted eſcape. 
Hence if there is a perpetual laborious wheez- 
ing, great anxiety, and intolerable oppreſſion 
of the præcordia, together with a conſtant 
doſing, coldneſs of the extremities, and a livid 
colour of the face and hands, we muſt expect 


that death will ſhortly cloſe the ſcene, 


Iſſues made between the ſhoulders may be 
very uſeful in preventing the diſeaſe, by af- 
fording a perpetual drain to the ſerous parts 
of the humours, and hindering an accumula- 


tion in the lungs. 


CHAP 
Of the Aſihma, 


THE aſthma is a diſeaſe, returning at in- 


tervals, attended with a great difficulty of 
breathing, and wheezing, It is commonly 
divided into the humid and dry aſthma; ac- 
cording as it happens to be accompanied with 
expectoration, or not. | 


It 
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It. is conciſely defined in the following 
terms: there is a difficulty of breathing com- 
ing on at intervals, with a ſenſe of ſtraight- 
neſs in the cheſt, and a ſibilating noiſe in re- 
ſpiration. In the beginning there is either a 
difficult cough, or none at all; towards the 
termination it is free, with very often a copi- 
ous ſpitting up of mucus. It is either on- 
taneous, coming on from no manifeſt cauſe, or 
accompanying any other diſeaſe ; or exanthe- 
matic, ariſing from a retropulſion of the itch, 
or ſome other acid effuſion ; or plethoric, from 
a ſuppreſſion of ſome uſual ſanguinary evacua- 
tion, or a ſpontaneous plethora. 

However, it is commonly preceded by a 
difinclination to motion, lots of appetite, op= 
preſſion and flatulency at the ſtomach, and 
frequent eructations. After ſome time the 
cheeks become red, the eyes grow prominent, 
and there is ſuch an anxiety and ſenſe of ſuf- 
focation, that the patient can only breathe in 
an ere poſture, and is ſcarcely able to ſpeak 
or expectorate: when he catches a little 
ſleep, he ſnores vehemently; during the height 
of the paroxyſin, he is defirous of a free cool 
air ; he ſweats about the neck and forehead; 
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and ſometimes, when he coughs, brings up a 
little frothy matter with great difficulty; there 
is no fever, the pulſe is commonly ſmall and 
weak, the urine is pale, and diſcharged in great 
plenty. As the paroxyſm abates, there is more 
or leſs of an expectoration of mucus; the 
urine becomes higher coloured, and lets fall a 


_ copious ſediment. 


During the fit, venæſection is neceſſary, 


unleſs extreme weakneſs or old age ſhould 
| forbid it; and as ſoon as may be the follow-

In the 
paroxyſm a ſtrong infuſion of roaſted coffee 
has been found very beneficial, Emetics are 

very 
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yery dangerous during the paroxyſms ; but in 
the intervals are very proper to prevent a re- 
lapſe; and ſhould be occaſionally had recourſe 
to; as ſhould alſo the lac ammoniaci, with 
the oxymel ſcillz, and vinum antimoniale; or 
pills may be made of ammoniacum, ſquills, or 
any other expectorants, and waſhed down with 
ſome wine in which ſome ingredient poſſeſſing 
fimilar powers have been infuſed, If the pa- 
tient be advancing in years, and gouty, bliſters 
to the legs, with the fetid gums and camphor, 
are proper to prevent a return; ſo are alſo bark, 
ſteel, &c. and the patient ſhould be careful 
never to overload the ſtomach, or eat late ſup- 
pers; and coſtiveneſs ſhould be prevented by 
taking from time to time a few grains of pil. 
aloës c. myrrhà, rhubarb, or the like. 
The humid aſthma is accounted the fame 
with the peripneumonia notha, requiring ex- 
actly the ſame treatment But the ſpaſmodic, 
or dry aſthma, is different, attacking nervous, 
relaxed. and often young people. It requires 
principally the uſe of nervous medicines and 
opiates, added to thoſe already mentioned, to- 
gether with the uſe of the warm bath, and 
the 
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the vapour of warm water drawn into the 
lungs during the fit. 

If this complaint ſhould depend on ſome 


other diſeaſe, that muſt be paid attention to, 
viz. the gout; ſinapiſms to the feet, or bliſ- 


' tering, are immediately requiſite, and ſuch 


other things as will ſolicit the gout to the ex- 


tremities : tbe remains of the ague, occaſioning 


irregular attacks; bark is our remedy : retro- 
pulſed eruptions ; iſſues and bliſters are re- 
quired, to afford drains for the acrid matter ; 
courſes of ſulphureous waters, and goats' 
whey ; diet drinks, and mercurial alteratives 
to correct the acrimony of the fluids. 

The regimen of aſthmatic people ſhould 
conſiſt of a light diet, void of flatulency; the 


air ſhould be ſuch as the patient finds beſt to 


agree with him ; the exercite moderate, but 
that of riding is infinitely the moſt preferable, 
and abſolutely neceſſary: malt liquors are to be 


avoided.

CHAP I. 
Of the Dropy. 


PHE dropſy.is a preternatural collection of 

water or ſerum in ſome particular part 
of the body; attended moſt frequently with 
ſwelling, thirſt, difficulty of breathing, and a 
diſcharge of very little urine. Before this 
diſorder is perfectly formed, the patient is ge- 
nerally ſaid to labour under a cachexia; and 
agreeable to the parts affected it receives differ- 


ent denominations : when there is a general 
accumulation of lymph in the cellular ſyſtem, 


it is called Jeucophlegmatia, or anaſarca, and is 


defined a ſoft inelaſtic ſwelling or intumeſcence 
of the whole body, or a part of it; and may 
be either ſerous, from a ſerum being retained 
on account of ſome accuſtomary ſuppreſſed 
evacuations, or from an increaſe of ſerum, on 


account of too much water taken into the ha- 
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bit: or it ariſes from ohHruction, from a com- 


preſſion of the veins; or it is exanthematic : 
after eruptions have ariſen, and particularly af- 
ter an eryſipelas, or from a thirineſs gf the 
blood produced by hemorrhage, or from debi- 
ly in patients who are weakened by long 
continued diſeaſes; or any other cauſes. 
When there is a collection of watery fluids in 
the abdomen, it is termed an a/cztes, which is 
a tenſe, ſcarce elaſtic, but fluctuating intumeſ- 
cence of the abdomen, called abdominal, when 


there is a regular uniform tumor of the whole 
_ abdomen, with a ſufficiently evident fluctua- 
tion, which proceeds either from obſtruction 
of the viſcera, from debility, or thinneſs of the 


blood. Or it is named /accated, when there 


1s a partial tumor of the abdomen, at leaſt in 


the beginning, attended with an obſcure fluc- 


tuation. | 
When in the ſcrotum, Hydrocelo, diſtinguiſh- 


able by a tumor not painful, increaſing by de- 
grees, ſoft, fluctuating, and pellucid. When 
In the uterus, bydrops uteri, known by a tu- 


mor in the hypogaſtric region, in women, 
gradually increaſing, reſembling the form of 


the uterus, — to preſſure, or fluctuating, 
* without 
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without iſchuria or pregnancy. When in the 
breaſt, Hydrops pectoris, or hydrothorax, which 
ſhews itſelf by a dyſpnœa, pal lid countenance, 
cedematous ſwelling of the feet, ſmall quantity 
of urine, difficulty of lying down, ſudden and 
ſpontaneous rouzing from ſleep, with palpita- 
tion, and water fluctuating in the cheſt. When 
in the head, Hydrocephalus, in which there is a 
ſoft inelaſtic intumeſcence of the head, with 
the ſutures of the cranium gaping. This 
though is the hydrocephalus externus; th a 
called internus will be explained in the latter 
end of this chapter. The proximate cauſe of 
dropſies is evidently an ouzing out of lymph 
into the cellular membrane or cavities, in 
greater quantities than the abſorbent ſyſtem 
can take up; or from a rupture of theſe veſſels, 


or from their loſs of power; hence is the ac- 


cumulation formed, and from hence will the 
more remote cauſes be underſtood. In moſt 
dropſical caſes the legs ſwell and pit towards 
night, the appetite decays, the face either be- 
comes bloated or grows thin, emaciated, and 
pale, and a ſlow fever and thirſt attend. 

In all dropfies the diet ſhould be dry and 

ſolid ; 
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ſolid, liquids ſparingly uſed ; and theſe ſhould 


conſiſt of good old rich wines, or medicated 
beer, 'in order to ſtrengthen the ſolids, and 


promote the renal diſcharges. Though it 
ſometimes happens by indulging the patient, 
when urged with exceſſive thirſt, in drinking 


freely of weak liquors, ſuch as pure water, 


ſmall beer, or cyder, to the quantity of four 


or five quarts a day, that a cure hath been 
brought about when all medicines have failed; 


and perhaps if theſe liquids were impregnated 
with ſome of the ſaline diuretics, * efficacy 
would be increaſed. 


The following forms, varied as the ſymp- 
toms indicate, will be found very ſerviceable 
for the general cure of this malady, aſſiſted by 
frictions and proper exerciſe. And firſt, 
where it can be complied with without dan- 
ger, yomits ſhould be preſcribed.

If a droply happens in conſequence of an 
obſtructed perſpiration, or drinking large 
quantities of cold water, diaphoretics are very 
plainly indicated. —If from hard drinking, 
exerciſe on horſeback, and the uſe of wine 
under proper reſtrictions, may be recommend- 
ed ; if from a conſumptive diatheſis, diuretics 
and corroborants will be moſt proper : if it 
hap pens after large hemorrhages, or long con- 
tinued fevers, purge ſparingly. The chief

The hydrocephalus externus is a Memo 
in a manner peculiar to young children; per- 
petual bliſters, iſſues, ſctons, cauteries, and 
diſcutient applications, are what are com- 
monly adviſed externally, in this fatal diſeaſe ; 
and internally, ſmall doſes of calomel, rhu- 
barb, &c. with ſtrengthening medicines, and 
a carminative diet. = 
The hydrocephalus internus, or dropſy of 
the-brain, happens frequently to children, but 
fometimes adults are its ſubjects alſo. Many 
of the ſymptoms are ſo common to worm 
caſes, teething, and other irritating cauſes, 
that it is difficult to fix upon any which par- 
ticularly characteriſe the diſeaſe. The moſt 
peculiar ſeem to be pains in the limbs, with 
ſiekneſs and head-ach inceſſant, which, though 
frequent in other diſeaſes of children, are nei- 
ther ſo uniformly nor ſo conſtantly attendant 
as in this. Another circumſtance obſerved 
to be familiar, if not peculiar to this diſtemper, 
| is, 
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is, that the patients are not only coſtive, but 
it is with the greateſt difficulty that ſtools can 
be procured. Theſe are generally of a very 
dark greeniſh colour, with an oilineſs, or glaſ- 
ſy bile, rather than the ſlime which accom- 
panies worms, and they are for the moſt part 
extremely offenſive. In complaints ariting 
from worms, and in dentition, ſpaſms are more 
frequent than in this diſorder. 
This diſeaſe has been termed, by ſome au- 
thors, hydrocephalic fever, from the attendant 
ſymptoms ; and to prevent us from having 
the idea of a chronic diſeaſe, which that of a 
dropſy gives. Beſides what has been men- 
tioned above, this diſeaſe has ſome other pe- 
culiarities: the patients fall into convulſions, 
and expire in a few hours, when there have not 
been the appearance of ſymptoms, which uſual- - 
1y foretel the fatal termination. Alſo the pulle, 
from being ſmall, hard, and frequent, becomes 
ſuddenly full, ſoft, and flow, but intermittent; 
and this points out the melancholy change

convulſive attack. To this complaint chil-

When the hydrocephalus internus proceeds 
from the rupture of a lymphatic veſſel in the 
brain, which ſome ſuppoſe to be the proxi- 
mate cauſe of the diſeaſe, it cannot admit of 
a cure. If worms are the cauſe, anthelmintics 
ſoon relieve; if n there is very little 
h ope. wo 

As the Sndenoind are ſo ſimilar to thoſe 
ſaid to be from worms, and often may not be 


1diopathic, but ſymptomatic, it will be proper 
to uſe anthelmintics, and ſuch means may 


free the bowels from an irritating cauſe ; thoſe 
medicines are calomel, rhubarb : if the ſto- 


mach ſeems to be overloaded, give an anti- 
monial emetic. Clyſters of aloes diſſolved in 


milk, or decoct. ſem. ſantonic. cum ol. tereb.

warm rooms are hurtful. This treatment may 
be ſucceſsful in the ſymptomatic hydrocepha- 
lus: in the idiopathic, the reabſorption of 
the lymph accumulated in the brain is to be 
attempted. - Bliſters applied to the head, and 
the-uſe of mercury, even to the producing a 
ptyaliſm, have been recommended, and alſo 
the vapour-bath.

of the Tympany. 


T. E tympany is a flatulent tumor of the 
abdomen. It may ariſe from a variety 
inmates, and is ſometimes the conſequence 
of. the unſeaſonable uſe of opiates in the 
dyſentery, or of the bark in intermittents; 
by which means the colon becomes greatly 
"diſtended with air, and forms a true ympa- 
nites. But it is properly of two kinds; iſt, 
Inteftinal, in which there is a tumor of the 
5 abdo- 
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abdomen, often unequal, with frequent rejec- 
tion of wind, alleviating both the tenſion and 
pain. 2d, Abdominal, diſcoverable by a more 
evident reſounding noiſe than in the former, 
a more equal tumefaction, and the emiſſion of 
flatus leſs frequent, and not giving ſuch evi- 
dent relief. In the former we can only hope 

to be ſucceſsful, and that by endeavouring to 
diſcharge the flatulencies by the anus, and 
giving the coats of the inteſtines proper 
ſtrength, by increaſing their tone. Hence 
muſt we, in the firſt intention, have recourſe 
to antiſpaſmodics, anodynes, and laxatives : in 
the ſecond, to aromatic corroborants and to- 
nics. If it be attended with febrile ſymp- 
toms, bleeding may be premiſed. The body is 
to be kept regularly open with thubarb, or 
ſome other gentle cathartic, joined with a few 
grains of the ſpec. aromat. All ſtrong pur- 
ging medicines, and carminatives without lax- 
atives, are generally hurtful. An electary of 
camomile flowers with ginger, and - a ſmall 
Proportion of ſteel, may be given as a corro- 
borant, and the patient may waſh it down 
with'a draught of the infuſ. 'gentian. com-

THE chloroſis has been defined by Dr. 

Cullen, a dyſpepſy, or a deſire for things ö 
not eſculent, a paleneſs or diſcolouration, a | 
defect of venal plenitude, a ſoft tumefaction 
of the body, loſs of ſtrength, and a retention E 
of the menſes; which laſt ſymptom, ' he

| cachexy. However, the two complaints here 
þ ſpecified are faid to be commonly attended 
I with a plethora, a liſtleſſneſs to motion, a 
5 heavineſs, paleneſs of the complexion, pain in 
I N the back and loins, with a 7 of all the

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functions, hemorrhages at the noſe, pains in 
the head, with a great ſenſe of weight acroſs 
the eyes; loathing of food, a quick and weak 
pulſe, fluor albus, hectic heats, coughs, hyſte- 


ric fits, florid colour at times, tenſion of the 


_ uterus, and turgid veins. _ 

It may be doubted whether this obftruc- 
tion is ſo often the cauſe as the conſequence 
of other diſorders, as in general the cure de- 
pends upon remedying the indiſpoſed habit of 
body, whence very oppoſite methods of treat- 
ment are often requiſite. 

If a viſcidity of blood be the cauſe, attenu- 
ants; if a plethora, bleeding in the feet will 
be proper. They generally ariſe either from 
a defect of fluids, or obſtructions and pleni- 
tude of the, uterine veſſels. In the former 
caſe, active deobſtruents will not prevail till 
the digeſtions are mended, and the blood is 
determined to the uterus in a ſufficient quan= 
tity. 

Hence we ſhould firſt have recourſe to nu- 
tritious, eaſily digeſted food; afterwards, an e- 
metic, gently aperient medicines, and a courſe 
of aromatic bitters, with ſuitable exerciſe, in a 
clear fine air; then emagogues may be pre- 

E ſcribed, 
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ſcribed, as procuring a flux of the menſes ge- 
nerally completes the cure, which will be 
confirmed by continuing them in their natu- 
ral periods. ol

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Of the Atrophia, or Nervous Conſumption. 


* there is a waſting of the body 
without a fever, cough, difficulty of 
breathing, and other hectic ſymptoms, but at 
the ſame time there is an averſion for food, 
and weak digeſtion, the diſorder is called an 
atrophia, or nervous conſumption. 
There perhaps never is an atrophy without 
ſome fever ; at leaſt without a quicker pulſe 
than uſual : but the abſence of a hectic fever 
almoſt always diſtinguiſhes this from a tabes. 


There are different ſpecies, which ariſe, 1ſt, 


from too copious evacuations; 2d, from want 


of milk in nurſes ſuckling young children: 


za, from corrupted nutriment : 4th, from 
the function of nutrition being depraved, no 
evacuation, or very trifling, or cacochymia 
having preceded. In the beginning of this 
diſeaſe, the habit is œdematous, the face pale, 


ſqualid, and a loathing of all kinds of food, 


except that which is liquid. There is alſo 
a languor, which continually afflicts the pa- 
tients 
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tients while in bed ; the urine is often ſmall 
in quantity, and high- coloured ; ſometimes 
pale, and copious; there is no PO or ſcarce 
any, nor difficulty of breathing, unleſs that 
which ariſes from extreme debility. In the 
beginning of this complaint, ſach things are 
required as can reſtore the tone of ihe ſolids, 
ſuch as ſtomachic and ferruginous medicines ; 
the body ſhould be purged every third or 
fourth day with rhubarb; the common drink, 
wine, or ale medicated with bitters, aroma- 
tics, and ſteel; and pills made of caſcarilla, 
calamus aromaticus, and bark, ſhould be ad- 
miniſtered ; alſo volatile ſpirits dropt upon 
ſugar : the mode of living ſhould be varied, 
and agreeable, in a pure air, and with chearful 
company. 

If the appetite and digeſtion be bad, and 
the legs ſwell, vomit with ipecacoanha, and 
then preſcribe as follows :

CHAR 
Of the Faundice 


T E jaundice is an univerſal yellowneſs 
tinging the ſkin, chiefly obſervable in the 
-whites of the eyes; owing to the bile mixing 
itſelf in too great a proportion with the blood; 
it may be occaſioned by obſtructions, viſcid 
bile, | ſmall ſtones, or ſpaſms in the biliary 
ducts, inflammation, or ſcirrhus. us 
Hence from the cauſes ariſe the followings 
ſpecies: : the calculous, attended with acute 
pain in the epigaſtric region, increaſed after 
cating, and with dejections of biliary concre- 
tions: the Hpaſinodic, unattended with pain 
after ſpaſmodic diſeaſes and mental affections: 
| the 
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the "ION where there is alſo no pain, but 
ariſes after diſcaſes of the liver : that of gravid 


women, ariſing from pregnancy, and going off 
after delivery: and that of infants, appearing 
not long after they are born. 

Nature has made a great apparatus for the 
formation of bile ; and its uſe is juſtly conſi- 


dered of infinite conſequence in the animal 


ceconomy. Many diſeaſes depend on its viſ- 
cidity, which are apparent in the lives of the 
ſedentary by coſtiveneſs, &c. as the contrary 
happens to free livers, where the ſalts being 
exalted, diarrhœas and fevers frequently attend. 

The ſymptoms of a jaundice are, inactivity, 
laſſitude, anxiety, ſickneſs, oppreſſion at the 
breaſt, difficult reſpiration, pain about the pit 
of the ſtomach, dry ſkin, coſtiveneſs, hard, 
white, or greyiſh ſtools, yellow and high-co- 


| loured urine, with tinging things thrown into 


it of a yellow colour : in its progreſs the ſa- 


liva acquires a bitteriſh taſte, the yellow caſt 
of the complexion becomes livid, intolerable 


Itching ſucceeds, the legs ſwell, and the abdo- 


men at length filling with water, deſtroys the 
patient of a dropſy ; which ſymptoms ariſe 
from 
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from the craſis of the blood being deſtroyed. 
A jaundice from an obſtruction in the gall- 
bladder is not ſo bad as that from a ſcirrhous 
liver ; for thoſe owing their origin to the for- 
mer cauſes, are fometimes capable of being 
perfectly cured, or relieved from time to time; 
whilſt ſuch as proceed from ſcirrhoſity afford 
us little hope : however ſuch things ought to 
be tried as ſeem calculated to remove or palli- 
ate it ; amongſt which perhaps cicuta ſtands

In caſes of viſcid bile, what has been above 
adviſed will almoſt always be ſucceſsful; but 
where bilious concretions are formed, which 
may be expected from a fixed pain in the re- 
gion of the liver, and is ſometimes, though 
not always, ſucceeded by the jaundice ; and 
| where they are to paſs, opium and the warm 
bath are the two chief remedies, the opium is 
required in large doſes, and frequently to be 
reqeated. When the pain abates, an emetic 
ſometimes relieves, by puſhing the gall-ſtone 
back, or bringing it forward; but after two 
or three evacuations upwards, give an opiate. 
Though vomiting in this cafe may be uſeful, 
it muſt be cautiouſly produced, for it procures 
not the paſſage, or retroceſſion of the con- 
creted bile, it may be detrimental, if violent : 
the gentler emetics ſhould: only therefore be 
exhibited. Purgatives, by increaſing the mo- 
tion of the inteſtines, and ſoliciting the flow of 
the bile, are uſeful; the beſt are the mildeſt, 
as ſea- water, neutral ſalts, in a weak infuſion 
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of ſome bitter vegetable; theſe may be taken 
for months every day, or every other day, and 
not hurt the ſtomach: but if the diſeaſe be of 
long ſtanding, we ſhall have reaſon to ſuſpect 

the calculus to be large; or when the pain at- 
tendant gives us room to ſuſpect an inflamma- 
tion exiſting, vomits ſhould be prohibited al- 
together ; nor can ſtrong purgatives be proper ; 


the body ſhould only be kept gently open, and 


on account of the pain, fomentations applied 
to the epigaſtric region. Ætherial oil of turpen- 
tine has been conſidered by ſome as a ſolvent 
of theſe concretions: out of the body they 


certainly are, but otherwiſe the circumſtance 
ſeems highly diſputable. 


If a jaundice ſucceedscolics, it generally goes 
off ſpontaneouſly in a few days, and ſeldom 


requires the application of any remedies ; but 


ſhould it continue, after gentle purging with 


infuſ. ſen. &c. order the faline draughts with 


confect. aromat. di. or ſoap and rhubarb joined 
with ſome of the antiſpaſmodic gums ; theſe 
will generally anſwer every purpoſe. If it be 
accompanied with violent pain about the pit of 


the ſtomach, it muſt be aſſuaged by giving re- 
peated doſes of opium.

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If it be attended with a fever, bleed mode- 
rately, and preſcribe a decoction of hemp-ſeed.

CHAP. VIk 
. Off the Lepra Græcorum. 


HE leproſ of the Greets is a diſeaſe 


much more known in hot countries 


than in our parts; and is very deſperate and 


deplorable in its effects, and not eaſily to be 


thoroughly eradicated. It appears in White, 


dry, fiſſured, ſcurfy ſcabs and eſchars, and is 
deeper rooted in the ſkin than that of the 
Arabians. It. is attended with great itching, 
and often deſtroys not only the cuticle, but 
even the excretory veſſels and ſurface of the 
ſkin itſelf, and diſcharges a thickith fort of 
liquor, which forms itſelf into cruſts and 
ſcales, which is the pathognomonic {ymptom 
of this moſt hideous diſeaſe.

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The leproſy, commonly met with in Eng- 
land, ſeems to be a local diſeaſe of the cutis, 
and its veſſels and glands; and may ſometimes 
be owing to what the common people call a 
ſurfeit, or cold. Of nine caſes in ten of the. 
leprous patients who frequent the waters of 
Bath as is found by long experience, the ſtag- 


nating humours ſeem to have acquired vari- 
rious degrees of acrimony, and to give a pre- 


ternatural hardneſs and thickneſs to the cutis. 
Mercurials, and the remedies recommend- 
ed above, with warm bathing, will contribute 
greatly to cleanſe and ſoften the cutis; and 
afterwards the cortex, ſea-bathing, exerciſe, 
and a milk diet, will be proper to ſtrengthen 
the whole body, and reſtore a natural and 
plentitul perſpiration, 

Scabby eruptions on the ſkin, which are ſo 
frequently met with in common practice, re- 
quire the ſame kind of treatment which hath 


juſt now been preſcribed for the lepra. Theſe 


ſorts of cutaneous diſeaſes are commonly call- 
ed ſcorbutic eruptions; but are carefully to be 
diſtinguiſhed. from the real ſcorbutic ſpots, 
a ſcabby or ſcurfy nature,

ſkin, but greatly reſemble bruiſe-marks, and 
flea-bites, A miſtake here might be of very 
dangerous conſequence ; for the true ſcurvy is 
a putrid diſeaſe, which requires lenient and 
antiſeptic, remedies,. and where mercurials 
and rough , medicines might prove fatal; 
whereas in the cutaneous foulneſſes, we are

= cold countries after living on putrid 
falted animal food, where there is a want at 
the fame time of freſh vegetables. It is very 
fatal to ſeamen, and to people ſhut up in gar- 


riſons and beſieged places, who experience the 


ſame deficiency, and alſo of fermented liquors, 


and a ſound, nouriſhing. diet. It commonly 


begins with heavineſs, wearineſs, and a diſ- 
inclination to move or ſtir about; theſe are 
ſucceeded by ſpongy putrid gums which bleed, 
or ouſe out blood on ſlight preſſure, an oli 
five breath, a fallow and bloated countenance; 
- hzmorrhages from the noſe ; difficulty of 
breathing, eſpecially on motion; dejection of 
ſpirits ; ſwelling of the legs ; purple, yellow, 
or 
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or livid ſpots on the ſkin, particularly at the 
roots of the hair, not riſing above the ſur- 
face, greatly reſembling bruiſe-marks, and 
flea-bites; tumors in various part of the arms 
and legs; and a contraction in the flexor ten- 
dons of the ham; the catching of the breath 
on motion, with the loſs of ſtrength, dejec- 
tion of ſpirits, and rotten gums, are held as 
the eſſential, or diſtinguiſhing [ymptoms of 
this diſeaſe, 

The cure of this diſcaſe depends entirely 
on the uſe of freſh vegetables, particularly 
lemons, oranges, limes, apples, citrons, 
ſcurvy-graſs, creſſes, endive, lettuce, purſlain, 


dandelion, fumitory, &c. Theſe are to be 


taken in ſach forms as wall allow-the patients 
to conſume the greateſt quantities. If coſ- 
tiveneſs is not prevented, nor the ſkin becomes 
ſoft and moiſt by the uſe of theſe, ſtewed 
prunes muſt be given, or a decoction of ta- 
marinds with cream of tartar to keep the 
body open: a light decoction of the woods, 
-1:4 warm bathing preſcribed, in order to ſof- 
the ſkin, and relax the pores, which 
contribute towards the recovery of peo- | 
thus afflicted, With regard to particular 
ſymp- 
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ſymptoms, mouth-waters of decoction of 
bark, and infuſion of roſes, with tincture of 
myrrh muſt be uſed occafionally ; ſwelled and 
indurated limbs with ſtiffened joints, muſt be 
bathed in warm vinegar, and relaxed by vapor- 
baths, confining the vapor to the parts by 
means of cloſe blankets. To ulcers of the 
legs, lint, impregnated with bark decoction, 
muſt be applied in preference to greaſy or oily 
applications, which are detrimental. 


The method of cure, in other caſes, ought 


to be adapted to the circumſtances of thoſe 
who are moſt ſubject to this diſeaſe ; that is, 
ſea-faring people, during long cruiſes, and 
tedious voyages: for it would be ridiculous to 
preſcribe plenty of. vegetables and freſh broths 


for the cure of ſuch patients as theſe, where 


neither vegetables, nor broths, are to be had. 
For the prevention of this diſeaſe at ſea, 
ſome have adviſed malt to be carried abroad, 
and a wort -freſh made from this to be uſed 
daily, which may likewiſe cure the complaint 
after it has appeared, of which there have 
been many ſucceſsful experiments. Some 
have recommended ſour crout, or ſour cabbage. 
Others adviſe an allowance of ſugar, melaſles, 
and 
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and orange or lemon. juice to the men, and 
others the impregnation of the water, which 
is drank, with fixed air. But this is an im- 
portant ſubject not to be fixed by mere ſpecu- 
lation, requiring more trials than has yet been 
made, before the moſt beneficial method of 


conducting ourſelves can be abſolutely deter-

red, hot and painful, and end in ſuppuration. 


The matter of this abſceſs i is thin, and mixed 


with a whitiſh, curdly ſubſtance, and this 
curdly matter, together with the hard lumpy 
feel, which theſe tumors have before ſuppu- 
ration, are the diſtinguiſhing marks of theſe 
from others. Sometimes the humor does not 
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ſhew itſelf externally, but ſettles on the in- 
terior parts, which the thickneſs of the up- 
per lip indicates, and in this caſe, waſting 
hectic fever, and death enſue. Sometimes 
the ſame kind of matter ſettles on the lungs, 
producing cough, with phthiſis. 


In children theſe tumors may proceed from 
| bad diet, which time, exerciſe, and a proper 
1 courſe of alteratives, may poſſibly relieve ; 
ö without which care and circumſpection the 
| malady increaſes, and they become truly {cro- 
phulous. 

The diet ſhould be liek t and of eaſy digeſ- 


tion, with a due attention to the non-naturals. 


Exerciſe in moderation will be very conducive 

towards the re-eſtablihment of health .— 

Pork, cheeſe, butter; all ſmoked and dried 

meats ; fiſh, pickles, and high aromatic ſauces, 
are by no means to be allowed. 


Bleeding in the beginning, under proper 
reſtrictions, may be neceſſary; then,

The cort. Peruv. and millepedes have been 
found very ſerviceable in ſcrophulous caſes. 
Sea-water drinking, and immerſions in the 
ſame element, have of late years much pre- 
vailed, and with ſome ſucceſs, adhering to a 
courſe of alteratives at the ſame time. The 
uſe of ſea- water will anſwer beſt before there 
are any ſuppuration, or ſymptoms of tabes; 
the cortex when there are running ſores, and 
a degree of hectic fever. The ſea- water 
ſhould only be taken in ſuch quantities as to 
render it aperient, and when it creates great 
thirſt it may be mixed with common water. 
When ſcrophulous tumors, it muſt be obſery- 
ed do ſuppurate, they ought never to be open- 
ed, till all the lumpy hardneſs is melted down; 
but theſe abſceſſes generally do better when left 


to 
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to themſelves, than when opened by art.— 
Alga marina, or common ſea-wrack, and ap- 
plying the fame by way of cataplaſm ; alſo 
liniment of freſh gall with ſoap Iiniment, are 
recommended as reſolvents.

CHAP. 
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C H A P:- av 
Of the Rickets. 


Frs diſorder affets the bones of chil- 
dren, and cauſes a conſiderable protu- 
berance, incurvation, or diſtortion of them. 

It may ariſe from various cauſes, but more 
particularly, when proper care has not been 
taken with children; when they have been 
too tightly ſwathed in ſome parts, and too 
looſe in others; keeping them too long in 
one and the ſame poſition; not keeping them 
clean and dry. Sometimes it may proceed 
from a lax habit; at others, from want of 
proper motion. 

It uſually appears about the eighth or ninth 
month, and continues to the ſixth or ſeventh 
year of the child's age. The head becomes 
large, ſwelling much anteriorly, and the fon- 
tanella keeps long open; the countenance is 
full and florid ; the joints knotty and diſtort- 
ed, eſpecially about the wriſts : leſs near the 
ancles.— The ribs are depreſſed, and grow 

| Ee2 _' ' crooked; 
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crooked ; the abdomen and hypochondria 
ſwell ; the reft of the body grows thin ; a 
cough and diſorders of the lungs ſucceed ; 
and there is, withal, a very early underſtand- 
ing, and the child moves but weakly, and 
waddles. It may be ſimple, unconnected 
with any other diſeaſe; or it has ſometimes | 
other diſeaſes for its aſſociate. 

This requires nearly the ſame treatment as 
the former; its cure depending upon diſſolv- 
ing the viſcidity of the juices, opening the 
obſtructions, promoting a free circulation, 
| | and then ftrengthening the ſolids. Lying on 
| N a hard bed or matraſs is proper. 

I The regimen ſhould be light, and properly 

ſeaſoned ; broth in which craw-fiſh are boil- 
ed is excellent, or beef tea; ſpiced meats are 
uſeful; rice alſo with wine, and a little cin- 
namon ; the air dry and clear. Exerciſe and 
motion ſhould be encouraged, and bandage, 
as well as inſtruments, contrived to keep the 
limbs in a proper fituation ; but we ſhould 
take care that they be ſo formed as not to put 
the child in pain, or reſtrain it too much. It 
alſo ſhould be kept dry and clean. 

5 1 1 Cold 
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Cold bathing is of infinite uſe if it is found 
to excite a glowing warmth ; it may be con- 
tinued with advantage ; if the child ſhivers in 
its uſe, it ſhould be put between blankets till 
it grows warm and ſweats a little; after this 
trial uſe warm water, and gradually proceed to 
the colder; after which we ſhould not omit 
friction, and placing the child between two 
blankets, ſo as to encourage a free diaphoreſis. 
The back ſhould be well rubbed with ſpir. 
roriſmar. ſpir. vin. camphor. or good old rum 
every night.

CHAP. 
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C HA E. 
Of the Lues Venerea. 


| ** lues venerea is a contagious diſeaſe 

coming on after impure coition, and af- 
fections of the genitals, as chancres and bu- 
boes, and ulcers of the tonſils, and commonly 
makes its appearance with ſcabby eruptions. 8 
Theſe kinds of eruptions are generally of a 
tawny yellow hue, and not attended with 
much itching, and the ſkin underneath is of 
a reddiſh brown, or copper colour. They 
chiefly occupy the roots of the hair about the 
forehead and temples, they are at firſt ſmall 
in cluſters, running into ſcabs and ſcabby 
ulcers. Nocturnal pains affect the ſhins, 
bones of the arms and head; then nodes ap- 
pear on the ſkull and tibiæ, which are very 
painful, and the bones at length become rot- 
ten and carious; if the throat continues ul- 
cerous, the diſeaſe creeps towards the noſe, 
which theſe ulcers ſometimes deſtroy. It 
will be neceſſary to diſtinguiſh theſe venereal 
ulcers from ſcorbutic ones, which may be 
| E e 4 done 
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done, for the moſt part, by obſerving that ve- 
nereal ulcers frequently ſpread to the noſe— 
ſcorbutic ones never; venereal ulcers are cal- 
lous in their edges, ſcorbutic ones not ſo ;— 
venereal ulcers are circumſcribed and com- 
monly circular ; at leaſt they are confined to 
certain places ; ſcorbutic ones are of a more 
irregular figure, ſpread wider, and frequently 
affect the whole mouth; venereal ulcers are 
in general hollow, and commonly covered at 


: the bottom with a yellowiſh or white ſlough ; 
| but ſcorbutic ones are apt to grow up in looſe 
| fungi ; venereal ulcers are red in their circum- 
1 ference, but ſcorbutic ones are always livid; 


venereal ulcers frequently rot the ſubjacent 
bones, ſcorbutic ones ſeldom or ever; vene- 
real ulcers are generally combined with other 
ſymptoms which are known to be venereal, 
ſcorbutic ones with the diſtinguiſhing ſigns of 
the ſcurvy, | 
Sometimes the lues is attended with chops 
in the inſide of the lips, palms of the hands, 
and behind the ears; and deafneſs ; at other 
times the eyes are painful, red, and itch.— 
Various, in ſhort, are the ſymptoms under 


which theſe miſerable patients languiſh, 
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Salivation is the radical cure of this con- 
firmed ſtate, bleeding being firſt premiſed, 
eſpeclally in plethoric perſons, and the moſt 
effectual way of raiſing it ſeems to be by unc- 
tion. 


Unguentum Hydrargyri.

Of this let the patient rub in 3. every night 
with his own hands, from the ancles upwards 
to the knee, then all round the joints, and fo 
on ſucceſſively to the thighs, all which parts 
are to be covered with flannel drawers and 
worſted ſtockings, But there is no neceſſity 
for this progreſs if a ſalivation is to be raiſed, 
it is done by rubbing from half a dram to twa 
drams on the inſide of the thighs, above the 
knee, every night, or every other night, till a 
ſpitting comes on, which, ſhould it be tardy 
in doing, the quantity of the ointment may 
be increaſed, or mercurials given at the ſame 
time internally in moderate doſes, ſo that the 
ſalivation may be raiſed ſlowly and gradually; 
for this is much more efficacious than producing 
the effect too rapidly. And when the mouth 
begins to be ſore and ſwell, leſſen the quantity 
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of the ointment uſed, and apply it once in 
twenty-four hours. 

It happens ſometimes that, to raiſe the ſpit- 
ting, it will require more than one ounce of 
the hydrargyrum purificatum. Examine the 
mouth carefully, by which means you will be 
better enabled to determine concerning the 
force of the mercury already uſed ; and it is 
certainly more eligible to effect a ſpitting with- 
out occaſioning the head to ſwell, if it can 
poſhbly be done. If no ſymptoms of a ſali- 
vation appear after ſome few days, vomit with 
hydrargyrum vitriolatum gr. v. and give very 
plentifully of warm gruels, whey, or chicken- 
broth.

Should the ſalivation be too ſuddenly raiſed, 
and endanger the patient, bleed largely, and 
throw up briſk cathartic clyſters repeatedly. 
If the ſalivation is too violent, or continues 
too long, it is often found difficult to abate or 
remove: however, the beſt mode is, if the 
ſeaſon be cold, to keep the patient in a room 
moderately warm, and exhibit a gentle purge, 
if the ſtlength of the patient's conſtitution 
will permit. h

Then for four or five days every evening 
he ſhould be put into a warm bath, rubbing 
his body at the ſame time with a fleſh-bryſþ, 
| or 
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or flannel gloves, and when he comes out be 
dreſſed in flannel cloaths: if inflammatory 
ſymptoms occur, bleeding will be neceilary; 
he ſhould be confined to a low diet, to drink 
barley-water, or ſome other mucilaginous li- 
quid; but ſhould his ſtrength be much re- 
duced, a nouriſhing diet, witi the ute of wine, 
in infuſion of bark, or quaſſia wood in wine 
or cinnamon-water, with ſome preparation of 
iron, and a free country air, are certainly pro- 
per; and ſhould the air be dry, he ſhould go 
a little abroad, unleſs at the ſame time it be 
very cold. 

When the ſalivatory ducts are very relaxed, 
the mouth not very painful, and the ſpitting 
continues undiminiſhed, an aſtringent gargle 
may be proper, uſed with caution: common 
ſulphur has now and then a good effect, and 
ſulphur of antimony. In obſtinate ptyaliſm, 
a bliſter, ſeton, or iſſue in the neck, together | 
with the uſe of purified ſulphur and camphor, 
and the volatile liniment applied to the throat, 
ſometimes prove ſerviceable; and in deſperate 
caſes we might try the effect of pouring cold 
water over the head and face, letting the pa- 

tient 
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tient in the mean time fit with the reſt of the 
body immerſed in a warm bath. 5 
Jo raiſe a dalivation by calomel, give five 
grains in a bolus at night, and repeat it every 
other night till the patient has taken about 
one drachm; then ſtop, and proceed with 
caution. Nothing requires more attention 
than the exhibition of mercury; ſince men, 
differing greatly in their conſtitutions, will 
be variouſly affected by its uſe. The diſcharge 
of about two or three pints of ſaliva a day is 
a ſufficient quantity; and this ſhould be con- 
tinued and kept up from three to five weeks, 
according to the exigency of the diſtemper: 
after which, gentle purges, and the decoct. 
farſaparil. drank to the quantity of a quart a 
day for four weeks, will be of great ſervice :

When thoſe particular tumors of the peri- 


oſteum, or bones called gummata, tophi, nodi, 


or-nodes, ariſe, many things have been recom- 


mended, though few have proved ſucceſsful, 
as mercury, bliſters, or inciſion, but the ſaline 


mercurial preparations, together with a decoc- 
tion of the woods, are moſt to be depended 
upon, particularly that of mezereon, ſee p. 433, 


and the zthiops antimonialis of Huxham : 
and to relieve thoſe excruciating nocurnal 


pains which attend them, opium, according to 


circumſtances, given in large doſes in obſti- 
nate caſes, may be tried, till a radical c cure can 

be effected. ; | 
When any complaints enſue from a ſaliva- 
tion 
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tion imprudently ſtopped, or cold caught dur- 
ing the uſe of mercury, nothing is fo effectual 
as a freſh courſe of mercury cautiouſly admi- 
niſtered. | 
Though I have already faid ſo much on 

falivation, yet I muſt obſerve that few patients 
in private practice are now ſalivated, it being 
much more common to uſe mercury in ſmall 
doſes, with purgatives properly interpoſed, or 
ſuch medicines given with it as may determine 
the medicine to the ſkin or kidneys.

Some give the hydrargyrum muriatum in 
ſolution, from half a grain to one grain twice 


a day, 
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a day, joined to a decoction of ſarſaparilla. 
The way to paepare the ſolution is, to diſſolve 
as much muriated quickſilver in brandy, or 
ſpir. vin. ten. as will give half a grain to an 
| ounce of ſolution. Some mix the ſolution 
with the decoct. ſarſaparil.— We are told of 
much ſucceſs attending this method of curing 
the lues. How far the conſtitution may or 
may not ſuffer from it, muſt be determined 
by time and experience. | 

Small doſes of calomel joined with rhu- 
barb, or ſome of the powerful alteratives judi- 
ciouſly given, may be very efficacious in the 
lues of children. 

Ulcers in the throat are cured better by 
equal parts of calomel and myrrh, by way of 
fumigation, than by cinnabar. Hydrargyrum 
muriatum given to gr. 6: every day, alſo, tends 
much towards a radical extirpation of theſe 
kinds of ulcers. 

Sometimes indeed venereal nodes and noc- 
turnal pains, depending on a venereal cauſe, 


may be happily relieved by the decoct. mezer. 
alone.

In order to prevent a return of the diſeaſe, 
the whole of the venereal virus muſt be era- 
dicated ; but unfortunately we have no crite- 
rion on which we can found this knowledge 
with certainty.—It has been therefore wiſely 
recommended to continue the exhibition of 
mercurials for a fortnight or three weeks after 
the ſymptoms have ceaſed to appear; and 
then we may be pretty confident the cure is 
completed. It has been, though, obſerved in 
ſeveral patients who bore the internal uſe of 
mercury very. well, as long as the diſeaſe took 
place, that on the moment the poiſon was 
eradicated, they began to nauſeate it, which 
proved the ſtandard of their being ene 


cured.

Of a Diarrhea. 


A Diarrhea is too frequent a diſcharge of 
the contents of the inteſtines, without 
violent degrees of pain or ſickneſs. It is not a 
contagious diſeaſe, nor has any primary febrile 
affections; though by its continuance are 
brought on fever, loſs of appetite ; ſometimes 
a nauſea, weak pulſe, dry ſkin, and a conti- 
nual thirſt. Os 
It is divided into different ſpecies: the cra- 
| pulous, in which the fæces are more liquid 
than natural, and voided in greater quantity : 
6:hous, wherein the fæces are yellow, and 
voided too copiouſly : mucous, in which either 
from things too acrid taken into the ſtomach, 
or 
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or from cold, particularly applied to the feet, 
' a copious evacuation of mucus is occaſioned: 
cæœliac, wherein a milky humour like chyle is 
voided : Hienteric, when our food quickly paſ- 
ſes, without being much altered: hepatir- 
rheal, when a ſero-cruentous fluid is ejected 
per anum, without pain. 

In the common diarrhea, which ariſes from 
a ſurfeit, or eating ſomething indigeſtible, or 
irritating the inteſtinal canal, if it proves vio- 
lent, the patients ſhould drink plentifully of 
weak veal, or mutton-broth : and ſhould this 
not be effectual ; if the patient is plethoric, 
and in the prime of life, bleed; then give an 
emetic of vin. ipecacoan. which ſhould be o- 
caſionally repeated: and,

Theſe will be extremely proper, if acid 
ſaburra appear to ſubſiſt in the prime viæ, or 
any ſharp acrid humor of a different nature. 
If the relaxed ſtate of the veſſels ſhould require 
more powerful aſtringents, we may have re- 
courſe to decoctions of logwood, alum, &c. 

The diet ſhould be, through the courſe of 
the diſeaſe, rice-gruel, ſea-biſcuit, panada, 
gum Arabic diſſolved in common drink, de- 
coctum cornu cervi, &c. 

In caſe bad digeſtion has occaſioned this 
diforder, the Peruvian bark may be preſcribed 
to advantage, the prime vie having been pre- 
viouſly cleared, Riding on horſeback, when. 
the ſeaſon and ſtrength of the patient will 
admit of it, is an exerciſe by no means to be 
neglected : and here, again, I muſt repeat the 
uſefulneſs of the Tilbury-water, given as fol- 
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lows : Take two or three lumps of triple re- 
fined ſugar, and the white of a new laid egg; 


beat them well up together into a fine froth ; 
then mix it with a gill-glaſs full of the Til- 
bury-water, and half a gill of freſh cows- milk 
made warm. Drink this twice or thrice a day. 

Great caution ſhould be uſed in ſtopping 
diarrhceas, eſpecially in full habits, as they are 
moſtly falutary efforts of nature to throw off 


an offending cauſe, and the obſtructing this 


courſe moſtly brings an a fever. 

In thoſe diſeaſes called lientery, and celiac 
paſſion, the treatment moſt effectual conſiſts 
of vomits, with ſtomachics, and warm corro- 
borants, a due regulation of diet, and riding. 
Indeed, in theſe caſes, the mode of cure is fi- 
milar to that employed for thoſe ſerous fluxes, 
which continue very obſtinate after dyſentery. 


| Befides what has been above adviſed, to di- 


vert the humours from the inteſtines, increaſe 


the cutaneous diſcharges, and ſtrengthen the 


veſſels of the inteſtinal tube, ſtronger aſtrin- 


pete will ſometimes be neceſſary.

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Logwood and cinnamon macerated in lime- 
water form a powerful and grateful aſtrin- 
gent ; ſimple lime-water, mixed with milk, 
makes a proper drink, and ſometimes moſt ef- 
ficacious : exerciſe on horſeback, failing, . or 
ſwinging, are all of them uſeful. The bilious 
diarrhœa often comes on and carries off the 
fomes of a remittent and intermittent fever; 
and ſometimes happens in a continued one, 
when the ſtomach and bowels have not, at the 
commencement, been cleared by an emetic. 
In this, as in all inteſtinal fluxes, which are 
conſidered ſecondary, they muſt be regulated | 
according to the nature of the primary diſcaſe. 
In hepatirrhœa, ſucceeding putrid dyſentery, 
we muſt give lime-water with aſtringents: 
when it attends the paroxyſm of a malignant 
intermittent, bark is our remedy: if it pro- 
ceeds from the liver, the milder balſams, with 
other remedies, as adviſed in a tabes from an 
affection of the liver, are what we mult Ces 
pend upon.

Dyſentery is attended with violent grip- 
ings in the bowels; bloody, mucous, or 
purulent diſcharges ; exceſſive pain in the anus, 
with frequent inclination to go to ſtool, and 
different degrees of fever. If the ſmall inteſ- 
tines are the ſeat of the diſorder, it is known 
by the pain being a little above the navel, and 
the blood being more perfectly intermixed 
with the feces. It differs in its appellations, 
according to the appearances it affords, or 
with what it is accompanied; as, verminous, 
when it is attended with worms; carnous, 
when ſmall fleſhy ſebaceous ſubſtances are 
evacuated ; white, when without blood in 
termittent, when accompanied with an inter- 
mittent fever; and iliary, when with milia- 
ry eruptions. However, the two which we 
are here to take notice of are, the inflamma- 
tory and putrid ; the former of which is al- 
lied to the inflammatory fever, attended with 
great heat and thirſt, violent pain in the head

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and Joins, as well as abdomen, with a quick, 


hard, and full pulſe, 
Bleeding will be very neceflary i in this caſe; 
then a vomit, allowing the patient to drink 
freely of weak beef, or chicken broth, td en- 
courage the operation; after which a parego- 
ric will be neceſſary: this may be repeated 
occaſionally, as the ſymptoms require.

An epidemic dyſentery, attended with great 
pain in the bowels, and large diſcharges of 
blood, has been happily treated by free and 
repeated venæſection, vomits, and pil. ſtyrac. 
from gr. vi. ad gr. viii. omni nocte. 
Nitre and antiphlogiſtics are highly com- 
mended for the dyſentery, in the Weſt Indies, 
where the feyer runs high. The moſt judi- 
cious manner of exhibiting the nitre for the 
dyſentery, is with ſmall doſes of the balſam. 
Locatelli, or elect. e ſcordio. Two grains of 
the ipecacoanha root freſh powdered, with gi. 
theriac. 
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theriac. Andromach. has alſo been found a 
uſeful medicine. 


When the pain and fever is removed, or 
greatly abated by bleeding, &c. a few doſes 
of the vitrum antimonii ceratum, from five 
grains to half a ſcruple, given at proper diſ- 
tances, and with an opiate after each, have 
been very ſucceſsfully tried. 

But, perhaps, ſmall doſes of the pulv. 
ipecacuanh. from gr. i. ad gr. ij. would be as 
effectual; and the more ſo, as it generally 
tends to promote a diaphoreſis, a moſt defir- 
able circumſtance in this diſeaſe ; eſpecially if 
it happens in conſequence of an obſtructed 
perſpiration,

Though we have ſaid bleeding ought to be 
pre ſcribed at the commencement of the diſ- 


eaſe, it is only in the inflammatory ſpecies, 


and in ſtrong plethoric habits: in thoſe who 


are weakly, or where the conſtitution of the 


diſeaſe is truly putrefactive, it ought wholly 
to be omitted; and in this laſt ſpecies we 


ſhall find appearances differ from the former 


ſpecies: for in this, the attack begins with a 
continued chillneſs for ſome hours, attended 


with ſickneſs, vertigo, and general. debility ; 
the countenance becomes pallid, and is afflict- 


1 ed 
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ed with ſharp pains in the abdomen before 
the flux comes on; the pulſe is ſmall, little 
if at all feverith : the ſtools, from being thin 
and yellowiſh, become viſcid, ſlimy, and com- 
monly. tinged with blood. If it comes in 
ſtreaks, we conclude the veſſels of the rectum 
are affected ; if more intimately mixed, thoſe 
ſituated higher up. The ſtools have always 
a peculiar præternatural ſmell, more offenſive 
towards the latter end than at firſt ;- but if the 
diſeaſe proves fatal, the fœtor is cadaverous 
and intolerable : before every evacuation the 
pain increaſes, the ſtools grow frequent, even 
to fifteen in an hour, attended with perpetual 
teneſmus, forcing down the rectum, which 
.oftentimes mortifies, and haſtens the unhap- 
py cataſtrophe, which otherwiſe might be de- 
ferred till an inflammation came on, which 
ſoon terminates in gangrene, and death. This 
is the progreſs of the moſt violent degree of 
putrefactive dyſentery; but where the acri- 
mony of the humors runs not to ſo high, a 
degree, the debility, nauſea, and dejection, are 
not ſo great, the ſtools not numerous, or at- 
tended: with ſuch ſevere pain. The cure of 
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this is ſimilar to what we have before recited. 
Clearing the bowels with doſes of rhubarb, 
from 15 to 20 grains, and three grains of ca- 
lomel, and afterwards perſiſting in ſmall doſes 
of ipecacuanha, joined with opium, if neceſ- 
fary. If theſe do not ſucceed, but the diſ- 
trefling ſymptoms 'continue, fomentations 
ſhould be uſed to the abdomen, and anodyne 
glyſters made of broth; decoction of linſeed 
or milk with ſtarch, and tincture of opium 
ſhould be thrown up the inteſtines. Should 
it be accompanied with a putrid fever, we 
muſt try, dubions as is our ſucceſs, infuſions 
of bark and ſnake-root i in claret or-port, with 
a few drops of tincture of opium in each doſe, 
and let the patients eat plentifully of ripe 
fruit which may be in ſeaſon; and impreg- 
nate the liquids which my drink with their 
guices. 
In caſes of PR neal ſome think the cor- 
tex eleutheriæ a ſpecific ; and, beſides what 
has been advanced above, where the pain con- 
tinues violent, ſome adviſe ſemicu pia, and 
bliſtering the abdomen.

CHAT. IK 
Of the Cholera Morbus. 


HE cholera morbus is a voilent vomiting 
and looſeneſs ; from the bile regurgitat- 
ing into the ſtomach, and deſcending liberally 
into the bowels ; attended with acute ſharp 
pains, gripings, and inflations in the up- 
per inteſtines ; great thirſt, heat, and anxiety z 
a quick and unequal pulſe; cramps of the 
thighs and legs; cold ſweats ; and in the laſt 
ſtage, a ſyncope, and coldneſs in the extremi- 
ties. It is divided into two ſpecies ; /bontane- 
ous; that which ariſes in a warm ſeaſon, with- 
out any manifeſt cauſe ; accidental, when the 
cauſe is acrid ſubſtances taken internally. 
This diſeaſe is moſt frequent in ſummer, and 
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in the autumn; and more particularly at- 


tacks young passe and children; old peo- 
ple ſeldom; but when it does, is very formi- 
dable. It is a very bad ſign, when what is 


| diſcharged by a vomit has an excrementitious 


ſmell. 
Chicken-broth ſhould be 9 5 to 


the quantity of ſix or eight quarts, and as faſt 
as poſſible; milk, and warm water, new- 
churned butter-milk, decoctions of rice or 
barley ; or, what is preferable, an infuſion of 
oat-bread toaſted brown, in water; or of 
oatmeal made brown like coffee, which will 
lay on the ſtomach, and generally ſtops the 
vomiting; but ſhould that not be the caſe, 


we mult try the ſaline draught ; or columbo 
root, cataplaſms of mithridate, or of the leaves 


of common mint boiled in port or claret 
ſhould be applied to the wriſts, or præcordia; 
mint tea given to drink, or infuſions of cloves 
or Cinnamon. | | 

Tf the patient be plethoric, bleeding is ab- 
ſolutely neceſlary ; and in caſes of ſevere pain, 
a ſemicupium, or fomentations of the warm 
ſpirituous kind, are apt to alleviate the * 
tom. |

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When the purging begins to abate, and the 
ſtomach 1s ſettled, an opiate may be given.

Likewiſe clyſters of broth mould be in- 
jected as faſt as they are returned, till the pain 
abates. 

There is no diſeaſe ; in which a ; confi ſeems 
nearer death, and yet afterwards recovers, than 
this. When it has continued for ſome time, 
large doſes of opium, in a folid form, become 
abſolutely neceſſary, and the patient muſt be di- 
reed not to ſwallow more than a table ſpoon- 
ful of any liquid at a time. The drink ſhould 
alſo be of a generous kind. 

Columbo root, from half a drachm to two 
drachms, every four hours, has been found of 
great ſervice in this diſeaſe, as well as in the 
dyſentery and bilious colics. 

Should the vomiting and purging not re- 
turn on the ſecond day, little is neceſſary to 
be done; but on the third or fourth a rhu- 
barb draught ſhould be adminiſtered, and at

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night an anodyne : after which, the patient, 
returning to his uſual mode of living gradu- 
ally, and uſing riding exerciſe, ſhould take 
ſome ſtomachic bitter, with ten or twelve 
drops of the diluted vitriolic agid, an hour or 
two before dinner every day. And thus will 
the cure be perfectly completed.

CHAP E 


Of Bleeding at the Noſe. 


A morrhages at the noſe may ariſe from 


a plethora, or be occaſioned by a thin, 


ſharp, acrimonious humour, lacerating the 
tender fibrillæ of the ſanguineous veſſels. In 


young people they are attended with figns of 


an arterial ; in old, of venal plethora : hence 
the two varieties. The concomitant ſymp- 
toms are, a pain or heavineſs of the head,

We muſt here obſerve that if the hæmor- 
rhage be of the active kind, which is known 
by the intenſeneſs of motion of the vaſcular 
ſyſtem, the antiphlogiſtic method mult be per- 
ſiſted in ; but if from a debilitated ſtate of the 
veſſels, or a diſſolution of the ſanguinary 
mals, antiſeptics and corroborants ought to 
be our remedies, W bark and vitri- 
olic acid. 


But ſhould what we have adviſed fail, ſmall 


doſes of antimonials or ipecacoanha to excite | 
nauſea 
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nauſea and vomiting muſt be exhibited. Af- 
ter the hæmorrhage has ceaſed, the patient 


ſhould be kept quiet, and if coſtive, a glyſter, 
or the mildeſt eccoprotics adminiſtered. 


CHAP. I 
Of V omiting of Blood. 


A VOMITING of blood frequently pro- 
ceeds from the ſame cauſes as thoſe 


which produce naſal hxmorrhages. The diſ— 


charge is often ſo eafily brought up, that it 
is ſuppoſed to come from the lungs ; the ſto- 
mach under theſe circumſtances is often diſ- 
tended, and a ſenſe of an oppreſſive weight 
precedes the vomiting. There is no cough 
where the ſtomach alone is concerned. This 
is a diſeaſe much more frequent in women 
than men, and owes its origin commonly to 


obſtructed catamenia, When it occurs in 


men, it is generally to be attributed to ſup- 
preſſions of hæmorrhoidal flux, or infarc» 
tions of the liver; and indeed it is moſt com- 
monly a ſymptomatic diſeaſe, very ſeldom 
idiopathic, 
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In this complaint copious bleedings does 
not anſwer, as the pulſe is apt to fink under 
them; therefore they muſt be made ſparingly, 
and repeated according to the urgency of the 
caſe, If the pulſe be ſtrong and full, we may 
bleed, and repeat that operation pro re nata; 
and give the following :

Fo C.H- A P. III. 
Of an Hemoptoe, or Spitting of Blood. 


A PULMONIC hemorrhage happens from 

a rupture of the veſſels of the lungs, 
occaſioned by a plethora, weak veſſels, hectic 
fevers, coughs, wounds, irregular living, 
hard drinking, a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, 
hemorrhoids, &c. 

An hæmoptoe is attended with a cough and 
ſhort reſpiration; the blood thrown up appears 
pure, liquid, frothy, and florid. If the pa- 
tient be conſumptive, you may, in general, 
judge it to come from the lungs. Sometimes 
matter is intermixed with it, or follows after 
it. If it be occaſioned by a bruiſe or fall, it 
will be attended with pain. It is conciſely 
defined a fluſhing of the cheeks; a ſenſe of 
uneaſineſs, or pain, and ſometimes of heat in 
the breaſt; dyſpnœa; titillation of the fauces; 
and a cough, more or leſs, occaſioning a re- 
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jection of florid, ſometimes frothy blood. It 
is divided into five ſpecies, Plethoric, when 
there has been na external violence, or pre- 
ceeding cough, or ſuppreſſed evacuations to 
occaſion it. Violent, when ſome external 
force has been applied.— Pt hiſical, when it 
comes on after a long continued cough, at- 
tended with emaciatian and debility. Calcu- 
hous, where little calculous, for the moſt part 
calcarious ſubſtances are rejected. And Vica- 
rious, if it ſucceed the ſuppreſſion of any ac- 
cuſtomed eyacuation.—lt is eaſily diſtinguiſhed 
from a ſpitting of blood from the fauces, or a 
vomiting of blood. In the firſt caſe, the blood 
1s ſmall in quantity, dark coloured, and with- 
out froth. In the ſecond, there is an effort 
to vomit, whilſt in this the blood is frothy 
florid, and coughed up in large mouthfuls, 
A ſlender, nouriſhing, and cooling regimen 
is neceſſary under this complaint; ſuch as 
milk, butter-milk, medicated whey, jellies, 
ſago with milk, &c, | 
The fame treatment is of uſe here as is re- 
commended for a bleeding at the noſe, to be 
aſſiſted occaſionally with pediluvia, and gen- 
tle purging. —Bleeding may be repeatedly al- 
=: ES lowed, 
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Jowed, provided the pulſe, age, and — 
of the patient will admit of it. 

An oily emulſion, with the addition of a 
large quantity of nitre, is extremely proper in 
this diſeaſe, |

The cauſes in the cure are to be conſidered: 
what has been laid down is chiefly for this 
complaint ariſing from plethora or acrimoni- 
ous humours ; but where the lungs are weak,

mended, and ſmall doſes of ipecacoanha, vi- 
trum antimonii ceratum, or antimonium tar- 
tariſatum. In all cafes reſt and filence ſhould 
be enjoined, the body muſt be kept open by 
glyſters, or mild aperients; and opiates occa- 
ſionally adminiſtered to procure reſt. 

The general directions for treating caſes at- 
tended with Sd urine, or an hemorrhoidal | 
Flux, have been already delivered in p. 86, and 
in pag. 280, &c. to which the reader is re- 
ferred. 


: CHAP 
Of an immoderate Flux of the Menſes. 


HEN the menſes continue too long, or 
come on too frequent for the ſtrength 
of the patient, they are ſaid to be immoder- 
ate ; and are generally occaſioned by weak 
veſſels, thin acrimonious blood, or a pletho- 
ric habit. This often happens in ſoft and 
delicate women, who uſe liquids too freely, 
eſpecially tea. It alſo ariſes in conſequence 
of abortions, violent paſſions, particular me- 
dicines, or diet, &c. and ſometimes attends 
women 
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women who are obliged to work hard, and is 
accompanied with -pains of the back, Joins, 
and belly, ſimilar to thoſe of labour; in its 
approach there is a general languor and debi- 
lility of the whole body, ſwelling of the hy- 
pochondria, pallid countenance, horripilation 
of the ſkin, with dorſal and lumbar pains 
alſo. And to theſe may be added a train of 
ſymptoms which indicate an een 

blood. 


When it happens in Piahede habits, and 
the pulſe will allow it, veneſection is neceſ- 
ſary; and where the hæmorrhage is exceſſive, 
opiates are of great uſe. A dry cool air is 
moſt agreeable. The mind ſhould be kept at 
eaſe, the body at reſt, and the hips laid higher 
than the head.

CHAP. VI. 
Of Accidents attending Delivery. 


TELIvE RY is always followed by a greater 

or leſs diſcharge of blood from the ute- 
Tus, which is called the lochia. When there is 
an immoderate flux of the lochia, it muſt be re- 
ſtrained by the ſame methods which have been 
already deſcribed for an immoderate flux of 


the menſes.

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If there be a ſuppreſſion of the lochia, give 
Di. pulv. e myrrh, c with 5ſs. confect. Da- 
mocrat. tertia quaque hora, vel pro re nata. 
But a ſuppreſſion of this diſcharge is gene- 
rally attended with a fever, called the prer- 
peral fever, a deſcription of which hath been 
given above, and if neglected, or injudiciouſly 
treated, may ſoon prove of fatal conſequence. 
It may not be amiſs alſo to remark here, that 
the puerperal fever is frequently miſtaken for 
after-pains, or thoſe pains after delivery which 
reſemble labour-pains, or elſe for the milk 
Fever, or ſome colic complaint; and to this is 
aſcribed, in ſome meaſure, the great fatality 
attending it. Let it, therefore, be ever re- 
membered, by all thoſe attending on childbed- 
women, that pain and ſoreneſs of the belly, 
coming on ſoon after delivery, unleſs ſpeedily 
relieved by judicious aſſiſtance, will frequently 

prove mortal in a few days 
WM general, after the woman has been deli- 
vered, and the placenta ſafely and gently 
brought away, ſome of the following forms 
may be occaiionally uſed:

C H A P. I. : 
Of the Diabetes. 


A DIABETES is a copious, frequent, chro- 
nic and quick diſcharge of the liquids we 


drink, by the urinary paſſages, with little or 
no change, being crude, thin, and aqueous, 
ſomewhat inſipid, and ſometimes ſweetiſh to 
the taſte and ſmell. The other ſigns are, 
great and continual thirſt, hectie heat, quick 
and weak pulte, and waſting of the body; 
in ſome a ſwelling of the loins, hips, teſti- 
cles, and feet. 7 

It has been divided into two ſpecies, molli- 
tus, when the urine has the colour, ſmell, 
and taſte of honey; 7/pidus, when the urine 
is limpid but not ſweet. It has alſo been 
H is. 2 divided 
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divided by a late writer into aguo/a, when the 
urine is of a diaphanous watery colour; and 
lactea, when it is of a milky whiteneſs ; and 
defined an increaſe of quantity of urine, ra- 
ther ſweet, attended with continual thirſt, 
the ſkin dry, and for the moſt part ſquamous. 
Various are the immediate cauſes, aſſigned by 
authors, of this complaint. Some ſay, it is an 
affection of the liver, ſome attribute it to ſpaſm 
of the ſecretory organs, others to perſpiration 
being diminiſhed, or the inhalation increaſed. 
The generality have thought it to ariſe from a 
laxity of the ſecretory organs of the kidneys ; 
but our lateſt writers attribute it to a defect 
of the animal, and aſſimilatoty proceſs, by 
which the aliment is converted into the na- 
ture of our body. If of long ſtanding it al- 
moſt always terminates fatally. 
However, the following mode muſt be 
purſued, and in recent caſes may be ſucceſsful. 
The regimen ſhould be ſtrengthening; milk, 
jellies, ſago, ſalop, infuſ. roſ. drank freely 
with Briſtol-water.— The methods recom- 
mended for the fluor albus, in the following 
chapter, will, in general, alſo ſucceed here. 
Bark, with cinnamon, alſo ſmall doſes of 
1 5 tinctur.

Of the Fluor Albus. 


HE fluor albus is a flux of matter from 
the vagina, of different conſiſtencies, of 
a pellucid or white colour; ſometimes it is 
greeniſh . or yellow, ſharp, and corroding, 
often foul and fœtid; eſpecially if it be of any 
long ſtanding. It is owing either to a gene- 
ral relaxed ſtate of the ſolids, or a diſſolution 
of the fluids, or may be particularly local, 
and have its ſeat in the uterus, but more com- 
monly in the vagina. 1 
In a natural ſtate, the exhaling veſſels be- 
come blood-veſlels at the menſtrual period, 
and when their plenitude is regularly diſcharg- 
ed, contract to their former dimenſion and 
H h 4 tone. 
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tone, But when by immoderate menſtrua, or 
any other cauſe, their elaſtic power is much 
weakened, they never fully contract, but ſe- 
parate the ſerous part of the blood, which» 
by its ſtagnating, or particular ſtate of the 
body, acquires yarious degrees of acrimony 
and conſiſtence. 5 

If this diſeaſe is moderate, it may be borne 
a long time without much inconvenience; 
but if it is in any violent degree, the face 55 
comes pallid, the digeſtive powers are weak- 
ened, and a general bad habit produced, 
whence women become cachectic; in ſome 
it occaſions ſterility, in others a propenſity to 
miſcarry. The indications of cure are to en- 
creaſe the digeſtive powers, invigorate the 
ſyſtem, and reſtrain the profernagural diſs 
charge. 

The diet ſhould be nouriſhing : milk, with 
iſinglaſs boiled in it, jellies, ſago, red Port 
wine in moderation, Pyrmont water, and 
moderate exerciſe ſhould be recommended. 

A ſtanding poſture of body long continued, 
violent dancing, or much walking, muſt be 
forbid, 
After 
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After a gentle puke, if the ſtomach is foul, 


proceed to ſuch methods as may invigorate 


and ſtrengthen the cachectic diatheſis of the 
blood.

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c H A N .-ME 


Of a virulent Gonorrbæa. 


Gonorrhœa virulenta is a flux of viru- 

lent matter from the urethra, in conſe- 

quence of an impure contact and coition with 
an infected perſon. 

It generally appears in a few days, about 
the third or fourth after receiving the infec- 
tion, with a titillation about the glans penis, 

and a ſenſation of heat, attended with a prick- 
ing pain in making water. The running is 
at firſt ſmall in quantity, and whitiſh :' as it 
increaſes, it appears yellow or green ; nay, 
even bloody, according to the degree of viru- 
| lence, infection, and diſpoſition or habit 
of the body. Hence ariſe inflammation, ex- 
coriation, and painful erection, ſwelling of 
the teſticles, phimoſis, paraphimoſis, chan- 
cres, and buboes. This diſeaſe, with more 
propriety, is called Seno-rbagia, becauſe there 
is no flux of ſemen, as the word gonorrhea 
imports, but a puriform mucus, ſuch as ge- 
nerally 
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nerally flows from inflamed ſurfaces, and is de- 
ſcribed in men, a titillation in the anterior 
part of the urethra, in the lacunæ Morgagni, 
under the frænum; a local inflammation after 
the ſecond or fourth day, ſucceeding with heat 
and pain in making water; a weeping of puru- 
lent or puriform matter coming on from the 
urethra, the corpus cavernoſum of the urethra 
being preternaturally ſwelled, attended moſt 
commonly with erections of the penis more 
frequent than uſual, and painful. In women, 
a titillation at the external orifice of the va- 
gina, pain, redneſs, and præternatural tumor 
ſucceeding after the ſecond or fourth day, par- 
ticularly near the lower part of the aperture 
of the labia, heat and pain of the ſame part 
coming on in making water, with a weeping 
of puriform matter from the paſſages. 

Whey and ſmall diluting drinks are to be 
plentifully taken, together with a light diet, 
tree from high and ſtimulating ſauces. 

At the firſt onſet of the diſorder it may with 
great eaſe be ſtopped by aſtringent injections, 
but not after it has laſted one or two days. 

Bathe the parts frequently with warm milk 

| and 
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and water. Bleeding 1s very neceſlary in the 
beginning, from vi. to 3xij. more eſpecially in 
full plethoric conſtitutions, and in proportion 
to the degree of virulence and inflammation ; 
then inject ol. amygd. recent. twice a day for 
the firſt week. Afterwards, when the viru- 
lence of the diſeaſe is gone,

Many again pretend to a ſpeedy cure by

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cowplying with the humour of their patients 
rather than with the dictates of common ho- 
neſty, and diſmiſs their patients as ſound, 
though they often return worſe than they were 
before. Nay, many are often impoſed upon 
by theſe evil minded men, the bane of many | 
a good conſtitution, and are treated as infect- 
ed, where probably there was not the leaſt 
taint of infection. 

The heat of urine may be mitigated by 
plenty of diluent liquors with gum Arabic and 
nitre: the chordee, by opiates taken at night, 
and chancres, by mercurial ointment. 

In the common virulent gonorrhcea, there 
is ſeldom occaſion for the uſe of any mercu- 
rials, the complaint is certainly only a local 
inflammation ariling from ſtimulus, which 
being taken off, the cure will be completed 
by giving afterwards tone to the veſſels, by the 
uſe of proper aſtringent applications. But if 
mercurials are infiſted upon, ſome of the pre- 
ceding forms will anſwer every purpoſe.

A GLEET, or gonorrhea ſimplex, is the 

flux of a thin matter, ſomething like 
the white of eggs, from the urethra, owing 
to relaxation. It is diſtinguiſhed from a 
gonorrhœa virulenta by the colour and con- 
ſiſtence of the matter, and by the complaints 
that precede its appearance. It comes on ge- 
nerally after a virulent gonorrhœa, and is at- 
tended with little or no pain in making wa- 
ter. 2 
A ſtrengthening aſtringent regimen is the 
moſt proper to remove this diforder. Cold 
bathing, riding on horſeback, and Pyrmont 
waters, will contribute greatly to that end.

Of a Cancer. 


Cancer is a round unequal ſchirrous tu- 
mor, of a livid colour, ſurrounded with 
varicoſe veſſels, and ſeated in the glandular 
parts of the body, running on to a foul ulcer, 
mali moris. | 
Some of theſe tumors are fixed, others move- 
able; ſome pale; others, again, inflamed. 
They ſometimes remain harmleſs and indo- 
lent for many years; at other times they in- 
creaſe haſtily to a large ſize, ulcerate, and diſ- 
charge a fœtid ſanious ichor, and ſoon prove 
mortal. | 
There is, perhaps, no diſorder of the whole 
body, which more abſolutely requires an caly 
_ diſpoſition of mind, and a ſlender light regi- 
men, than this. Bleeding, in general, is in- 
_ dicated in the palliative cure, which is all the 
encouragement that ſound reaſoning and in- 


tegrity of heart can give ; after which, ſome 
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ſuch as the following medicines may be ad- 
miniſtered:

The following receipt comes from a gen- 
tleman of undoubted veracity in Ireland, as 
Mr. PLunkEeT's celebrated remedy for extir- 
pating cancerous tumors ; but I muſt candid- 
ly confeſs, that I have hitherto wanted ſuf- 
ficient courage to give it a trial: 

% Take crows-foot which grows in low 
ground, one handful; dog-fennel, three 
ſprigs, both well pounded ; crude brimſtone 
in powder, three middling thimbles full ; 
white arſenic, the ſame quantity ; all incor- 
porated in a mortar, and made into ſmall balls 
the ſize of a nutmeg, and dried in the ſun: 
Theſe balls muſt be powdered and mixed 
with the yolk of an egg, and laid over the 
fore or cancer upon a piece of pig's bladder, 
or {tripping of a calf when dropped, which 
muſt 
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muſt be cut to the ſize of the ſore, and ſmear- 
ed with the yolk of an egg. This muſt be 
applied cautiouſly to the lips or noſe, leſt any 
part of it get down; nor are you to lay it on 
too broad on the face, or too near the heart, 
nor to exceed the breadth of half a crown; 
but elſewhere as far as the ſore goes. The 
plaſter muſt not be ſtirred till it drops off of 
itſelf, which will be in a week. Clean ban- 
dages are often to be put on.. 

Topical and external applications in gene- 
ral, are not advited by many in cancers. If 
they break, dreſſing with dry lint, and being 
kept quiet and ealy 1s all that is generally done, 
If they are moveable, and in a proper ſtate for 
extirpation, with a good habit of body, the 
knife is the moſt ſure and effectual method, 
and ſtands faireſt to effect a cure. Water in 
which cabbages have been boiled is praiſed 
by ſome for waſhing the part, and a poultice 
of raw carrots grated, and gently warmed, has 
afforded great relief to many

tion : but this evacuation muſt be often re- 

peated, 
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peated, as circumſtances require : to which 
muſt be joined a milk and vegetable diet, 
avoiding all wine, and ſpirituous as well as 
fermented liquors.

. Of Warts and Corns. 


ARTS may be taken off with a pair of 
ſciflars, and the roots touched with 
vitriol. Roman. or acidum vitriolicum ; or if 
they be pendulous, tie an horſehair round 
them, or a piece of wax- thread, which being 
ſtraitened, will occaſion their dropping off in- 
ſenſibly. Or the warts may be lightly touch- 
ed with lunar cauſtic, or acidum nitroſum di- 
lutum, once every day, till they be gradually 
deſtroyed; but we muſt be cautious, when 
they are ſeated on the joints or knuckles. 
The juice of celadine, of eſſula, the gall of 
pike or eels, have been recommended. On 
the face, lips, or eyes, there are oftentimes a 
ſort of bluiſh or livid warts, which have a 
near tendency to become cancerous. . Theſe 
are beſt left to themſelyes ; for if they are 


tampered 
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tampered with, they are apt to degenerate in- 
to cancers. The ſame care is to be obſerved 
in thoſe affecting the knuckles and joints, leſt 
in our applications the tendons ſhould be in- 
„ 555 
Corns are callous tumors on the toes, prin- 
cipally on the joints. They arc mitigated by 
bathing the feet frequently in warm water, 
wearing eaſy ſhoes, and a little ſoft cotton 
over the parts, to prevent attrition. The

The beſt mode of preventing pain from 
theſe cuticular indurations, is to bathe the 
feet often in warm water, cut off the ſurface 
of theſe tumors, and wear ſome ſoftening 
plaſter. By this attention they will always 
be kept eaſy, and ſometimes almoſt entirely 
removed; particularly if we avoid preſſure, by 
wearing tolerably large ſhoes.

Of Bites and Stings of venomous Creatures. 


N the bites of the viper, common fallad oil, 
firſt warmed, then rubbed well into the 
part, has been found to be a ſufficient reme-

In all venemous bites and ſtings, it will be 
proper to relax the {kin by emollient formen- 
tations, and cataplaſms of bread, milk, and 
oil; and ſometimes with the addition of the= 
riaca. 5 | 
The rattle-ſnake bite is ſaid to be cured by 
the following method: 

Take of plantain and hoarhound (if in the 
ſummer) the roots and branches together, a 
ſufficient quantity ; bruiſe them, and expreſs 
the juice ; of which give one large ſpoonful. 
If the patient ſwells, you mult force it down 


his throat. This generally anſwers ; but in 
2 caſe 
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caſe it ſhould not, give another ſpoonful in 
about an hour after, which ſeldom or never 
fails, If the roots be dry, moiſten them with 
a little water.—A leaf of tobacco ſteeped in 
rum may be applied to the wound. 

Milk is counted an univerſal remedy againſt 
all poiſons that kill by inflammation ; and 
more eſpecially with the addition of oil. 
Would not plentiful bleeding in many caſes 
of poiſon from the bites of animals, be the 
likelieſt means of abating the inflammation ? 

Againſt the ſtings and bites of waſps, bees, 
buggs, &c. oil, honey, and vinegar, are the 
chief applications ; the application of volatile 
ſubſtances is alſo very uſeful. 
The pediculi which infeſt the head, groin, 

and other parts of the body, may be effectual- 
ly deſtroyed by the unguent. hydrargyri mit.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. II. 
Of the Guinea Worm. 


HE Guinea worm is chiefly met with 
upon the coaſt of Guinea, and in the 
Weſt Indies, and is from one to two feet long, 
of a tape-like appearance, with a blackiſh 
head. Little pain is perceived till it occaſions 
2 troubleſome boil or tumor in the leg or 
thigh, where it generally takes up its ſeat. 
As ſoon as the boil breaks, its head makes its 
appearance. Theſe worms are produced from 
ova contained and ſwimming 1n the waters in 
hot climates. 

Aloetics are by ſome recommended to pro- 
mote their diſcharge from the body ; but the 
uſual method is, to gently tie the head of the 
worm to a piece of lead, beat into the head of 
a ſmall wire, and roll the worm gradually eve- 
ry day as it advances out of the body, round 
this piece of lead, till the whole be entirely 
drawn out. A ſmall ſplinter of wood, lint, 


ſilk, or cotton twiſted, or a piece of linen rag, 
1 ſpread 
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ſpread with ſticking plaſter, and rolled up, 
will anſwer juſt as well. 


CHAP. II. 
/ Burns and Scalds. 


IURNS, or ſcalds, require bleedings to pre- 
vent inflammation : and the body ſhould 
be kept open : before the bliſters riſe, or to 
prevent their rifing, apply the following : 
4 -  Linimentum Camphoratum.

25 Spir. eamph. 3 ij. m. et applicetur pro re nata. 
Indeed we ſhould at firſt attempt to Pre- 
vent the effects, and take off the force of irri- 
tation. Cold water, rectified ſpirits, ſhould 
be abſorbed in linen, and repeatedly applied 
till the pain abates: after which, campho- 
rated ſpirits may ſupply their place. If mem- 
branous or tendinous parts be affected, oil 
ſhould be mixed with ſpirits, to prevent the 
parts from being criſped or contracted. The 
white of eggs beat thin; a handful of com- 
mon falt, diffolved in a quart of vinegar ;. oil 
of turpentine, volatile {pirits, may be had re- 
courſe

courſe to, for the above purpoſes, Oil of 
olives,” or fine linſeed oil, applied warm, is 
recommended ; or holding the part to the fire 
as long as the patient can bear it. | 

If bliſters be riſen, they muſt be opened 
and dreſſed with the cerat. ſpermatis ceti, or 
cerat. lapidis calaminaris. | 

No medicine has Fan equal effects with 
a waſh made with aqua ly gyri acetati, or 
a ceratum Iythargyri acetati. | 

Burns in the face ſhould be treated nearly 
in the ſame way; bleed, and lay ſoft paper, 
or rags, over the face, frequently beſmeared 
with linſeed oil freſh drawn. Where the 
burns are very conſiderable, opiates are very 
neceſſary, as they take off the pain and irrita- 
tion by their ſedative power.

HE common itch is probably owing to 
* animalcula in the ſkin, and appears in 
moilt or dry itching puſtules, which ſpread 
from the joints, and disfigure the greateſt part 
of the body; the diſeaſe is contagious, and 
chiefly affects the hands. Children are moſtly 
ſubject to the moiſt, thin and old people, to 
the dry. The eruption appears chiefly be- 
tween the fingers, underneath the arm-pits, 
under the hams, and round the waiſt. 
Where there is an inflammation bleeding 
ſhould be recommended ; and, next, purge 2 
few times with the following :

| PH E gutta ſerena is a ſpecies of blindneſs, 
” wherein the eyes remain fair, and ſeem- 
ingly unaffected ; owing to ſome defect in the 
optic nerves, which may proceed from a palſy 
or a relaxed habit; alfo from an epilepſy, or 
old ulcers too haſtily dried up, &c. It has 
for 
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for its principal ſymptoms a ſuppreflion of 
light, and immobility of the pupil without 
any ſenſible opacity of the eye. If the ſound 
eye is ſhut, and the blind one oppoſed to the 
light, the pupil is in no wiſe contracted, 

ſometimes it is dilated, and this is the only 
motion which remains, and indicates a perfect 
amauroſy, or gutta ſerena. 

Ihe diet ſhould be light and attenuating ; ; 
evacuations in general, are neceſſary; and 
bliſtering the head, and ſuch things are pro- 
per as have been preſcribed in the opthalmia, 
particularly in a full plethoric conſtitution : 
next, have recourſe to alteratives; ſuch as 
millepedes, decoct. farfapanil. ſmall doſes of 
calomel, &c. continued for ſome time; 
though the patient muſt not be brought to a 
' ſpitting, to prevent which gentle purges muſt 
intervene, Vapour of hot ſpirit of wine, or 
coffee, paſſed through a tube two or three 
times a day, have been ſucceſsful. Some ad- 
viſe volatiles, chalybeates, mercurials, cepha- 
lies, and nervous medicines. Electricity has 
been ſingularly uſeful, by carrying a ſtream 
of electric fire through the eye, and afterwards 


frawing ſparks from all the parts which ſar» 
wee end 
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round it. In recent caſes it promiſes to be 
moſt efficacious, but in thoſe of two or three 
years ſtanding it ſhould be tried, and perſe- 
vered in, as we have an inſtance of one being 
relieved by it, which had remained for the 
longeſt term above ſpecified. |

Of Freckles and Sunburn. 


FRECKLES and ſunburn are frequently 
owing to the action of the ſun, and ex- 
expoſing the body too much to the open air ;

| 3 ESS may be occaſioned by any in- 
jury to the external ear, or by whatever 


cauſes an obſtruction in it; ſuch as wax, 
colds, falls, the venereal diſeaſe, &c. The

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worſt ſpecies of deafneſs ariſes after acute in- 
flammatory diſeaſes of the head, when the 
ſmall veſſels become impervious, from the 
inflammation of the greater ones. It is di- 
vided into two ſpecies ; organic, when it ariſes 
from any defect in the organs tranſmitting 
ſounds to the internal ear; atonic, when it 
happens without any evident defect of the 
ſame organs. 

Wax, appearing in the ear, is a good fign : 
if it be hard, ſyringe with a decoction of fage 
and roſemary flowers, or a little ſoap and wa- 
ter made warm ; afterwards a little wool,

CHATS 
Of the Anorexia, or Loſs of Appetite. 


\ N anorexia is a want of appetite, fre- 
quently joined with a loathing of food, 
and is often owing originally to a relaxed ſtate 
of the ſtomach, or may ariſe from hard drink - 
ing.—Tea has a bad effect in this diſorder, 
and indeed any other warm liquors habitually 
taken. And here, by the by, it may not be 
amiſs to caution the ladies againſt the free uſe 
| LFEFz of 
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of warm wine and water at meals ; by which 
cuſtom they relax the ſtomach, and gradually 
bring on terrible diſorders, as well as confirm 
bad habits. A ſedentary life produces viſcid 


_ phlegm, from whence proceeds a want of ap- 


petite. Indeed, every ſpecies of this diſeaſe 


ſeems to be only ſymptomatical, and varies ac- 


cording to the difference only of the diſcaſe 
which accompanies it. However it generally 


ariſes from viſcid phlegm, bile, or ſaburra, 


loading the ſtomach, or from its coats having 


loſt their tone.

When the fault is in the digeſtion, it is 
termed dyſpepſia, which diſcovers itſelf, by 
loſs of appetite, vomiting, flatulence, eructa- 
tions, heart-burn, pain in the ſtomach ; a 
greater or leſs number of theſe ſymptoms at 
leaſt concurring at the ſame time, the body 
being for the moſt part coſtive, and without 
any other diſeaſe of the ſtomach itſelf, or of 
any other parts; avoid all flatulent food, uſe 
exerciſe, and after a vomit, when neceſſary, 
take the gum pills, with chalybeates, ſtrength- 
ening bitters, &c. as follows:

Of the Fames Canina. 


C 35 E fames canina may be a natural miſ- 
fortune. In this caſe the appetite re- 
quires a greater quantity of food than can be 
digeſted. There are three ſpecies ; that of 
gluttons, where there is a deſire for a greater 
quantity of food than is natural, without any 
diſeaſe of the ſtomach : Hncopal, when this 
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deſire, or ſenſe of hunger, brings on ſwoon- 
ing: emetic, when a large quantity of food is 
taken, and ſoon rejected by vomiting, If it 
be attended with vomiting, and a coldneſs of 
the extreme parts, it is dangerous. 

Oils, fat meats, broths, milk, and a fari- 
naceous diet, are moſt likely to be of uſe 
when the cauſe is not very manifeſt, Opiates 
may, now and then, be exhibited with pro- 
priety. If an acid be ja fault, vomits, and then 
the teſtaceous powders, and fixed alkaline ſalts, 
ſhould be given; and aloetic purges are ad- 
viſcable, with bitters, and ſuch other medi- 
cines as warm and ſtrengthen the ſtomach; or 
the aqua kali and filings of ſteel. Frequent 
ſmoaking tobacco is ſaid to have proved be- 
neficial to ſome labouring under this malady. 
From fainting, the patient 1s recovered by 
applying to his noſe a toaſt dipped in wine, 
or letting him ſmell of roaſted meat. After- 
wards food ſhould be given, ſuch as cools and 
nouriſhes, but is not eaſily digeſted; as car- 
rot, beet, parſnip, with ſoft, fat, and farinace- 
ous ſubſtances. 


CHAP. 
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S HAP. VIE 
Of Vomiting. 


J/ Omiting is a diſeaſe of the ſtomach, fre- 

quently proceeding form a relaxation of 
its fibres, by hard drinking ; where that is the 
cauſe, there will be, almoſt always, a pain in the 
ſoles of the feet at the ſame time. It may like- 
wiſe be occaſioned by inflammation, worms, 
the colic, poiſons, ſtone and gravel, failing on 
the ſea, &c. — 

We muſt refer our reader here to what 
has been ſaid on dyſpepſia, p. 520. 

The regimen ſhould conſiſt of mint-tea, 
chicken-water, ſago, burnt wine with ſpice ; 
but theſe ſhould be ſparingly allowed, if at all, 
where it ariſes from inflammation. If hard 
drinking has brought it on, a gentle vomit 
and ſome of the following forms may be found 
of ſome efficacy:

The Bath waters are of infinite advantage 
in theſe caſes, when occaſioned by hard drink- 
ing. When other diſorders are the cauſe, the 
cure muſt depend upon their removal. 

In all caſes of habitual vomiting, it is of 
great importance not to fill the ſtomach. The 
food or dt ink ſhould therefore be taken fre- 
quently in a ſmall quantity. 

In vomitings, where acidity prevails, no- 
thing has been found more uſeful than mag- 
neſia given in veal broth, about zi. pro re 
nata; and afterwards, to ſtrengthen the ſto- 
mach, order decoct. cort. ſteel medicines, &c. 

When vomiting is occaſioned by /ea-fick= 
neſs, it is ſcarce ever got the better of, eſpe- 
cially in ſhort voyages, till the ſhip gets into 
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harbour, and the patient is put on ſhore. In 


long voyages indeed, uſe frequently wears it 
off. Many things are recommended for re- 


moving it, but, I apprehend, to very little 


purpoſe. Sea- water may be drank; and the 


following anti- emetic mixture often ſtops 
ſickneſs and vomiting, when other things fail:

_— procidentia ani is a falling down of 

the rectum in ſtraining, or going to 
ſtool. This happens frequently to children 
who cry much, or have had a diarrhea; and 
to women who have had many births. If it 
proceed from coſtiveneſs, give lenitive clyſ- 
ters. In caſe the rectum be ſwelled, or in- 
flamed, foment with warm milk, or the fotus 
communis, and apply the bread and milk 
poultice. After which,

If aſtringent injections and 
fomentations be not ſufficient to retain the 
parts, peſſaries muſt be applied, and ſhould 
be worn for a conſiderable time; various kinds 
of them have been recommended, but perhaps 
thoſe made of ivory, in the form of a ſimple 
ring, or ſponge, are preferable to all others. 
Theſe are to be aſſiſted by the Peruvian bark, 
chalybeate waters, and the cold bath. Thoſe 


peſſaries made of ſponge are the belt ; for they 
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do no harm from hardneſs, are themſelves elaſ- 
tic, may be caſily introduced by the patient, and 
occaſionally removed, and impregnated with 
any aſtringent liquid that may be thought 
moſt proper.
